or perceiue the junQures or creſts of them : and the inner Walls, 
of itwere made all of Cedar wood,carued with the fimilitude of 
Angels, Cherubins, roots of Palme trees, and with floures of di- 
uerskindes, oilt af ouer with pure gold, and ſet with pretious, 
ftones ; inſfomuch that all parts of the vpper roofe within the 
Temple, did ſhine with the luftre of ic, The pauementthereof, 
alfo was plated all over with fine Gold ; ſo that all the Temple 
within, both aboue, vnderfoot, and on euery fide and corner 
thereof, was gilt cleane ouer : but without itwas of ſmooth po- 
liſhe white marble one, excellently beautifull, and faire to the 
eye, much reſembling the colour of any Pearle, Vnit or Marga- 
ret. It was in lengtha huadredells,in breadth a hundredells,and 
in height a hundred and twenty ells,as 7oſephws writeth in the old 
as and warres of the Iewes, in his fifteenth booke and foure- 
teenth chapter. | 

The roofe thereof was made ofthin planks of Oliue wood,all 
coueredouer with plates of gold : it was adorned with ſharpand 
plaine ſpikes of gold,leſt birds ſhould defile it with their doung, 
When any man traueclled to leruſalem, and ſaw the temple farre 
off when the Sunne ſhined thereon, the white marble ſtones and 
or ms roofe therof;did caſt ſuch alight andreflexing bright- 
neſle from them, that itdid make the beholders eyes darke and 
blind with looking vpon it. 

Within the Temple there was the moſt ſacred Quire, which 
ſtood at the Weſt end therof,the which Quire was formed foure 
ſquare,that is,twenty ells broad, long,and high. This Quire was 
called the Holy of Holieſt,wherein it was lawfull for noman toen- 
ter,but the high Prieſt,and he alſo bur once ina yeare,which was 
on the Feaſt day of the Propitiatory Sacrifice, to appeaſe Gods 
wrath, In the middle part of the Quire there ſtood two Cheru- 
bins,made of Oliue wood, coucred all over with fine gold, whoſe 
Faces and Formes were like vato young Children the height 
of them was ten ells, each of them had two wings, which were 
fiveels broad;they ſtood one right againſt the other,ſo that with 
the innermoſt wings they touched together, and the vttermoſ 
ſlides of the wings touched the ſides of the Quire:their faces _—_

'| wards the Eaſt: inthe middle vnder the wings of the Cherubins 
was placed the Arke of the Couenant , but after the Babylonian 
captiuitythe Ark of the Coucnant ſtood no more there; for then 
che Holy of holieſt was empty , and nothing feene in the ſecond 
Temple burthe two Cherubims,as is aforeſaid. The wall ofthis 
Quire was of pure gold, excellent faire and curiouſly gtauen': In 
this wal of che moſt holy quire there was a gate made all of gold 

which had two {caues or littledores that opened & ſhut, very cu- 
rioully emboſſed ; through which dores men went into the moſt 
holy Quire, where the Lord did anſwer by Yrimand Thammin , 
there the Cherubims ſtood, and before that gatethere did hang 
arich Vaile or Curtain which was made of fine ſilke,wouen very 
artificially,wherein there was wrought the picture ofthe Cheru- 

bimswith'Needle-workeof divers colours. This was the ſame 
Vaile which at the paſſion of Chriſtdidrentin ſunder from the 

top to the bottom ; to ſhew that then Ldarons Leuiticall Sacrifi. 

ces were aboliſhed,and noweuery man may freely approch(tho- 

mw the mercy of his dearly beloued Sonne)vnto the preſence of 
Gods heauenly Throne. 

Before the moſt ſacred Quire there was builded towards the 
Eaft a placewithin the Temple containing forty-Ells in length, 
ewenry in bredch and thitty in height, cloſed vp on both ſides 
with golden walls, which was called the Holy place or Sanua- 
rie.of the Temple, wherein no man might enter but onely the 
Prieſt, when hee offered Incenſe, and prayed vato God, Inthe 
middle of that Holyplace there ſtood an Altar, couered with 
plates of gold ; neere vntowhich the Angel Gabriel appeared vn- 
to Zacharias, and brought him the glad tydings , That Elizabeth 
his wife ſhould beare him ſonne whoſe name ſhould be 704»,who 
ſhould prepare the way of Chriſt. Ar the Southend of this Al- 
tar,vpon the one'ſide ſtood the holy Candfeftickes;and at the 0- 
ther end on the other ſide ſtood a golden Table whereupon the 
Shew bread:iwas fer. And'inthis holy place there ſtood ten Ta- 
bles:\marefor the meat Offerings, and ten golden Candleftickes 
moregwhich were beautified with Lamps, Lillies,and other faire 
Aoutes. - The opening doores whereby men went into the Holy 
place were alſovery rich and coſtly, made of gold, with carued

Cherubims, Palmtrees,and broad flours thereupon. And before 

thoſedores alſothere were hanging vailes or curtaznes,very Curl. | 
ouſly wrought. On both ſides of the Temple therewere certain | 
Walksor Galleries, which were three ſtories high one aboue an 
other,and.on the right ſide there ftood apaire of turning Kaires, 
by thewhich menwene vp to the Chamber of the Temple , and

ouer with gold, but that part was ſomewhat lower than the prin- | 
cipall partof the Temple. The Windowes of the Temple were | 
wide within and narrow without.-Tbe gates of the Temple were * 
made of pure gold, fiueand twenty Ellshigh, and fixteene Ells | 
broad; but eſpeciallythe gate that ood Eaſtward in the Tem. 

ple wasexceeding high, which in the ſceond Booke of Kzngs, | 
cap.25. is called the High gate :andas 7oſephus ſaith , the ſayd |} 
gatcwas go Ells high, thedoores whereotwere forty Ells long; | 
and.twenty Ells broad,giltall ouer,and richly emboſſed, beauti. 

fied with Cherubims and pretious ſtones. Thewall before: this

nior Chriſt preached, /o4z 10.'Thethird porch King Herodbuilr, 
adding that therto forthe heathen people which alſo came vnto 
lernfalem to pray.

The firſt Temple; which King So/owen built, had but two Por. 
ewhich Zorobabel & loſhuah or Ieſu

A particular deſcriptios of the three ſeuerall Porches or 
Courts belonging to the Temple, 


N thevpper Porch which ſtood right oueragainſithe high 
Quire inthe Temple,therewas an Altar of brrafle proportio- 
ned foure ſquare, conſiſting oftwenty cubits in lengrh, & twen. 
ty cubits in bredth,exrending to ten cubits in height,beautified 
with golden hornes, whereon they vſed to offer burnt ſacrifices 
of Oxen, Sheepe, Turtle Doues, Calues,and other things. Alſo in 
times paſt there ſtood the great molten Sea made by King Sols- 
”mpm, and the two braſen Pillars which were madewith knobbes, 
Pomegranats,and Lillies, very coſtly and moſtattificially done z 
and ten Kettles vpon Treuets ; bur thoſe kettles and pillars with 
knobs and pomegranats,and the great molten Sea made by King 
Solomon,were carried away by Nabuchadneztar King of Babylon, 
and broken in pieces; after whichcaptiuity they were neuer ſeen þ 
morein the Tem ple,for there wereno more made. But the Altar 
of Braſſe with the great hornes,whereon they offered oxen, ſheep 
and Doues, was made againe and ſtood there, as I ſaid before, by 
which there ſtood divers Tables whereon they killed their Offe» 
rings. Inthis Court alſo therewasa goodly Fountaine,with the 
Water whereof they vſed to waſh the bloud of the beafts out of 
the Temple. For there were certaine holes and gutters between 
the marble ſtones, whereby the water ranne vnder the earth, and 
through the earth was-conueyed in apipe into the Lake Kidron, | 
Inthis'Court Zacharizs the ſonne of Barrachias was killed, be- | 
tweene the Temple and the Altar, cMat.23.

ourandin, dcoked with lofty towers and pleaſant walks made of 
Cedar reſembling our antient Cloiſters. Bur principally 
coward the Eaſt it had a great gate of ſeuenty Ells or cubits high 
and twenty fiue broad, all couered oner with gold ( as 19ſephus 
writethy ſtanding alwayes open,withour any doores to ſhut, that 
cvery ninmight looke into it when the Pricſt ſerued God, If 
any man offercd any thing,he brought ir to the Prieſt before the 
gate; but might not goin himſelfe. 7erermy, Chap.z6 and 36,cal- 
lethir the New gate, Here alſowas the Chappel of Gemar/athe 
fonne of Saphen, inwhich Chappell Baruch read the booke of the 
Prophet 7eremy to the people, Teremy 36. And when the Sunne 
was in Capricorne it ſhone right'in at that gate,and through the

His Court was ſomething lower than the other, for from it

North ſide the Iewiſh women that were clean and vndefiled vſed 
to pray,and on the South the men, according tothe Law * : But 
no vnclean perſon, or ſtranger,or heathen, might enter therein; for 
on the Eaſt ſide thereof, before the ſteps whereon men aſcended

a perſecuter of the Charch,yetan/Apoſtte; though a theefp yer of 
the city of Paradiſe;zthougha Magitian, yetthou mayſtwoerſhip 
God : for there 1s no fin ſodangerousbut repentance may obtain 
pardon. Not far from this Treaſury there ſtood certain galleries 
curiouſly adorned with marble pillars,the root whereot was plai- 
ted with filucr and gold,and was cloſe aboue the head, thatwhen 
itrained,men might walke vnder them dry,and indeed did much 
reſemble our antient Monaſteries, The dores of theſe walks were 
couered ouer with gold and filuer; ſo alſowas that high gate

FF” His court was not built by the kings of Iſrael, but by Hero, 
when thercſt of the Temple was re-edified , ſame fixteene 
yeares. 
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forerhe birrtrof:Chrift,-and abour ſix and fortybefore 
he began to preach, 194» 4. It was fſoſpatious and-ſilmpruoufhy 
bailr rhe: ſed rhe beholders,containing an hundred cubits 
in bredrb, and-feuen handred and twenty cubitsin length, lying 
Eaſtward towards the brooke Kidron: the pauement was of mat- 
bleof Uivefs colours; like the orher-Courts, the walls with the 
marble pitlars-were fie and ewenty cubits high;and the Walkes 
about itvery-curioaſly madewere thirty cubits broad. This was 
called Yeſtabulu1Gentium,where the hearhens as wellas the Iews 
might enterandpray.

All theſe three Courts were inclofed within highwalls and 


walks,rcfembling our Cloiſters, where round aboutthe Temple, 
at every cornerof which ſtood very high Towers, whereon when 
the Sabbath day came; one of the Prieſts ouer night went :and 
ſoundeda Trumpert,_to ſignifie that the next day was the Sab. 
bach | (for then there were no bells.) Thewall of this vttermoſt 
Court:(as 7oſephus writeth) was in gh (reckoning fromthe 
bottom tothe Valley of Kidron) fonre hundred cabits,and ador. 
ned witb-poodly Towers,vponthe Pinnacles of which werebuilc 
Summer houſes and faire Walkes, from whence men might ſee 
into the Templegand cleane ouer the Towne, - Theſe were called 
the Pindacies of the. Temple, and were ſo high, that.when one 
looked down from them into the valley,their cies dazled in ſuch 
maner that they could not ſee,as 79ſep. writeth,/z, Antiq. 15.04.14. 
Vpon one of theſe Pinnacles the Diuel caried our Sautor Chrift 
ſaying,If thou be the Sonne of God caſt thy ſelfe downe, ere, Mat. gs 
And /ames the ſonne of «41iphens, by the commandement of 4»- 
2»4the bigh/Prieft,was from-thence thrown intothe vally of Ce- 
dron;and falling vpon a Fullers inſtrument died, zoſ. 4nt.20,ca.8.

When a man went Eaſtward the Gates were one than 
another. The firſt gate or the gate of the Heathens Court was 
thirty Cubits high. The ſecond thatentred into Selomens Porch 
was 50Cubits:the third which went into the hi 81aft court 
was 70 Ccubits:and the great high gate of the temple was ninety 
Cubits bigh, ſo that cuery gate of the Temple was twenty 
Cubits one higher than another: And in theſe gates there were 
benches made for men to fiton. There were many other Gates 
and doores on both ſides, ſome fixty, ſome twenty Cubitrs broad, 
all almoſt made of pure gold,and of ſuch weightineſle, that (as 
Joſephus writeth in his ſecond booke to pprivs) two hundred 
men could ſcarce open and ſhut them. Zgiſippzs writeth , That 
7 elpefien comming before the Temple to aflault it, commanded 
his Souldiors toburne one of the golden Gates (which then was 
ſhut) that ſo he might overcome the ſame, andwith ſtrong hand 
carry away a moſt glorious Victorie.For it was wonderfully for- 
tified both by Nature and Art, it had deepe Ditches, loftic 
Towers like vnto Caſtles of defence, and moreover , compaſſed 
aboutwith Bulwarkes and ſtrong walls,infomuch that it was not 
poſſible to bewon but with extremedifficultic and great labour. 
When the Gate was fired, the gold thatran from it was in great 
aboundance : and by this meanesthe Conqueſt was made caſic;

This placewas made by King'Hezekiah, who cau- 
ſed the water of the vppermoſt poole, which was called Gihan; 
not far from mouat Calvary,to IOC pipes & paſſages 
through theearth,into the lower citycalled Acra;and fo fel into 
this place;for which cauſe it was called the lower poole. The Al- 
legorie or myſterie hereof is , That euery one of Chrifts Sheepe 
ought to be waſhed inthe poole of his bloud, before they can be 
made fit ſacrifices toenrer into his Temple or church, r 70, 1.

Mon Acra(as is aforeſaid) ſtood vpon the Welt fide of Ic- 
ruſalem, itwas a very high mountain, and tooke that name 
from the Greeke word ©Mera,a ſharpeorbigh hill. It was much 
higher than mount Moriah in times paſt, till Simon, Iudas AMa- 
chabens brother, cauſed it to be cut lower, to make it equall in 
height with mount Moriah. Between theſe two hils lay thevally 
Cedron,which was in profunditie 400 cubits.Vpon this Moun- 
tain another part ofthe city was builded, beeing ſtrongly fortifi- 
ed andrichly adorned with ſumptuous houſes, of which Pad 
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ade it very ſtrong; then gave itthe riame of 4»t0nia, in fauor of

| ard Solowonwerethe principal founders;and was called chelower 


city,or thedaughter of Sion, Itwas ſo beautiful, that ſome hold 
(of which numbet are Zgeſjppus and Euſebias)that it exceeded the 
reſtoſthe city. Here ſtood the houſe of Helena Queen of the A- 
diabenors,neer about the midſt of it, as /oſep.obſeructh, Le,Bef.7, 
cap.13. which Queene beeing conuerred to the Tewiſh Religion, 
built her an houle in this City,that ſhee might pray in the Tem- 
ple. Here ſtood the houſes of her ſonnes MonobaJ;me and Gropte+ 
here ſtood the houſes of the high prieſts "nad Caiaphas,not 
far from the valley Tyropz : King Herod alſo that wicked man, 
whocauſed the innocent Children tobeputtodeath, built him 
an houſe heere , neereaboutthe place where the Machabeecs in 
times paſt had a Caſtle, (for they builttwo, one 1n —_ Mo< 
riab,another in this Mount.) That in mount Moriah was after | 
called the Caſtle of 1nt07i, and ſtood rightagainſt the Tem. 
le,as is aforefaid. And this being very ſumpruouſly built,and a 
oyall ſeat, was after the death of this Herod a Palace for his 
Succeffors CArchilaus and Herod Agrippa. Not farre off he cau« 
ſed two faire Theatres tobe alſo built, the one in honour of the 
Emperour .{uesſts ; and thison the one {ide joined toa tower 
called Acropolis (which was buile by Cdntigonue Epiphanes,on a 
purpoſe to placea Garriſonin, to keepe the Iewes in bondag 
which Iudes HMachabews afterwards made leuelwich the groun 
and on the other fide towards his owne Pallace. It reſembled a 
ſemi-Circle,made all of white Matble fairely poliſhed,the buil- 
ding ſomewhat low, within full of high bankes one rifingaboue 
another like Scaffoldz,ſo that thewhole multitude might eafily 
heare or ſce whatſocuer was ſaid or done. It was curiouſly beau- 
tified with gold, filuer, and many goodly pictures ; but amoggſ 
the reſt,the battailes which the Emperour Augsſt«s had woon a» 
ev his people were lively pourtrayed.

' on every ſide, {except the North, (for it ſtood vpon high 
rockesand cliffes)that it ſeemed tobe inuincible.' And that that 
ſidemight be the berter firengehened, they compaſſed it in with 
|| threewalls, and theſe ſoftrong,thatwhen Yeþaran the Emperor 
and his armie inuaded the citie they had much adoe toconquer 
_ 'F them. The firſtof theſe walls was that which CMgrippe built, 
edq and it compaſſed in Neapolis, otherwiſe called the new towne.

by it in their way, Of this light we reade'in Nehemkeap. 3. ” 
The third wall compaſſed in the Temple and all the lower Ci- 
ties in it was'fixtie Towers, but the chiefe of them ſtood in the 
Eaſt Angle,betweene the dung gate and<he gate of the valley, 
which was called Hanaziel,and fignifieth,Thegrace and gift of God. 
This is much ſpoken of in the Scripture : vpon this wall King 
Herod the Aſcalonitebuiltthree faire Towers ; one betweenethe 
Garden gate and the old gate, which hee called Hippicum, inho- 
nour of his father Zippics ; the other Phaſelwry, in honourof his 
brother Phaſile ,and the third cHariamme, afterhis wines name, 
who notwithſtanding hee cauſed innocently to be pur to death, 
Theſe three gates were built of poliſht Marble. P/ny and Strabs 
ſaith, That this was the faixeſt and-moſt ſpacious ciryofrheEafſt! 
and for the munitionand fortification almoſt inuincible. The 
wals of it were all of white poliſhtmarble, ſolne 25 or 30 cubirs 
high: the ſtones were 20 cubits long, 20 broad, and 5 thicke, fo 
cloſely joyned that the junRures could fcarce'be perceiued. Ma- 
ny of the Towers alſo were madeof ſuch tones ; but thoſe of the 
Templeexceeded the reſt; for they werezsh.cabits long, 12 broad, 
and 8 thicke, as Joſephus witnefſeth, /ib. Ant, 15 .c4,14.07 de BH, 
Ig4.11,6.c4.6,which things being rightly conſidered, we may ea- 
fily percetue that theſe walls werevery difficulttobe deſtroyed : 
Neither were the ditches of leffe ſtrength that went 'abour-che 
Towne forthey werecut out of hard fiones, atleaſt forrycubits 
deepe, and two hundred and fifty cubits broad, which were vn- 
poſhble to haue beene woon,if God had notholpen and affiſted 
the Romans, filling vp thoſe/ditches with the bodies of thoſe 
that died ofthe plagye and famine within the towne. |

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The deſtruftion of Leruſalem, 


wichin it might take notice of the neer approaching deſolation, 
therewerediuers ſtrange accidents hapned,and viſions feene, As 
firſt, about ſome foure yeares before, the riuer Iordan was turned 
out.of her courſe, and was brought intothe Citie Pella : a while 
afterthat, for a yeare together,there hung a Comertlike aflaming 
ſfrord ouer the City: And inthenight there was ſeene a light in 
the Temple: And in the day when they were at facrifice, a Calfe 
brought forth a Lambe, Then about the middle of the night, 
the Eaſterne gates of the Temple opened of their owne accord. 
In the skies were ſcene armies of men fighting, and Horſes and 
Chariots running too and againe. And at laſt there was heard a 
terrible voice in the temple,vttering theſe words, Migremus hinc ; 
that is, Let vs goe hence, And that there might be a generall Pro- 
clamation of this ſad and crucll deſolation, through the whole 
Citic,one .A1z471i45 the ſonne of 1:ſus,a man poore and impotent, 
vpn the Feaſt of the Tabernacles, ran through all the ſtreets of 
the Citie, and crying, O, 4 voice from the Eaſt, and avoice from the 
Veſt, a voice from the foure windes, a voice ouer Ternſalem and the Tem- 
ple, a woice ower the Bridezroome and the Bride, and a voice oner the 
whole multitude of this Citie, And although he was whipt,and im- 
priſoned,and cruelly handled, yet ſo long as he lived, hee would 


- Notceaſe to vtter theſe words, which by ſome were judg'd to fore- 


tel the horrible defolation which after hapned. 

For Titxs Ceſar ſonne of Flavis the Emperor, about ſeuentie 
yeares after the Natiuitie ofour Lord,and abouteight and thirty 
after his aſcenſion,vtrerly ouerthrew it euen to the ground, about 
the firſt day of the moneth of Aprill, and within a yeare after 
theſe fignes. For hetaking aduantage of the three faions which 
atthis time ſwaied in Ieruſalem : One of Eleacer the Prieſt the 
ſonge of Simongthe gther of Ziletm the chicte Princewhich held 
the Temple; and the third of 10hannes Giſcalenue a cruell fellow, 
which had the command of the inferiour Citie , beſieged it,and 
made this a fit opportunitic to further his enterpriſes,whiles the 
ſeditious and factious people, little regarding their owne ſaferie, 
gaue way by their egill and inteſtine warrs, to what he intended, 
weakning themfelues much moreby their continued flaughters, 
than the enemy by his inuaſion, Inſomuch as the whole citie,and

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Temple was filled with dead bodies ; common inſolencies, and : 


publique rapines were ordinarily amongſt them : ſome ſer fire of | 
the City, others diſpoiling the Temple, a third ſort killing the *: 


Prieſts euen as they were ar ſacrifice,al places ful of dead bodies; 
and to this, toaddea greater meaſure of miſerie (withoutany re- 
gard at all to their future defence) ſet fire of the ſtore-houſfe, 
wherein the corne lay for the ſuſtentation of the Citie, and con- 


ſumed that in one day which had been long a gathering : by this 


means it came to paſſe, that they were ſorely afliQed with the * 
peſtilence through the corruption of the aire, and with famine, © 
for want of Corne, All theſe things notwithſtanding (ſuch was | 
the crueltie, obſtinacie, and peruerſeneſſe of this people) could | 
not reſtraine them from- violating the moſt ſacred and holy 


things of the Temple: infomuch as 79hannes Giſcalenus had a full F 
determination to haue deſtroyed it,but that he was preuented by [ 


the Romans. 


Abour this time was the feaſt of the Paſſcouer,and it fell vpon | 


the fourteenth day of Aprill,being the Sabboth ; to the celebra- 


tion whereof, there reſorted to Ieruſalem, about three hundred * 
thouſand Iewes. Theſe the enemy gaue way to enter into the Ci- | 
tie; but conſidering their preſent neceffitic for want of viuals, ' 
vpon a ſuddain drew vp their forces, and ſo ſtraightly beleagered |: 
them that all this huge multitude was (as it were) impriſoned þ 
within the wals,wherepartaking of the former miſery,they either | 
died by the plague or famin, Whence may be perceiued the mar. | 
nellous prouidence of God, that euen on the ſame day,and inthe | 
very ſame place, where but eight and thirtie yeares before our © 
Sautour Chriſt ſuffered, the authors of ſuch crueltie ſuffered a © 
moſt juſt and feuere reuenge, Now as the army of the Romans |: 
lay vpon the North of the Citie, Titws drew out a band of fix | 


hundred horſe toride about, to behold and view the walls of the | 


Towne: butas he was in this manner wondring at the fumptu- | 


ouſneſſe of the Citie,the Tewes in great multitudes ſlipt our ata | 
poſterne gare,and ſet vpon him ſo fiercely, that they endangered | 
his perſon, being without armour ; and hadhe nor with great dif- |; 
ficultie brokethrough them,and recouered the Tower of the Ro- f, 
mans, hee had beene there {laine. Bur preſemely vpon this ſee- 
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ing the danger, hee beſieged the Citie in three parts ; himſelfe 
as the Emperour of the armie, built a caſtle about ſome two fur. 


* longsfrom the Citie, juſt againſt the Tower Plephina.The other 


part of the army was intrenched right againſtthe Tower Hip- 
picus not farre from the Garden of the reſurretion. And the 
third part had their Caſtle in the Mount of Oliues, ſome five fur. 
longs or thereabours from the Citie, Then did hee build Bul. 


| warkes, make Engines, and wonderfull deuiſes,for the battering 
- ofthe Walls, and combining himſelfe with ſome of the Iewes, 
* vponthe ſeuenth day of the ſecond moneth, which anſ{wereth to 


the moneth of May, with great difhicultie and much labour en- 
ered the firſt Wall which lay vpon the North, and woon: Mount 


| Bezitha and Neapolie. Vpon the twelfth of the ſame monerh 


(which was the Sabborh day) hee entred the ſecond wall, which 


[  diuided the ſuburbs:but this was againe the ſame day recouered 


by the vertue of the Iewes, ſothat rhe Iewes were conſtrained to 
fight vpon the Sabboth day, according to the prophecie of our 
Sauiour Chriſt, Matt. 24. But aftenegtT the ſixteenth of this 
moneth of May,the Romans againe recouered this wall and kept 
itin their owne cuſtody. 

Within awhile after in the month of Inne(aboutthis time the 
famine growing intollerable within the rowne) F/t«s in the ſpace 
of three daies, compaſſed in the whole citie of leruſalem with a 
Wall,and vpon that ſer Towers and Caſtles,leſt any of the Iewes 
ſhould flye to ſaue themſelues. Thus was the prophecie of our 
Saviour Chrift fulfilled, Thy enemes ſhall compaſſe thee about and 
hem thee in on eutry fide. Toſephus was now in the Citie, and wal- 
king vpon the Walls, earneſtly intreated the Iewes to defi ſt, and 
no longer tooppoſe the Romans, but this was ſo hatefall a ſpeech 
to many,that they began to fling dartsathim. /Andalthoughbat 
this time the extremitie of the famine was ſo fore, that many 
dyed for want of ſuſtenance,yert all perſwaſions were invaine;and 
ſuch was the c1lamitie, that as well thoſe as went our, as thoſe 
thatcontinued in the Citie,were in like danger of their lives;for 
they were either ſlaine by the enemy, or els by the peſtilence and 

amine ,common injuries, and vnmercifull outrages ſtill atten- 


ding vpon warre, Theis 
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Their miſery did rather increaſe, then atall leſſon it ſelfe, for | 
the jealoufie of treaſon,the hope of riches,and the madnes of the | 
ſeditious,diftracted the mindes of the Citizens with continuall Þ 
fearcs,and filled the fireets full of murther and daily ſpeQacles 


of lamentable tragedies : The markets were vnfrequented with 
Corne, the vials, with violence conſumed and taken from the 
true owners... And if it chanced that ſome one had more than 
would ſerue his turne, though he dwelt ina faire and ſtately buil- 


ding,yert the remoteſt roome and moſt vafrequented he made his | 
tabernacle, and thar little which was left, with great parcimonie | 
he conſumed,together with his life, till both were ended. Thoſe | 
that were Fathers and Senats of the people (though before ſer- | 
ued and attended with reuerenced and great ſtate) in this conſu- | 


fion was glad of a ſmall morſel},though with much contention, 


The wife was not aſhamed to take away the meate from her huſ- | 
band, nor the children from their parents, nor the mothers from ® 


their infants: And if it hapned that in any houſe the feditious 
ſeemed to ſmell focal violence they tooke it, ranſackt the 
roomes round about,whiles the maſter therof was made a laugh.

Allloue and modeſtie, through thisextremeand intollerableFſ ci 
famine,became vtrerly extin&,and the deereſt friends would Kill Þ 
one another for a cruſt of bread ; the faireſt Lady commit open Þ o! 
adultery for a little ſuſtinance. Their food was extraordinary,and - 
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ſuch as men did loath and hate : Some would feed vpon ſnatiles 
and wormes, others of old hay chopt ſmall ; many ate cornee1. 
ther vnground or made into bread: ſome pluckt the meat from 
the ſpit raw,others with theirteeth gnaud off the leather off their 
ſhields : And that very mouth which cried, Cracifie him, crucifieh 
him, let his blond be wpon vs and our children, was conſtrained tofj 
feed vponthree ſorts of dung, that is to ſay, Doues dung, Oxcny 
dung, and Mans dung. Moreouer, many were conſtrained for 
meere neceſſitie, to feed vpon the dead bodies of ſuch, asa little | 
before dyed, partly by famine, partly by the peſtilence. And to 
conclude, for very madneſſe eat vp their gold : for ſome of them 
being taken as they were flying for their ſafety by che Romans, in 
their excrement was found gold, of which the ſouldiers hearing; 
and ſuppoſing that allthe Tewes had beene full of gold, thorow 
couetouſneſle of that gaine, in one night killed 2000 of them, 
and ript vp their bellies; And had not Titzs Ceſar by a ſeuere 
EdiR,forbidden theſe cruell and vnheard of flaughters,there bad} ri 
beene many more ſlaine, | 1 þ 
'To make an end of this vnheard of famine, I will repeat one 
memorable example our of 7ſephus, of an outrage which a moi v 
ther committed euen vpon her owne ſonne. There was a woman] t] 
of the inhibirants beyond Tordan, whoſe name was Marie,of hell c 
ſtocke of Eljazer,and of the Towne Bethezor, which ſignifies} 
the houſe of Hiſlop ; ſhee was of a noble and rich family, and a-} 
mongfſt orhers,went toTeruſalem in hope of ſafery,where ſhewas 
likewiſe oppreſſed with the miſerie of this ſiege; for as ſoone wh 
ſhe had brought all her riches and ſubſtance into the City, which 
Eee ted re 
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y | ſhe had before beyond Tordan, this famine growing greater and 
at Þ greater vpon the inhabitants. The ſeditious perceiuing that this 
e, & woman was well furniſhed both withtiches and ſuſtinance, on a 
lc, | ſuddain ſet vpon her houſe, diſpoited het of her ſubſtance, tooke 
n+ away her ſaftinance, and vtrerly deprived ber of all meanes to 
F line. Shee beeing pricked with the miſery and calamitie of the 

times,ſaw it little prevailed to ſtriue,wheretore with teares,v 
her knees ſhe intreated thatſhee inight haue bur ſome {mall part 
of that they had taken from her,to maintain her ſelfe and ber ſon 
| with life;bue the {editious gaue little eareto herfiatreaties:wher- 
fore being mooued to extreme anger ſhe daily curſed with con- 
tumelioas words thoſe barbarous villains, that had thus rob'd her 
of all her means: but when ſhee ſaw that neither angernor intrea- 
tie could procure mercie, and through rhe Towne. notone mor- 
| fell of food was tobe found, partly preit with an extreame neceſ. 
ſitie, partly with a'furious rage, beyond all nature and compaſſi. 
on, laid violent hands vpon her owne lonne, and accounted anyn- 
timely death more honourable, than that he ſhould live to bee a 
prey to the ſeditious,or a {laue tothe Romans, | 

The body of this infant ſheeroſted and eat:the ſoldiers of the 
Towne beeing preſt with hunger, ſmelling the meat, fuppoſing 
that as in former times, they ſhould haue found plenty,with vio- 
| lence broke in vpon her, and looke what ſhe bad prouided greedi- 
ly confumed, and compelled her to ferch the reſt;which ſhee did, 
and when they were well ſatisfied, ſhe ſhewed them the head and 
feet of her ſonne : which they perceiuing, loathing the inhumani- 
tie of the fa&t,with dejeced countenance departed. This famine 
was ſoextreame, that one meaſure of graine was worth a talent, 
that is, 600 crownes, Bur the Romans all this while did abound 
with plenty of all things,and to vex the Tewes they ſhewed them 
the pon aboundance of their ſtore, for the neighboring proutn- 
ces ſent them ſupplies. | 

After this famine, there followed an extreme plague, procured 
pourly through the ſtanch of the bodies thar lay vnburied, partly 

y the multicudeofthe maſſacres that dailyÞhapned,that(as Ee- 
| Fppue writerh) within the compaſſe of eleuen weekes, there were

The city being thus peſtired with teditzan, famine peſtilence 
and watrze, was imade now a ready the Enemy : and that 
they might make a finallend of their miſeries,7#w- cauſed the 
engines Of batterie tobe brought againſt the walls z and vpon the 
firſt day: of the fourth month(whicn anſwers roour Iunc)he eook 
the:third wall which lay vpon the North, Vpon the-fourth © 
Iune after;though with out labour, he tooke the Towet of At» 
tonia, and in itplaceda Garriſon, , Vpon the ſeuenteenth day of 
the fourth moneth, which was a faſt to the ewes, 7oſephw going 
vp to the top of that Tower, made an: Oration to Giſcalinms and 
 thereſi,todifiwade them from their rebellign,&-ceaſe to oppole 

0 the Romans,but this little prevailed, Vponthe twentieth day 
Iuly; the Iewes burnt a part of the Porchof the Temple towards 

the North, not far from the Towerof Antonia, leſt that the Re 

.mans hauing gotthatHold, ſhould withthe greater facilitie haug 

conquered the. :Terhple alſo. Two daies a ae Romans de 

Nroyed the whole Porch with fre, and the Iewes helpt.copull it 
downe with theirhands : this was none of the three Porches but 
-abulwarkeof the Temple. Vpon the 25 day of Iuly the Iewe 
filled the Porchitoward the Weſt with..pitch and betume;, ang 
then made asthough they meant to fly.and league the citic, which 
ſomeof the Romans percceiuing, withoutany command of thei 
Captaines,put ſcaling ladders to the Tower,and began to aſfaul 
it, butwhen they were! moſt buſie, the; Iewes of a ſudden pur firg 
tothe pitch,and burnt them moſt miſerably ; infocmuchas Tit 
; ptttied-themrto ſee their extremitie, although they were ſuchas 
.did-contrary tohiscommand. Vponthe laſt day of this monetþ 
.they tooke the. Ngyth gate, which lay towards the riſing of the 
| Sunne, and cloſe bythe brooke Cedran ; rhis they burat dowy 
with fie, V ponthe third of Auguſt,Tiz#s commanded to fire the

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* gateof che Temple,that was all coucred ouer with gold 8 filter, 
 bythis gate the Romans made a breach into the Temple, which 
cethis had beene: prophaned by the Iewes: whiles this gate was 
aburriipg;the lewes ſtood aftoniſhed;and not one of themreſifted 
the Romans.Cz/ar and all his artay labored three daies toquench 
this fire, after which hee called a councell to determine whar he 
ſhould do with thetemple, itwas ſorich and fumptuous, har he 
woutd faine bave- left itas an ornament for the Roman Empire, 
But the Iewes hauing got a little breathing, made new incurſions 
ypon the Romans, by which meanes they could not.determine 
thereof. The 6 of Auguſt, the {ouldiers of Titxs, without com- 
Dorf mandof their Captaines, fired the Temple, juſt. ypon'that day 
which Aebychadnez=ar before $ime had deſtroyed it;95 Toſephue 
wittiefleth;/i.4e Belki6:.2-6:27. Ceſar would faine haue;ſaued' this 
Temple for the ſumprtuouſheſle of ir, and beckoned to. his ſoul- 
diers to haue quencht the fire, but they, partly preſt on with a de- 
adj fire of wealth, partly being prickt on with a fury. and,madnefle, 
| gaue no care; to:his: ſpeeches, but commigred moſt cruell maſſa-: 
off eres,withour either tegard of age or ſex: Sothat the cries ofthe 
# faughterd,the found of the Romantrampets,the fierce reſiſtance, 
i ofrhe ſeditious,and the fire furiouſly burnipgyrepreſenteda maſt 
j hortible: ſpetacle : The ground. below. was ;coucred. with dead. 
+4 bodies, meny indefperationthrew themſelues intothe fire,6000 
were butnt in the ſame gate;whither they fled for refage;and the. 
# prieſts moſt cruelly maſſacred as they were.in the Temple. This 
wastho'endofthe Temple of Teruſalem, the mirror of theworld,

" The inferiour Citic being thus taken and deſtroyed, about the 
16 day of Auguſt,Ceſar began to build his engines, and batter the} - 
walls of thevpper citie, which withinche ſpace of 18 daies after 
with extreme labourand skill, hee {aid flatwitn the ground; (as 
Toſephas ſaith.) And vpon the 7 of Seprember,wich great facilitie 
hee conquered the citie, the Iewes of their owne accord deſcen. 
_ from the Towers : and the Romanes ſet vpon the walls their 
enfignes, with a great acclamation, and waſted all the citic with 
fire and [word, ſparing neither men,wyomen,nor children. : 
 'The $dayofthe moneth of;Seprember, the whole -Citie was 
deſtroyed, and not a ſtone left vpon a ſtone bur laid leuell with 
the ground', onely the three Towers that were: built by Herod;

. There died by the famine and peſtilencean inaumerable tuims 
ber, by fire and ſword teri hundred thouſand : 2000 were: found 
that either killed themſelues, or one killed another, 7900 were 
taken captines,of theſe,all the ſeditious theeues that accuſed one 
another, were ſlaineby Frontonins Ceſar, Titus freed many, 7000 
were ſent into Zgypr; withextreme labour to conffongnad dic, 
the propereſt and nioſt able were referued for triumph, many} 
werediſtributed through the prouinces, ſome were ſlaine by the 
ſword, and by beaſts for publike ſpeRacles, and thoſe that were} 
r6 yeares of age and vnder, together with many other, Ceſar fold 
vnder the crowne, at thirty for a filuer penny ; that as Chrift ws 
{H{d for thirty pence, ſo thirty ofthem ſhould be ſold fora penny

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With the riches of this rowne Caſey triumphed, rodeinto Rome 
wich two golden Chariots,built the Temple of Peace, and there 
putall the plate which he found inthe temple of leruſalem, AC. 
terall this, for a full determinationof thoſeeuils, the two ſediti. 
ous captaines 1o/annes Giſcalenus and Simenthe ſon of Giors, were 

ut to. moſt cryell deaths, Thus may we ſee the grieuous puniſh. 
ment of the obſtinat and ambirious,which God permitted to fall 
vpon. them for their vathankfulneſſe and cruell tyranny. 
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| How the city of Ternſalem after this deſtruition by Ticus Veſ pal. wes 
wviterly beaten downe and defaced by Alius. Adr. Czſar,which 
he re-edifyine ,calledit after his own name Mlis, . 


He city of Ieruſalem being thus laid leuel with the ground, 
forthe ſpace of ſixty yeares lay deſolate, a receptacle for 
theeues and murtherers, a fit place for Woluesard wilde 
beaſts, which reſorted thither to feed vpon the dead bodies. And 
now time conſuming their fleſh, lefttheir bones and skuls tolye 
vpon the earth as ina Charnell houſe. Thus it continued vnrill 
one Benchochab (which ſignifies the Son of the Stars);born in the 
towne of Bethcoron not farre from Emaus, profeſſed bimſelfe to 
be the Meſſiah or Chriſt. The Iewes ſuppoſing this to be true, 
becauſe of that ſaying of Numb,24. There ſhall a Starreriſe vp out 
of 1acobJaſſembled themſelues to the number of many thouſands 
and followed him , with great tyranny and crueltic ſpoyling the 
Holy'Land; and throughall the cquntrey of Iudza committing 
many outrages and maſſacres. Thus they continued for the 
ſpace of ei — yeares, at the end of which time Adrianus «A>

is;7he Son of Lyins. Themumber of the Tewes which in thetime

ent city of Ieruſalem,and that the words of our Sauior might be 

fulfilled, Lo,rhere ſhall not be a ſtone left vpon a ſtone, Mat .2.4,) the ru- 

ines and foundations thereof were digged vp, the ſtones broken 
in pieces,the ground left defolate,and the mountains are now be- 
come barren and overgrown with brambles : And that the name 
thereof might vtterly be forgotten , andas it were rooted outof 
the earth, hee ſet vp a new towne not far from the hill Gihon and 
Golgotha where Chriſt was crucified ; which after he had ador- 
ned withimany goodly buildings, hecalled itby his owne name; 
Alia. Tn the place of the Temple he fer vp a Churcty in the ho- 
nour of Iypiter and Yenw. Iuſt in the place where the holy Altar 
ſtood, heereRed his own image vpona marble pillar,which con. 
tinued vntill Saint Hieroms time. At Bethlehem he ereed the

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| The Chriſtians being weary of this tribute,and of the oppref: 
©  fonofthe Infidels, became ſutors to Pope Yrban the ſecond of 
that name, for their deliuery,who in the yeare 1094 aſſembled a 


Councel at Clearemont in France,and by the inſtigation of one 
Peter the hermit, ſtirred vp the hearts of divers Chriſtian princes 
and great Lords to make a croyſado,fo that x 0000 braue & well 
mounted ſouldiers went intothe Holy land , and for a token of 
their war bore red croſſes vpon their armes, 

In the ſame yeare there was a great blaſing tarre feene in the 
Weſt,and after that followed a great plague for the ſpace of two 
yearcs through the world:this neuerthelefſe hindged them nor in 
their deſignes,but that they went their intended journy,won the 
City of Zlia from the Saracens, deliuered the Chriſtians from 
their bondage and tax,and choſe Godfrey of Lorrain Earle of Bul- 
lion King thereof, whom they anointed in the Temple of the ho- 
ly Sepulchre ; bur hee refuſed to be crowned with a Crowne of 
mary. it i1] beſeemed him tobe called King of Ieru- 
alem, (the true King whereof was Chriſt)or to ſit crowned with 
gold,in the place where he was crowned with thorns that was the 
Son of the euer-liuing God:and then choſe Arnolphas of Rhodes 
Patriarch. 

In the moneth of Oober the ſame yeare, ablaſing Starre'of 


' maruellous bigneſſe appeared towards the South : it ſeemed to 


be like a wauing ſword, foreſhewing no doubt the deſtru@ion of 
all thoſe that went abour to re-eſtabliſh this earthly Ieruſalem. 

Immediatly after the Feaſt of the Natiuitieof Chriſt, all che 
Chriſtians of the Eaſt countries vpon Candlemas day came out 
of Syria,buteſpecially out of Antiochia,to Ieruſalem, 8 in the 
Temple of the holy Sepulchre conſecrated their Biſhops and 

Choraſters,and with one conſent ſung 1luminare Teruſalem, They 
tooke alſo all the Cities,Caſtles,and Villages,and ouer them ſet 


” Biſhops, created foure Principalities,one at Ieruſalem, another 
at Antiochia,a third at Ediſſa,a fourth at Tripoly. Alſo certain 
Earledomes and Baronies, as at Brito, Zidon, Czſarea,Gallilee, 
Ioppa, and Aſcalon.

other nations, or els died through famin & thirſt:{orthat in them 

was fulfilled the prophecie of Zacharias,cap.12.3.where it is ſaid, 
Is ſhall happen that I will make Iernſalem an heauy ſtone for all people all 

they that lift it wp ſhal be tornghough all pag fry of the: arthbe gathe- 

red together azainſtit, And verſe 9, Andinthat day I will ſeeke to de- 

ftroy all the nations that come againſt Ieruſalem. 

This yeare 1100 died Godfrey King of Ieruſalem,of a feuer, vp. 
on the 18 day of Iuly,when he had reigned ſcarce a yere, and was 
buried in the temple of mount Calvarie. 

After him ſucceeded. his brother Baldovin the firſt of that 
name, 8 ſecond King of Ieruſalem. This man reigned 18 years in 
Jeruſalem, and being ouercome by Caliphas Sultan of Egypt, af- 
ter the lofle of thirteene thouſand Chriſtians, he had much adoe 
4 eſcape with life. Within a ſhort timeafter hee died withour 
iſſue, 
| Baldwinthe ſecond ſucceeded his vncle, and was the third king 
of Ieruſalem.He began his reign 4-0 1118.This man ouercame 
the Turks: and the King of Damaſcus had iſſue only one daugh- 
ter,named Milefext,whom he maricd to the Earle of Angiers, and 
gaue with herthe kingdom of leruſalem,and died without heire 
male,in the yeare 1131. 

Falco in right of his wife ſucceeded his father in law, & was the 
fourth King of lerufalem. This Fu/co was brother to the King of 
England, kereigned 13 years,fought many worthy battels againſt 
the Turkes, put 3000 of their men tothe ſword, rooke many of 
them priſoners and caried them to Teruſalem. After that, as hee 
was hunting the Hare by Acon,riding ſpeedily,hee fell frem his 
horſe and was ſorely-bruſed,whereofhe died, and left two.ſonnes | 
called Baldwin and Alm: rich. : 

Baldwin the third was the fifth King of Ieruſalem,and ſuccee- | 
ded his father. He won the city o"Aſcalon, he rebuilt the towne | 
of Boza,, (which had beene deſtroyed ) placed there certaine |

And although after that , there were nag that by all 
fible means endeauored to recouer and reſtore the ſame, and 
or that purpoſe haue leauicd many: great Armies , and vnderta- 
ken many tedious journies ; yet all their counſels and determina- 
tions came to nothing,for that God ſo often as they vndertooke 
any ſuch expedition, either ſtayed their Armies,oppreſſed them 
with war,or elſe plagued them with famine, in ſuch an extreame 
meaſure,that with very hunger they have bin conſtrained to ear 
their Horſes. 

Frederick Barbaroſſue may be an example of theſe calamities, 
who with a great army making an expedition to Icruſalem,as he 
was trauclling t Afiaminor,his horſe tarted and flung him 
intothe riucr,where be died miſerably ere he could be faued. Ma- 
ny other Princes, befides inthe like enterpriſe came tothe like 
ends; ; forthey wereeither deſtroicd by the Barbarians,with the 
lofſe of thouſands of their men cruelly flain, or vtterly deftroied | 
with vaenaturaldifeaſes or vntimely deaths. |

Countries thereabouts ; and as he went through Iudza, leauing 
his Army at Gaza, with a few of bis Souldiers he went to Teru- 
falem,thathe might ſce with his eyes that place which was made 
fo famous by the antient Writers, and was ſo often mentioned 
intheO1d and New Teſtament. But when he came he found no- 
thing bur a rninate and waſte place, barrenand rude to looke vp-

His Temple lieth vpon the Weſt within this new towne,ar 

4 firſt fairely built by the Emperor Conſtantine, bur deſtroyed 
by Caliphas Sultan of Egypt: then by the Emperours of Con- 
ſtantinople rebuilewhick continueth to this day. Iris round in 
the proportion,adorned with 79 pillars 3o foot long ; the wide- 
nes by the, Diameter (beſides the pillars)1s 73 feet, leaded aboue, 
and vpon the top of the roofe ſtandeth a Lanthorn, by which the 
light commeth in: this Lanthorne is very curiouſly glaſed. In 
the middle ſtandeth the holy Sepulchre. To this 1oyneth the 
Church in moynt Golgotha, and ſerueth in ſtead ofa Quire. It 
ſtandeth ſomething lower, but all vnder one roofe. The place 
where the holy Sepulchre ſtandeth is four ſquare,eight foor long 
and eight broad, hewne out ofa rocke, and couered with marvle, 
there is alittle doorein the Eaſt part of it, very low , by which 
mengo into it,and within that the Sepulchre it ſelf ſtandeth. vp. 
on the North ſide,madeof gray marble, three handfuls high,and 
eight foot long. There are no windowes for light to come to it, 
but ouer there hangeth continually nine lamps burning, wherby 
itreceiuerth lighr. The vault of this Sepulcbre is diuided with a 
wall; theontward is both of the ſame proportion and length as 
the inward, but that which is without ſeemeth to be an entrie to 
the inner caue where Chriſt was buried : and there (as ſome fay) 
even to this day is ſound a piece of the ſtone which the Angelt 
rolled from rhegraue before the reſurreion ; the other part of 
the ſtone (howſocuer itcame there) lyes vpon mount Sion, But 
ſome thinke that the Armenians carried it thither,becauſe vpon 
itthey have built an Altar. In this inner cave there hangs nine 
lamps togine light vnto them that enter in by the Eaſt;ſo that in 
the inner and outer Vault there ſtandeth eighteene Lamps. The 
Mount whereon Chriſt was crucified ſeemeth to ſtand vpon a 
rockeof ftone,whit' ſh and fomrhing bluſhing. Tr 1s diſtant from 
the holy Sepnlcre 130 foot. The placewhere the Crofle ſtood 
wa* an bard rocke,eightcene ſteps in the aſcent,and anſwereth ro 


Unc and twenty feet, The bole where the Crofle ſtood is or 
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the roundneſſe ofa mans head in latitude z and if a man might 
belecue the Monkes thereabouts, they ſay alſorhbat in that- place 
is tobe ſcene the colour of our Sauiours bloud cuen tothis day, 
Vponthe left hand of this there ſtands an Altar made of marble, 
and ouer that a ſumptuous Chappel paued and couered with po. 
liſht marble,gilt and adorned with refulgent gold,the wals wher. 
of are very curiouſly wrought and gilded. In the Church vpon 
mount Golgotha they alſo ſhew part ofa pillar naturally blacke, 
ſpe& with red ſpors, where they ſay Chriſt was whipt, and make 
the Vulgar belceue that theſe ſpecks are the drops of bloud that 
fell from him. The other part of this Colume was caried to Con. 
ſtantinople,as itwas thought, In this church Godfrey firſt Chriſti. YN - 
an King of Teruſalem,and the reſt of his ſucceſſors lie buried, 
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Of the Temple of Solomon as it is at this day. 

T His Templelieth towards the Eaſt, and was built by the 

Chriſtians iuſt in the ſame place where the former Tempte 
ſtood at the time when this City was rebuilt and inlarged. The 
body thereof is very high and ſpatious, and built of poliſht mar- 
ble, adorned with moſt exquiſit and curious workemanſhip,very 
artificiall and glorious both within and without, infomuch that 
the poliſhed ſtones caſt a ſingular beautifull and reſplendant lu. 
ſtre. Aboue it is couered with lead, and was bailt vp at the coſt 
and labor of the Grecians , in the roofe whereof the Turks place 
an balfe moone, as they viually doe in all ſuch churches wherein 
they come and haue authority. The Turkes and Saracens haue 
this Temple in great reuerence and deuotion,they adorne it (ac+ 
cording to their cuſtome)with divers artificial piQures and em- 
blems. They will ſuffer no Chriſtians toenter intoit, nor any 
Jewes vpon paine of death. And if it happens that at any time 
they go into it,they firſt waſh themſelues with water very clean, 
then put off their hoſe and ſhoos,and fo go bare foot. This Tem» 
ple they call the holy Rocke, and in the body thereof there han. 
geth 700 lamps which burne night and day. In the midſt hereof 
there ſtandeth a certaine little rocke euery where indented with 
yron, neere to which not any of the Saracens or Infidels dare to 
approach or touch , although there come many very farre to ” 
\ uit 
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fit it for they belcene that there were many memorable & wor. 
thythings done in that rock:they think that Melchiſedeck the firſt 
Prieſt © the great God offered bread and wine vpan ir, Geneſ.14.. 
and that here the Patriarch 7acsb ſaw the Ladder which reached 
from heauen taearth, Ger, 28, which indecd hapned nor in Ieru- 
falem,bur in Bethel,as the Scriptures witneſſe. Further they be. 
"© 1ecue,that ypon this ſtone Dau/dſaw-the Angelof the Lord tan- 
ding with a ſhaken ſword when he ftrook the city with the peſti- 
lence, 2 Sam,.24.and that the Prieftsof the old Teſtament offe. 
red vpon this ſtone their ſacrifices to the Lord , which were de- 
voured with fire from heauen. All which things do vtterly differ 
-& from holy Scripture. ++ | 
The Iewes alſo are of-opinion, That the prophet 7eremy about 
the time of the captiuity of Babylon, in this tone hid the Ark of 
the Couenant, vatill ſuch titme as the Lord brought the people 
backe again from thecaptmuric. Vhich is conrrariealſo tothe 
books of the holy:Scripture;:#or, 2 Mach. :, ir15 faid, it was hid 
in the mount Neb® ,-where Catoſes fiood'when he ſaw the whole 
landof Canaan. Alothe Turkes ſay thar Chriſt ſate vpon this 
ſane when $:meon tooke him in his armes and bleſſed him, Here 
alſa he ſate:inthe midſt of the Doors when he wavburt riveſue 
yeares of age, Zvk;2. which alfodiffererh from the Scripture, for 
this was natthe body of the Temple, bur in the middle courtor 
Solomens porch, which ſometimes was taken for the Temple, be- 
cauſe it 1oyned toit.

Of the Sefts that are in and about the Temple of the 
hoty Sepulchre. 


T N and about the church which is built ouer the holy ſepulcre 
vpon mount Calvarie, there are at this day many of diuers 
& nations and countries which inhabir,of divers opinions and Reli- 
2100s. And although they differ in material pornts of their faith, 
yet would they be al Chriſtians:of which number there are ſome 
Latines, Greekes, Abiſſines, Armenians,Gregorians, Neftorians, 
Surians,and Iacobins. 
The Latines for the moſt part are ſuch as wee ga]] Franciſcan 
 Monks,Obſeruants,or Friers. Theſe haue the keFing of the holy 
Sepulchre,and looke to itvery diligently ; where ſomtimes they 
make a certain number of Knights of the noble Order of S. 74hns 
Templers, with many ceremonies and great ſolemnities. Theſe 
Knights aregirtwith a ſword all gilt,hanging in a red velver gir- 
dle; achain of gold is put vpon them worth about 100 Hunga- 
rian duckets, at the end whereof there hangs a Ieruſalem Crofle 
of gold. This kind of croſſe alſo they are permitred to weare vp- 
entheirarmes and clothes ; then haue they a paire of gilt ſpurres 
withvelver tyings. But before they are admitted into this order, 
they muſt ſwyeare vpon the holy Sepulchre to maintain & defend 
the do&rine of the Pope. 
The Grecians that are there be alſo Monkes, and doe inhabit 
within the Temple of the holy Sepalchre;butthey haue the kee- 
ping of theplace where our Sauior Chriſt was crucified and dif. 
fer from theRomaniſts. For they beleeue firſt, Thatthe holy

the Pope to be head of the Church , fourthly, rhey deny Purgg. 
tory and prayer for the dead ; fiftly,they ſing Male in their ow 
language that every man may vnderſtand it, but they obſerue ſe. 
uen Sacraments as the Romanifts do. They teach men to pray tg 
and call vpon Saints,they yearly obſeruetwo ſtriQ taſting daiez 
and eat no fleſh vpon Saturdaies. 
The reſt of the Grecians that are through the Eaſt parts leaug 
mariage free,as well for the Clergy as Laity, and condemae the 
Latine Prieſts becauſe they marry not. They allow no grauen 
images in their Churches, but in ſome places of their Churche 
they haue faire painted pictures hanging. They approuenot the 
Pope, but hauea Patriarch for their bigh Biſhop,which Patriark 
is greatly reuerenced,and much honored in Conſtantinople, : 
The Abiffins be ſuch as are of Prefter 70hns gouernment: thei 
complexion is browne , their habitation 1s in the Temple vpay 
mount Calvary,on the Eaſt fideof the Church dore : They all 


crament in both kinds ; yet there are many (e&sand opinions & 
mong them,{gtbearing thoſe meats forbidden in che old Teſts 
ment: they cirWnciſe both male and female,which the Iews do 
not ; they obſerue our Saturday for their Sabbath, they bapriſe 
their children with fire,ot which I will ſpeake more hereafter, ig 
the deſcription of the towne of Saba. 

The Armeniansare Chriſtians, and come out of Armenia; 
their dwelling is in a Chappellvpon mount Sion neere to Saig 
Iames his church , they deny the Pope to be head of the Churct 
they miniſter the Sacraments in both kinds;their Prieſts m 
they forbeare the meats forbidden in the old Teſtament, . They 
hauca kinde of cuſtome, to whine and cry by the graues of the 
dead; vpon Twelfth day they keep a great feaſt, and the next day 
begins their Lent,which they keep ſtrialy, and cat neither.eggy 
nor fiſh, norany living thing during that time : They obſerue| 
Wedneſdayes and Fridayes , they preach,fing and ſay their Ser 
uice intheir own tongue;they deny prayer for the dead,and Pur- 
gatory;they all weare hats with blew hat-bands, | 
The Gregorians ate Chriſtians thatdwell by the. great city of 
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Trapezunta vpon the Euxinian Sea, Their Prieſts marrie, but if 
theirwiues dic they muſt not marrie againe, They dwell in Ierus 
falem, in the Church vpon mount Caluarie, where Chrift after 
his refurre&ion ſhewed himſelfe like a Gardner vnto Marie 
Maredalen, 

The Neftorian heretickes, who now are found in greatnum- 
bers in Niniuie, which arrhis day is called Moffell, and in other 
places thereabout, doe yet hold the hcrefie of Neſtorias there 
maſter, and reach, That Chriſt had two natures, and that he hath 
two perſons,and that Marie was not the mother of God, but that 
ſhe bare Chriſt who was man onely : about their Hats they were 
fleſh- coloured hatbands, Some of their Prieſts are found t& 
dwell in the Temple of mount Caluarie, | 


The Surians follow the Grzcian Chriſtians,touching the moſt Suriazy, 


of their opinions;they reſpe& not much their religion;for in re- 

ard of their pouertie they are forced to worke for day wages vn- 
Fer the Turks. Some ofthem alfo dwell in leruſalem in a church 
called S. Marks, which ftandeth in the place of the houſe where 
lohn (Marke dwelt,where the Apoſtle Peter knockt when the An- 
gell led him our of priſon. orga 


The Se& of the Tacobins are reſident ina Chappell which tan- xzcobire 


deth behind the Sepulchre. They take that name of 7acob the He- 
reticke,who was a Diſciple of the Patriarch of Alexandria,they 
arewauering and vnconſtant among themſelues,and are here and 
there found in Indza, Zgypt, and Barbarie, diuided into many 
Seas; for ſome of them hold with Extichus and Macharw,who 
aſcribe one nature to Chriſt, which is the Godhead,and denie the 
manhood. Some of them circumciſe their children,ſome baptiſe 
them with fire, and make a crofſe ypon their faces, Of this fierie 
baptiſme you ſhall reade more hereafterin the deſcription of the 
Citie of Saba, 
Hereby you may note, how the temple of the holy Sepulchre 


| inTeruſalem is filled with many Se&s, who altogether giue and 
pay tribute ro the Emperour of the Turkes ; whereby you may 
{ce that Chriſt will be no more ſought in the holy Sepulchre,but 
rather id the boly Euangelifts, where he ſuffereth himſclfe robe 
tonhTby all thoſe that ſceke him witha pure heart. of 
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of the Setts of the Tewes. 
N theſe our times the Iewes do inhabite in leruſalem, and are 
divided into many ſects,that is to ſay, Pharifes, Saduces,Eflzs, 
Geniſteis, Morboneis, and Meriſteis, The Phariſes tooke that 
name from the interpretation of the law, and is deriued from the 
Hebrew word paraſch, which ſignifies roexpound : ſo that Phgra- 


ſei is as much to oy as DoRor or expounder of the law :they ap- 


proue of X{sſes and the Prophets, they hold the immorralitig of 
the ſoule : but of Chriſtand the principall parts of his DoErine, 
of the law, of finne, and of ceremonies, they haue many vngodly 
Opinions and expoſitions. They faine that the law was inſtitu- 
ted by God for outward diſcipline; that finne is onely outward 
tranſgreſſion & the violating of mens traditions: they hold there 
is, no Originall ſinne, but that men may performe the Law, and 
meriteverlaſting life,beſides many other things, as waſhings, fa- 
ſtings,offering gifts in the Temple,and ſuch like ceremonies ; of 
which there is nocommandementextant.in the Scripture.Reade 
Mat 3.591245 0.MAra2«3+7.0 lob. 3.7.8.5. Ats15.23.0%6 
The Saduces giue themſclues an honorable title, being deriued 
from Zedykim or Zeddikim,calling themſelues juſt, from the word 


 Zadek, He was juand by anpioreefe 15not.yvnaproperly derived 


from Dcaieo,or Dicaios, ſignifying ju/?ws : and by Protheſin in Las 
tine,J=dex a ludge. Sothat Zadak or: Zadducews ſignifies a juſt 
Indge, which would judge all others, but they themſelues were 
without offence : Thus the worſt men got the beſt names. They 
onely allow the fiue bookes of Hoſes; they dreame the Mefias 
fhould be an earthly king z they beleeue the ſoules of men to bee 
mortall,and to periſh-with their bodies; they doe not belecue the 
reſurre tion, nor that there are either Angels, Spirits,or Diucls. 

The Eſſzs had rather be called Studients, taking their name 
from Aſa, vader which title they would ſeeme toreprehend,and 
amongſt other things auoid the profane liberty of the Saduces, | 
and approue not the arrogant difimuJation of the Phariſes, but | 
that they teach more diuine and profitable precepts. Theſe liues 
Monaſtical life, vnmarried;their goods are common; for the moſt 
part they praQife phyſicke: in theirafſemblies,the ancienteſt of 
them read ſome part of Moſes law, or ſome of the. Prophemgah 
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ofthem both yong and old at certaine times of the day,ſay pray- 
ers. They haue no new kinde of dodrine,burt imbrace the Prieſt. 
hood of Moſes : They dwell in the Ceſarts and vemoſt parts of Iy- 
dza neeretothe lake Aſphaltites,and inthe garden of Balm neer 
lericho, where the antient Prophets Elias and Fliſeus had their 
ſchools,whoſe diſciples were called the children of the prophets, 
Theſe three ſe&s began in ud Macchabers time, loſeph l.z.c.18. 

The Genifſteis are {aid tobe thoſe that do certainly afkrm,that 
they are of the poſteritieof THbraham, although they haue loſt 
their genealogies, & cannot proue it. Theſe cal! themſelues great 
and noble, and are of the ſtocke of thoſe that in the captiuitie of 
Babylon married the wiues of other nations: of which you may 
reade in Nehem, Sothatthey are halfe Gentiles, halfe Iewes, and 
account themſclues to be of the Nobilitie, 

The Morboneis very ſolemnly obſerue the Saboth, which ma- 
ny others that are flatterers of the Turkes and Saracens doe not : 
there are a great company of theſe ; for almoſt all the Iewes doe 
very ſuperſtitiouſly celebrate the Saboth:and therfore they take 
their name partly from a Multitude, and parly from Vſurice, for 
Merebech in Hebrew (ignifiesa multitude, and T arebah Vſurie. 

 Merifteisare thoſe Iewes that diuidethe Scripturc,and ſay the 
Prophets ſpoke not all with one ſpirit ; and what they liſt they 
make Scripture,and what they liſt they leaue out: and therefore 
the Grecians callthem Meriſtein, which ſignifies todiuide. 

There are alſo-others in theſe our times thatare Iewes too, but 
they are called Samaritanes, which onely approue of: che Moſat- 
call law,and reje& the reſt of the Scriptures and Prophets. Theſe 
are ſo called from Keeping : for this word Schamar properly ſig- 
nifies to preſerueor keepe aſpeech in heart, and hath thereforea 
cettaine congruitie and confonance with the Latineword Serms: 
ſothat Schamar in Hebrew, and Serms in Latine, are'much-what 
of one ſignification. : & 

But all the Iewes, except the Saduces haue one faith ; they 
thinke they may fulfill the commandements, and by their owne 
workes beiuſtified and purchaſe eternall life. They deny the Tit 

nitie and Chrift, and dobelecue that their Meſs 1s yet tocome, 
and ſhall bring them backe againe, into the land of Promiſe, ' 
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Of the Saracens and Turkes which inhabit in Ternſalem : of 
their faith and religion. 

He Saracens are a people of Arabia the ftony;of the poſtes 

ritie of 1ſh»ael the fon of Abraham, which be begatof H4- 
gar. From whence they are rightly called 4g4rins, notwithſtah. 
ding they bad rather bee called Saracens. Others call*them 
Saracens,a Saraca,which is a part of Arabia the tony, It ſeemerh 
therefore that theſe people tooke their name from a principality, 
for Sarar in Hebrew is the ſame that Principatam veſiit is in La. 
tine, or if you will, Principatum obtinait which ſignifies(to obtaine 
Principalitie.) And therefore the Saracens, or Sarazens, may be 
ſaid Princes or Captaines, whoſe Piincipalicie extends it felfe 
far and neere:; but Ag arins ſignifies Peregrinators ; for Gor Or Gay 
iSas much to ſay as a Pilgrim, 

Theſe people combined themſelues with Hahomet that 
talſe Prophet, botne of obſcure parentage : his fathers name was 
Abdiminech,of his wife that was of the family of 1/hmael, or of the 
Saracens, borne in Arabia the ſtony, (and as it is expreſt in their 
Alcaron) vpon the xxj. day of September, according to our ac- 
count, about the yeare of Chriſt 570. he tooke his name from'a 
tumultuaons confuſion : for 4amah fignifies twmultuatus eft,he hath 
beene tumultuous; And Hamantymultuande diſturbanit, He diui- 
ded by contention, From hence Maimo ſignifies tumultnor, A 

contender, and Maiomai, concitor, a rebell. From whence may be 
gathered, ThatMabomrt is an ominous & ſeditious name. Vhiles 
he was inhis infancie hee lived with his father, after,being of a 
protitpt wit, he ſerued one Abapmeneplis a Merchant, in whole ſer- 
uice conuerſing with Chriſtians and Tewes, he gota ſmattering 
&nowledge of the old and new Teſtament, and many acquain. 
2ance; amongft which was one Sergims an Arian Monke, a man 
wety well affteQed of this Abdowmoneplis. Abdomoneples died, and Þ 
by the perſuaſionofthis Monke, Mahomet married Cadican his | 
wite, although ſhe wasfiftie yeares of ape, and by her had great Þ 
riches : ſheeſoone after alſodied, and left 'Hahomet all that ſhee 
had.He ona ſydden,being life vp totbis height of ſubſtance,grew 
very ambitious(for he was naturally proud, wrathfull, a rheefe, a | 
whoremaſter,a moſt impudent adulterer,and wherfoencr he Fu 
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made hauocke of all things, (This man by the helpe of the Sara- 
zens and others, aftected the kingdome of Arabia, which within 
gore time after he obtained, entring Mecha the chiefe city ther- 

{, vpon Thurſday the fifteenth of Luly, ann Dom. 622.a0d by 
the helpe of two Iewes and this Sergi#s, wrote that blaſphemous 
Law of the Alcoron, falfly profeſſing himſelte tobea Propher, 
and began cruelly to oppoſe himſelte againſt all neighbouring 
nations and cities, 

The Alcaron taketh the name from Splendor or Brightneſſe , for 
Al in the Arabicke, is as much as Xara in the Hebrew,and that 
ſignifies to ſhine or caſt forth abrightneſſe, This Alcaroncontaines 
ablaſphemous and deteftable law,written in the Arabiantongue 
without any order or colour of knowledge, teaching/maniteſt 
lyes, and execrable blaſphemies againſt God ; and forthe moſt 
part, the pleaſuresand delights of this world : for he doth deny 
that there is one eternall eſſence of the Dcitie, and the holy Tri- 
nitie ; our Sauiour Chriſt they one while call the Sonne of God, 
and another while, the Soule or Spirit of God. They deny his 
Deitie,but ſay,that he was a holy man,borne withour a father,of 
the chaſt and incorruptible Virgin Marie, And although he was 
beforeall beginning, yet they belceue that he was not begotten, 
but created before all other efſentiall creatures, by the eternal! 
God, Alfothey ſay hee was not crucified, but ſome other in his 
place; and therefore the ſaluation of man not to conſiſt in the 
merits of Chriſt, but in our owne proper workes, And that the 
lewes might embrace the Alcaron, they retaine Circumciſion, 
which is commonly done when the children are thirreene yeares 
of age;about which time,7ſhmaclwas circumcifed. They forbeare 
the meates forbidden in the Law ; they haue many wiues at one 
time;they tollerate a bil of Diuorce,and affirme that after the re- 
ſurre&ion men may haue many wiues, and with them banquet, 
ſurfer, and vſe pleaſant recreations, with divers ſuch errours and 
vaine trifles,which for breuities ſake I omit. 

That bee might the better perſivade men to embrace and be- 
lecue theſe his lies, and blaſphemous dorines; he very cunning- 

ly ſeemed troconfirme them with _ falſe and fained Rds: 
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and amongſt the reſt this was oue: Hauing taught awhite Doue 
to fetch corne in his eare, whiles he was preaching to the people, 
itchanced ſhecame and ſat vpon his ſhoulder, and putting heg 
bill into his eare according to her accuſtomed manner,hie perſua. 
ded the people that itwas the ſpirit of God, which delivered him 
the words of the Law. A Bull alſogtaught after the fame manner, 
at is voicecame before him,and kneeling downe did him reue. 
rence, with the Alcaron tied vpon his hornes ; which he affirmed 
was come from heanen and brought that new Law. Then did 
hee makediuers hornes of gold and filver, and filling them full 
of milke hid them in the earth : after which, ina great aſſembly 
hecauſed the ſame places ro be opened, and told the people thar 
theſe fignified plenty and abundance, toall ſuch as keptand ob- 
ſerued that Law : But the violaters thereof ſhould be puniſhed 
with death. Together with many other ſuch like idle and fooliſh 
miracles, (which would be too tedious to recite) that he mighr 
make rhe people beleeuc thar it came from God, And being 
aflitedwath the falling ſickeneſſe,gaue it out,thar then the An- 
gell Gabriel told him the Law, making this likewiſe a meanes to 
further hisdeſignes : but after,viz.vponthe eighth of Tune, 4:0 
Dom:632.20d inthe fixtic one yeare of his age, hedied miſerably 
of this diſeaſe, after he had raigned in Mecha ten yeres ; and Zn- 
bubizer or Abubachar his father in law ſucceeded him in rhe go- 
vernement,who dailt in his honoura Church, and in that put his 
ſepulchre, both ſtately and ſumptuous, 

The Turkes alſo embrace this doarine, and joyned their 
forces with the' Saracens: They extended their Empire vnder 
eMahomret the third, into Aſia, Europe,and Aﬀrica, They derive 
their name (as I ſuppoſe) from Craeltie, for Turcs fignifieth 4 
eraell deſtroyer, or an armed enemie, being derived from the He- 
brew word Tarach, that is, to effect his purpoſe. From whence 
they are not improperly called of the Grzcians + to vex and 
make wearie; or elſe from the Hebrew word Tachera, which ſig- | 
nifiesa ſhield; and from the Greeke word >: and 34:37, to put 
on a ſhield, and to arme themſclues : for the Turkes are armed 
enemies,and deſtroyers of the whole world : And by Z7echiet are 
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called Gog and Maz0g cape38.6 39. of Mazoe which was the fon 


of Taphet, Gen.1o. and as ſome thinke inhadired the Northiparts 


of the world. F/izy places them in Boſpherus, Cimmerius, Scy- 
Thia, 8c, which lieth toward the Eaſt. But indeed they haue of. 


ten changed their reſidence,and haue come into Perſia, Armenia, 
Syria, Paleſtina, Arabia, & cruelly deſtroyed them,vntibthey had 
conquered Conſtantinople, and got agreat part of Europe ; and 
haue infeed the mindes of al the inhabitants in thoſe parts with 
their manners,ſflaughters,and rapines,according to that blaſphe- 
mous Law of the Alcaron, They fir aftliQed thoſe parts abour 
the yeare of our Lord 760. Conſtantins Copronixs, being 
then theEmperour of Rome, fince which time 
they haue conquered a ene part

thinke that man was made in-Syria neere to Damaſcus, becauſe 
there is found much redde earth. Others ſay neereto Hebron a 
citie inthe Tribe of Inda,and there alſolies buried , for in acaue 
neere that place, lies much reddeearth, which the inhabitants e- 
uen to thisday ſhew vntoPilgrims:but this is nothing to the pur- 
poſe, fince we know that man was firſt created, and then brought 
1nto Paradile,Gen.1.and 2.-- 


Of Paradiſe. 


PAradie, which in Greeke is P4«,, and in Hebrew Pardes, 


ſignifies a pleaſant Garden plentifully furniſhed with fruit- 
{ull trees, but principally Myrtle trees, which beareth a kinde of 
verrie of a very deleQable taſte; for this Hebrew word ſeemeth to 
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be a compound, that is,of Par4h, which ſignifies to fuZifie, and 
Hadas, a mirtle;of the fruit ofwhich tree,there is made a certaine 
wine called mirtle or mulberrie wine : the myſteric hereof is,thar 
Chriſt is that tree of life,that fruitfuland pleaſant mirtlewherby 
we are raiſed vp vntoeternall life,Gen.2. 4poc.,22.Mat.11., Luther 
calleth Paradiſe in his diſcourſe of Germany,a pleaſant Garden, 
Ecdl.2, Munſter, an Orchard : and in the Bible it is called Eden, 
a place plentifully furniſhed with al things neceſſary for the pro. 
_ of pleaſure & delight. The Grecians call it Hedonewhich 
ſignifies an extraordinary deleQableand pleaſant place; for init 
there was great aboundance of all things, as well of trees, fruits, 
herbes, and ſweet ſmelling floures, as of beaſts and fowles of the 
heauen. Into this place God put man,to dreſle itand keep it : But 
where it ſtood; and whether it be now vpon the earth, there are 
divers opinions: the Romaniſts hold,that iris placed in the Eaſt 
without the Tropicks : others would haue it vaderthe Aquator, 
becauſe it is a very temperate region:but experience tells vs, that 
there it is very hotand ſcorching:others think it ſtands vpon the 
top of ahigh mountain, free from all the violent motions and im- 
preflions of the ayre, in which place they hold «£z0ch and Eliah 
are yet lining:there are others that aſhigne thewhole Eaſt part'to 
be Paradiſe,and that there were ſome peculiar places moſt fruit- 
full,of which they thinke was Syria, Damaſcus, Arabia Felix, E. 
giptandſudea,in which part man was put. They alſo ſay,thatthe- 
tree of Knowledge ſtood vpon Mount Caluary, neere about that 
place where Chriſt was crucified, ſothat he made ſatisfaRion for 
{inne inthe ſame place where ſinne was firſt committed, And this. 
I hold robe the berteropinion , and that it remained till the de- 
luge,kept in the cuſtody of Angells, at Gods appointment, and 
by the loud, together with other creatures, was aboliſhed, 

And for that ſaying of our Sauior to the theefe ypon the crofle, 
This day ſhalt thou be with me in Paradiſe, is not to be vnderſtood of 
theearthly Paradiſc;burt of rhe heavenly, the place of the blefled 
angels and ſaints, whereGod with his diuine majeſty filleth them. 
with the light of righteouſneſſe, and quicknerh them with eter- 
nall life. This place Pax/cats the third heauen, and that heaucnly 


Paradiſe of which the earthly Paradiſe js a type,2,C0r.12, 


of 
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Of the foure Riners that watered Paradiſe. 


He foure Flouds of Paradiſe, were, Piſon, — 

and Euphrates,Ge».2. There was bur one Fountaine of a 
theſe floods, and this was in Paradiſe it ſelfe,which in thoſe time 
was diuided into foure ftreames. Bur as by the Flood all the face 
of the earth was changed, ſo likewiſe were theſe riuers, and they 
Fountains and Channells altered from the places where at firſt 
they were, notwithſtanding, in memory of them,there remaines 
ſome reliques, though perhaps not in the ſame place,nor ſpringy 
ing out of one and the ſame Fountaine, as they did before. And 
as the Mediterrancan fea, the gulph of Arabia,and many other 
Meeres and Lakes, before the Flood, were not, but (by the gene, 
rall conſent of all learned men)haphed by that huge inundationg 
the ſame may be ſaid of theſe Riuers. 

The head,or beginning of the River Piſchon or Piſon,is 480g 
miles Eaſtward from Ieruſalem, and is like vatoanarme of the 
Sea, ſome 12 or 16 miles ouer, and for that cauſe it taketh the 
name from Poſch,that is,7ncreaſing ,or,of an extraordjnary greatnes 2 
from hence the Grecians cal it Phuſon,becauſe it digides it ſelfe 
into diuers Rinolets or Streames. It compaſſeth in Hauilah,it di- 
uideth that part of the world which wee call India, into the out. 
ward and inward : and there is called Ganges, taking that name 
froman Ethiopian King called Gange,as Swydas ſaith. Some ſay 
it is vnknowne where it firſt riſeth:others ſay it rifeth in Scythia, 
and watereth all the neighbour countries as it paſſeth along, as 
Nylus doth, and fo being diſperſed into 3o channels, aiuiderh 
India with one of them:the narroweſt place of Ganges is 8 miles 
ouer, and the ſhalloweſt 100 foot deepe, it bringeth forth Dol 
phins, Crocodiles,and diuers other creatures. 

Solitus and Strabo ſaith, That the Riuyer Tyegris riſeth .in 
Armenia, a very faire and cleare Fountaine ;.it is diſtant from 
TJeraſalem fix hundred miles towards the North : it runneth 
with ſuch an exceeding ſwiftnefle, that fiſhes cannot ſwimme a- 
gainſtir,and paſſeth through the lake of Arthuſia, without once 
mingling it ſelfe with the water: and for this cauſe it is called 

tan 
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Tigris, which ſignifies, a dart, and 4 beaſt of extraordinary ſwift- 
neſſe and cruelty, This River running from towards the North 
and the riſing of the Sunne, it compaſſeth in Meſopotamaa, and 
paſſerh by the borders of Media and Afficia, and after that of 
Chaldza and Arabia, it there receiueth in the River Hydaſpis, 
and ſo jo;ning with Euphrates, falls into the lake of Perſia, The 
Hebrews called this River C/;/d:ki from Chadad,which fignifies 
acute, and Kalal, light, for it is a {wift running ſtreame : from 
hence che Grezcians call it «uw, the Latines, Celer,the Germans, 
Ein Zelter,which ſignifies with vs,a horſe {wiftly running; for it 
paiſeth away ſwifter than an arrow our of a bow. Going towards 
the Eaft, ſome 36 miles from the ancient Babylon, it runneth 
through a towne called Bagederh, bordering vpon Turkie and 
Perſia, and from thence towards the latitude, toa towne called 
Argentaratus,where itchangeth the name to Tigris,in that place 
it ranneth ſoextreme ſwift, that it will make a mans head dizzie 
to looke vpon it. 

Strabs (aith,the River Euphrates riſeth out of a mountaine in 
Armenia, called Nipha, ſome 300 miles from the Citie of leru- 
ſalem towards the North, watering Meſopotamiaand Chaldza, 
and paſſing through the midſt of that flouriſhing Citic Baby- 
lon, divides it into two parts ; and after paſſing through, and fru- 
Rifying Arabia, it joyneth with the Flood Tigris, and falls into 
the Perſian gulfe. Sc9iramis Queene of the Aﬀflyrians and of 
Babylon,built a bridge ouer the narroweſt place of thisRiver,be- 
ing fome three quarters of a mile ouer. The Hebrewes call this 
River, Parah,becauſe it fruQifieth;and from thence the Grecians 
call it ze, Or +ps, to beare fruit;the Germans, Fruchter, which in 
Engliſh is, fruitfull or pleaſant: And therefore Saint Ambroſe 
faith,it is derined from Euphranein,that is, from rcjoycing ; For 
that overflowing the Fields, it canſerth them the next yeare to 
fAouriſhwith all kinde of fruit and pleaſant Aoures. The water 
of this river is very foule and dirty, ſothart it is vofit todrinke: 
according to that of Zeremy, cap, 2. What anaileth it thee to Toe 
#nto Aﬀoyria, that thou mighteſt drinke of the water of Euphrates f 
Ifa man takes this water ina veſſel, & let ic ſtand but two houres,

Therefore the inhabitants neere about it,are wont to Take a grea! 
pot that holdetha good quantity,whereinto putting water, they 
let it ſtand till all the filth be ſunke to the bottome;, and fo they 
cleare water to drinke. 

Nilus taketh the beginning from a certaine mountain in May, 


ritania the lower, not far from the Ocean, and iflues from a Lake , 
which they call Nidiles, and partly from other Lakes, and is in; F 
creaſed with the ſnow waters falling from the mountaines of the h 
Moone in Africa , 3200 miles from Iernlalem towards thefſÞ , 
South. Some thinke it tooke the name from N:/ews a certaing ; 
King therabours, Others,from the {oile which it yerely brought | 
downe in the treame, whereby all Agypr is made trutttull;fromſ c 
whence ſome thinke it was called Seruious Nilus, for thar it R 


bringeth downe new mud with it. The Hebrewes call it Gr//ox, 
becauſe it breaketh out of the earth with grear violence. Thiz 
Riner comes through the deſarts of Athiopia, and fo with great 
violence comes into Agypt, where it 1s diuided into ſeuen 
ſtreames, and in times paſt had ſeuen gates, the names of which 
were, Canopicus, or Heraclioticus, Bolbitinus, Sebiniticuy, 
Pharmiticus, Mendefius, Taniticus,and Paluſinus. The two out 
ward gates of which,v/s, Canopicus, and Palufiacus, were 1 60 
milesa ſunder. 4ppian faith, There are two other gates called 
Tineptimicus,and D1olcus:This ninth gate is diuided ata citie 
and placecalled Delta,taking thename trom the likeneſle that it 
hath tothe Greeke letter {o called. So that Nilus is diuided into 
nine gates, by which nine gates it falls into the Mediterranean 
Sea. Thereare many that thinke, that Paradiſe was only in A 
gypt,and that then it had onely but foure ſtreams,and that at the 
Floud it was confuſed into nine, and they would ſeeme to prout 
their opinion out of the 31 chapter of ZFekiel, where hee calleth 
Egypta garden of pleaſure, But this differeth from the deſcrip 
tion of Moſes,for it 1s not ſcituate in the Eaſt, but rather the South 
from Ieruſalem, and farre diſtant from the two Eafterne Riuers, 


Cipally denote Paradiſe. Wherefore it may be concluded, that 
Agypt was onely a part of Paradiſe, not Paradiſe it ſelfe : And 
that this Riuer was one of the Riyers, not all, the ireames : 
___ whicl 
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which Riuerar ſome times of the yeare,v:s. in the Summer Sol. 
tice, when the Sunne is neere the Dogge-ſtarre, begins to ſwell 
and ouerflow the bankes, by reaſon of the melting of the ſnow 
which lies vpon the mountaines of the Moone, and ſo drowne 
all che places neere vnto it, through the land of Zgypr, leauing 
behind it certaine ſlime and mudde, by which it comes to paſſe, 
that the Countrey is very fruitfull, and ſerues them in Reed of 
raine, at which time of the yeare (for this happens once cuery 
yearc) the people and inhabitants of rhe Countrey retire them- 
ſelues to their Towns, Cities,and Caſtles, ſciruated vpon Rocks, 
Mountains,and high grounds, from whence it hapneth, that they 
ſuſtaine very little diſcommoditie or loſle by any ſuch inundati- 
on. They alſo keepe little boates, whereby they paſſe from one 
place to another, becauſe all their paſſages and foot paths are 
then drowned with waters, There are many pretty obſeruations 
which the people of Agypt were wont to take notice of in the 
riſing of this water, for they bad certain ſtaues wherby they mea- 
ſured the deapth of it,if it roſe but to tweluecubirs (which is fix 
yards in height, they then ſtood in feare of great famine, © 
alfoif it was but thirreene, for then the water was not deepe 
enough ro make the ground fertill {bur if itroſe to fourteene or 
fifteene, then they were in great hope, and did not doubt of a 
fruitfall yeare : and if to ſixteene, they then greatly rejoyced at 
their proſperity, and kept banquets and-feaſts, and were afſured 
that the ſucceeding yeare would be very plentifull : bur if it roſe 
aboue, they laid afide all fignes of joy, and lived very ſparingly, 
and with great ſorrow; this great inundation of waters foreſhew- 
ing ſcarcitie,and want,and famine,and peſtilence,and death, And 
thus Nilus yearely, euery yeare is to them in ſtead of raine, for 
Z2ypt is without raine. 

In Autumne, at ſuch time as the Sunne going out of the laſt 
faceof Libra, entreth into Scorpio, the waters of Nilus by little 
and little retire themſelnes into their bankes, and the earth be- 
comes quite vncouered of water :about which time, the Coun- 
try being exceeding hot, the earth is preſently made drie in.all 
thoſe places. ſo thatin the moneth of O&ober, they may both

till and ſow their Land, In this river the Crocodile GP 
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Ichneumo breed, of the nature of which two, you may ſufficient G 
ly reade in Geſ#er. There alſo breeds the Pellican,of which Saint v 
1:rom ſaith, there are two kinds, one that lives vpon the water, aid 1! 
other that liues vpon the land : theſe birds as fome affirme, kill 
their young ones vpon their beake, and then leaue them lyingig 
their neaſt for three daies ; at the end of which time, the femal, 
grieuouſly wounds her ſelfe vpon the breaſt, and pouring he 
bloud vpon her young ones, reutues them againe. This bird uy 
very well be a type and figure of our bleſſed Sautour, who ſhe 

ding his pretious bloud vpon the croſſe for our finnes, after the 
third day roſe againe, and that he might reſtore vs to life that by 
dead in fſinne, poureth out his bloud vpon vs, whereby we are 
made capadle of eternall life.

Cpais 120 miles from ITerufalem rowards the South, and be- 
cauſe in thatplace there are many buſhes and thorns, it is cal- 
led Sinai : for Sena# ſignifies a Buſh, Here the Law (which wee 
call.the ten Commandements)wasgiuen, & not vnficly,becauſe 
like thornes they prick and vex the hearts and conſciences of wic- 
ked men. It is alſo called Horeb,or Chareb, which ſignifies aplace 
made dry. Bernard Breitenbacchus and many others in the moneth 
of September 1483, went purpoſely toſce this mountaine, and 
with great labor aſcended to the top thereof ; for (as he ſaith) it 
isa great mountain,and of an extraordinary height , inthe lower 
part round,in the vpper part diuided into two tops or mountains, 
one ſanding toward the Weſt, the other toward the Eaft. That 
toward the Veſt is called Horeb,thatto the Eaſt, Sinai. And 
from theſe two ir is ſomtimes called Horeb,ſomrimes Sinai,be- 
ing both one hill of the baſe. Betweentheſe there lies a faire and 
ſpatious Plain, in the middlewhereof (and as it may be thought 
inthe midſt of the mountain) there ſtands a monaſterie,neere to 
which there is adioyning a very pleaſant Garden and Orchard, 

plentifully furniſhed wich Date trees, Fig trees,and many others 
very profitable and pleaſant ; where in antient times were many 
Monks that continued there, Bur it hapned that acertain num- 
berof Pagans,in hope to find ſome booty,came froma hauen of 
the red ſea, called Thor, and vpon a ſudden broke invpon tliem, 
and put forty of them to the ſword ; from whence itwas cuer af- 
tercalled the Abby ofthe forty Martyrs. Now it remains deſo- 
| late,few or none inhabiting there,onely two Monksof S. Katha- 
7ines Order,and theſe are alſo grieuouſly troubled with the incur- 
fions of the Arabians. The orchard alſo is deſtroyed with locuſts 
andthe ground become barren, In this orchard there ſtands a lit-

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At the foot of Mount Sina vpon the North;ſtandeth the mo. 
vaſterie of Saint Katherin, of which the Emperour I«ſtin; away 
the firſt founder : it is compaſſed about with ;a wall, cloſeby it 

| Randeth a goodly Orchard furniſhed with diuers trees, of fruit. 
pleaſant anddelighrfull;in that there ſtanderh a goodly fountain 
which watereth all abour it. In this place there are a great num. 
berof poore Monkes, which get their lining by their hands, in 
the defart thereabouts. They {ay that here ſtood the golden calte 
ſpoken of in the 32 of Exodus. And they ſhew around ſtone ly.

Vpon the left fide of the quire,there ſtands FF t 
alittle doore by which youenter into'a place called the Cha | 
pell of Saint Marie of the Buſh, where they ſhew the place of the 
Buſh in which God appeared vnto Moſes: And togiue grace vnto 
their ſuperſtirions, there may none enter into that place, but hee 
muſt put off his hoſe and ſhooes. There is another place, where 
they ſay God commanded cMoſes tobring vp Aaron, Nadab, and 
Abihu with him,and the ſeuenty Elders , with many other ſupes. 
ſtitious chappels, which would be too redious & frivolous tore- 
Cite. Not far from this there ſtandeth alſoa Moskoof the Sarg- 
zens,ful as faire and ſpacious as thar of Saint XK atherines RR 
there is adjoyned accrtaine Turret : hither the Arabians and 
razens do alſo ofren come toviſit Saint Xatherine. , 
Artthe aſcent of the Mount Horeb, neere tothe Monaſtery of 
faint Xatherine, there ſtandeth a fountaine of very cleare water, in 
thelikenefſe ofa bow, made of ſtone, reaching from the one fide 
of it to the other;and ſtandeth like vato anarchor gate. A little 
aboue that, at the foot of Mount Horeb, is tobe ſeene the caue

ly reſorts Arabians and Saracens in honour of Moſes, whom they 
reverence as a Propher. Betweene theſe there lyetha Well of 
cold wholeſome warter,which is called Moſes Well. Here ſeemeth 
in times paſt to haue beene ſome Monaſtery ; for there are di- 
vers ruins of walkes and buildings to be ſeene. This mountain is 
ronnd, and difficult to aſcend:it 1s 7000 ſteps tothe top, & from 
thence the red ſea'& the arme therdf (where Phar40 was drowned 
when he followed the childrenof Iſrael) may eafily be diſcerned. 

Mount Sina is much higher than this, and lyeth two daies 
journey from the Red ſea:Vpon the top whereof arc many rocks 
andgreat ſtones. From thence you may ſee ſundry places, as, a 
mountain lying in Thebaidzs,the great hauen of the red Sea,the 
Defart of Elim and Sur, with many others. The deſarts round 
about rake the name from the height thereof;and arecalled, The 
delarts of Sina.

- vato Samuelof the injuries of Sat, and layd before him in what a 


miſerable condition he was, and towhat traits brought, Where- 
fore Samnel to comfort him brought him to Naioth ,; which ſee- 
meth to be ſo called, of the faire ſcituation and pleaſantnefſe of 
theplace : for Mabah ſignifies, a laudableand comely place: this 
was a Colledge of ſuch as were profeſſors of that ſacred ſtudy 
ofdiuinity. Now Sas! hearing that Dau/dwas in this place, came 
with ſome of his ſeruants on purpoſe to make him captiue. But 
atthe Fight of Saxucl he began to ſing Plalmes and Hymnes after 
the manner of the Prophets.

1 From this ſlaughter he returned backe to Ziclag, which is 12 
eW miles, and repaired it,tocuery neighbouring citic ſending a part 
ofthe prey, Here hee had certaine intelligence of the ſucceſle of 
the [ſraelites in their wars againſt rhe Philitins,and of the death 
of Saxl and 1ovathan, which hee bitterly lamented, 1 Sam. zo, 2 
$am.1. Theſe things hapned inthe 10 yeare after Samuel had an- 
nointgd David King. ns 

From Ziclag hewent to Hebron a metropolitane Citie of the 
tribe of Iada, being a towne of refuge belonging to the Leuites, 
which was 16 miles. : 

At this time David was about the age of thittie yeares, and 
was annointed King by the Tribe of Iudah, in the yeare of the 
World 2891, and before Chriſt 1077. Here he kept his Court 
ſeucn yeares and fix moneths. From hence alſo he ſent meſſen- = 
gersto Iabes in Gilead, 44 miles, to ſignific his gracious accep- 
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rance of that fauourghich they ſhewed vnto Sal, in burying of 
his body there,z Sam.1r.1rChr.12, | 

From Hebron Da#id went to Teruſalem, 2 2 miles, which then 
was called Iebus, being poſſeſſed of the Iebuſites, but he woon 
itwith ſtrong hand, and thruſt them out of itzand in mount Sion 
ſer vp the city Millo,which was after called the city of Dasid,and 
ſignifies, A place of plenty, He began his raigne in Ieruſalem in 


the 38 yere of his age,and 7 of his raigne.[n this place alſo heſet 


vp his honſe made of Cedar wood, of which Hyram King of Ty- 
rus ſent him great plenty from Mount Libanus, diſtant from 
thence, 104 miles, 2 Sam.5.1Chr.12. | 

From thence he went tothe valley of Rephaim, ſome 3 miles 
from Icruſalem in the way that leadeth to the citie of Bethlem, 


where he fought a memorable fight againſt the 'Philiſtines, and. 


ouercame them ; for which cauſe it was alſo called Baal-Peri- 
zim,becauſe by the helpe and affiſtance of God he had conquered 
che army of the Philiſtines,x Sam.5. 
' Aﬀer he had diſperſed the enemies, hee returned to Ieruſalem 
which is 4 miles. | 
The Philiftines came the ſame yeare into thevalley of Repha- 
im againe,and pitched their renrs within three miles anda halfe 
of Teruſalem:and the Lord gane D auida {igne, that when he heard 
a noyſe in the mulbetry trees, hee ſhould ſetvpon the enemy ; ſo 
Davidwent forth, and cloſe by the towne of Gzba and Kiriath- 
jearim, about two miles from Ieruſalem Weſtward, he ſet v 
=- enemie and gaue them the ſecond overthrow, 2 Sams. 1

From thence Dau/d followed the enemy to Gaza, which was 
18 miles,2 Sam. Inthe 10 yeare of his raigne from his firſt be- 
 ginning in Hebron. Davidaſſembled all the Princes, Priefts, and 
chiefe men of [ſrae}, rothe number of 30000, which inhabited 
from Sechor till you come ro Chzmah, a citie of Nepthalie;ut

bled themſelues in the citie of Icruſalem, and from thence they

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- FromKiriath-jearim Dauid and all his traine returned backe 
again to Ieruſalem,which was about a mile; and they placed the 
Arke of the Lord in a new cart, and cauſed ittobe > & a with 
Oxen, which turned out of the way: to the threſhing floure of 
Nachon, where Yzaraſhly and incon(iderately touching the Arke 
of God, contrary to the Diuine Law, was preſently ſlaine by the 
Lord in rhe way,and that place was called P2ri-77, that is, The 
breach of /Ja, For he was nazgof the Tribeof Aaron, ro whom ir 
was only lawfull to touch the Arke, & therfore the Lord ſtrooke 
him that he died miſerably :; wherefore David being terrified by 
this example of Gods {eueritie, would not that day bring the ark 
ofthe Lord into Ieruſalem, but carried it to the houſe of a cer. 
taine Nobleman called 0hed.<Aidoma Gittite, who dwelt not far 
fiom Ierufalem ; but when it was told Daz#d, that the Lord bleſ. 
ſed the houſe of 0bed-<Aidom and all his family, becauſe the arke 
was there; Davidwent from Icruſalem with agreat multitude of 

le,tothe houſe of 0bed. e&dom,who(as is faid before) dwelt 
= from Ieruſalem, (yet thereare fome that ſay hewas an 
excellent muſitian in Ieruſalem, and dwelt in Mount Acra, thac 
isinthe lower citie) and from thence David fetcht the Arke of 
 theLord intothe vpper citic, which ſtood vpon mount Sion;but 
I bold the other opinion to be the more probable. 

When the Arke was carried by the Prieſts, David girt himſelf 
with a linnen Ephod, (which kinde of garment the Prieſts ofthe 
inferior order vied to weare)and danced before i, ſinging Pſalms 
and bymnes to the praiſe and glory of God, and with great ſtate 
brought itto the citie of Icrufalem with the ſound of Trumpers 
and inſtruments of muſick,and placed ir in the middle of the Ta- 
bernacle,which they had curiouſly creed in Mount Sion inthe 
vpper citie,which was alſo called the citie of Daid. This hapned 
inthetenth yere of his raigne;at which time, Michal,Sauls daugh-

glorious victorie, extending his gouernment from leruſalent 


600 miles towards the North, that is, into Armenia,and beyond 


the river Euphrates, and made theſe two nations tributary vato 
him,2 Sam, $.1 Chr.19. 


After Dauidhad woon theſe 2 memorable victories neere Fu: 


phrates,hewent thence with all bis army towards the Sourh, and 


inuaded the land of Syria; in which journey Toraw the ſonne of 
Tobi King of Antiochia (which citie at this time was called He- 
math) met Dasidwith gifts and preſents in the name of his F# 
ther, returning him many thankes becauſe he had deſtroied the

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pd vexation to the Kingdome of Antiochia, Davidentertained

Thereis al{otobe ſeene diners arches ofthe 
bridge which Semirams built,ftanding vpon the river Euphrates, 
and the foundation of the great tower whoſe top ſhould hauexcs 
ched toheauen being incompaſſe two miles,but not very hiph, 
Within the raznes whereof are found certaine ſerpents very noi 
ſome and yenomous;about the bigneſſe of a Lizard;hauing three 
beads, and ſpe& withdiners colours, which the inhabitants all 
Eglones.  Thereare ſuch a multitude of them, that noman-daes 
approch within halfe a mile of it at any time but in the VVinget 
ſeaſop,nor then neither but forthe ſpace of a moneth , in which 
time theſe ſerpents for the extremitie of the cold are conſtrained 
to keep theirholes.

19 Or 20 yeares of age, and liued in exile 91 yeares, vntill the 
third yeare of Cyr ws Emperour of the Perſians,;about which time 
he ſaw his laſt viſion, and a little after died, when hce was aLout 
110 yeares of age, as may be gathered by the circumitancesof 
Hiſtories and times, 

From Babylon he wentto Suſan in Perſia,av.mm.3418,befote 
Chriſt,5 50, being then 94 ycares of age, which was 252 miles, 
where neere to the flood Eulzus, hee had aviſion of a ram anda 
goate;which ſer forth the tate'of the ſecond Monarchie (which 
was that of the Grecians.) Inthis viſion Gabriel the Archangel,

Theaire in the Winter 
ſeaſon is very temperate, at which time theearth bringeth forth

eal(e and better ſafety retaine them in his gouernment, remoued 
his court from Perſepolis (which lay vp in the Eaſt part of Per. 
ſia)to this towne,where all the Winter ſeaſon, for the moſt pa 
he lived, and in the Summer went to Egbatan the chiefe citieof 
Media, becauſe there at that ſeaſon; the aire was very temperate: 
His ſucceſſors after him obſeruing the ſame courle for their bet- 
ter conueniencie, and to make cuident their greater magnifi. 
cence, repaired the Caſtle of Memnon, joyned to it.many tairg 
and goodly buildings, and cloſe by it planted a pleaſant orchard 
ofdiuerſe and ſundry forts of trees and hearbes, It is reported 
that the gate whereby they entred into this orchard, was 
curiouſly built, ſupported with pillarsof poliſhed marble, imbok 
{cd with filner and gold very rare to looke vpon: over it was 
banqueting houſe, beautified with lively piQures, coſtly furni 
ture and beds of gold and filuer couered with rich tapeftry, 
wrought with filke, filuer, and gold;vpon theſe they vſed to eate 
their banquets : it was paued with Porphire Marble, and Hya- 
cinths, in ſuch ſort, as it greatly delighted ſuch as beheld it. The 
Queene had a priuate garden to herſelfe In which were great 
abundance of trees of diuets kindes,and many ſweet floures and 
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of his wrath ihat he had conceiued againſt that wicked and perfi- 
dious Hamon,who through enuieand ambition ſought the deſi 
tion of the whole nation of the Iewes , leſt by giuing placevats 
anger, he ſhould tranſgreſſe the bounds of clemencie and juſtice: 
wherefore it becommeth euery King, Prince,and Iudge, to imi- 
tate the example of this Emperor, who in the heate of his ange, 
would determine nothing of ſowicked a man:for long and oftet 
deliberation becommeth euery wiſe-man before he doth any 
thing, Ef,7. 
Not farre from the Emperors pallace, in a faire and pleaſant 
Garden, there ſtood acolledge of the Magi, that is, ſuch - the 
| mY Peryans 
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Perſians accounted wiſe and learned men : theſe were of ſuch ac- 
count for their knowledge and vnderſtanding, amongſt that peo. 
ple, that ſome of rhem in ſucceeding ages were choſen for Kings 
and goucrnors 1n that countrie. They ſtudied for the moſt pare 
the Mathemarickes Hiſtory, Philoſophie, and Diuinitie, and as 
many haue thought, theProphecies of D axzel, EZekiel and others: 
whereforeas is ſaid before,many are of opinion, That the Wiſe 
men which came into Indza to fee Chriſt, were of this Colledge 
and towne,becauſe it ſtood Eaſt from Teruſalem, It is at this day 
called Cuſiftane,as Ortelius and Sebaſtian Manſter witneſſes, and in 
their times was vnderthe-gouernment of one Caliphus Emperour 
ofthe Saracens. This Caliphus was ſtrongly beſieged by one 4/- 
lathe great King of Tartaria, in this Towne, TAwno Dorm, nr 250, 
But becauſe of his exceeding couetouſnefſe and parcimony, he 
loſt the citie and was famiſhed to death.

But Alexander the Great tak ing affe&ion to this city,jn 
the yere 3 30 before Chriſt began to burkd fe(for by continnan 
of time itwas much decayed) atid within the ſpace of 17 dayt 
made it a goodly city, much greater than it was before:towhich 
thathe might adde the greater grace, hecalled irafter his owne 
name Alexandfria;and Were he lieth buried,after hee had gouet- 
ned the empite of the Grecians 7 yeares.For although he diedin 
Babylon the chiefe city ofthe Chaldzans, yer Prolomatis (oneol 
his chiefe Princes)remoued his body thence in a golden chariot 
to Memphis in Egypt,and 20 years after to Alexandria. Theft 
tuation thereof ts very deleQable,' bordering tothe North vpon 
the Mediterratian ſea,and to the Sourh vpon rhe poole of Mare- 
 ridis,as Strabo ſaith,/ib.17.

The Aftronomers,becauſe he was greatly 
feed to ſuch as were skilfull in thatart,attributed his nameaud 
his wiues name to two conſtellations in the heauens, ofwhich0- 
vids fable is contriued of Pezaſus and Andromache. K 
This city of Perſepolis was fo fair,thar it exceeded all thecs 
ties ofthe Eaſt, both for ſtatelinefſe and beauty,and ſoconrinue 
from Perſeus time,vntill Alexander the Great had conqueredD 
7145: atwhich time this great Emperor hauing got into his hat 
the whole empire of the Perftans,came to Perfepolis in theyea 
before Chriſt 329, and there celebrated a great feaſt in rriuml 
of his victories; to which there reſorted a great many wotye 
not ſuch as were of the better ſort , but them that followed'th 
camp,and lived difſolutely:amongſt whom was that notable a 
teſan Thas , whoperceiving the King inclined to tnirth,ant 
with wine,began to flatter him in his cups, 8& among orherthil 
tocommendand dignific his noble exploits;witHFall giuing hit 
to vnderſtand, how acceptable it would be to the Grecians,to ſet

tobe ſeen, vnleſſe the riuer Araxes that ran cloſe by it remaineth. 
Thus was that conſumed in a fury, which the King and all his ar- 
my before endeauoured to ſpare.

zor the laſt Emperour of the Grecrans in Syria and Afia, going 
with a great army out of Syria toward the Eaſt, Arſaces King of 
the Medes and Parthians, being aided by the citiſens of Elymais 
the Perſians,and BaQtrians,meeting him in thoſe parts,gauec him 
many ſharpand cruell batrels, and inthe end ( vnder pretenceof 
peace)took him priſoner, inthe yere before Chriſt x 37.and from 
that time the Parthians gouerned Perſia and Grecia, and oppo 
ſed the Romans in many cruell battels. | 

Afterward,in the yere of our Lord 2 26, Artaxerxes that mi 
ty Lord of Perſia ouercame Artabanws King of the Parthians ing 
mighty battell,and took his crown from his head; the ſame yere 
eatring vpon the gouernment of Perſia, 548 years after the death 
of 4lexander the Great : from which time Artaxerxes and his. 
Keritie reigned in Perſia for the ſpace of 314 yeares;in the which 
ſpace there ſucceeded 28 Kings, vi, Artaxerxes 1.

Atathias and Dorothews have both one ſignifieation, that is, 
The gife of God ; being deriued of 2/4145, a gift, and 74h, 
God. This Mattathias was a holy Prieſt of the tribe of Levi, the 
fon of [#hn,the ſon of Simon, of whom all that family was called 
the poſteritie of Simen,of the ſtocke of 1oarib, of whom you may 
-- Chr.15, He dwelt ina town called Modin, 14 miles from 
leruſalem toward the Northweſt, ſcituated ina mountaine cloſe 
by the way as you goto Ioppa,in the tribe of Dan, Modin ſignifi. 
etha meaſure,being deriwed of 144444, be hath meaſured: In this 
place ſeeing the crueltie of 4ntiochus Epiphancs, and the inſolen- 
cieof his ſoldiers,he killed one of his captains, and afterward in 
the ſynagogue put todeath an idolatrous lew,ouerthrew whe Al- 
tarſetvp by Antiochas : after , called forth all the inhabitants of 
Modin and other towns neere adioyning,towithſtand the fury of 
this King. Sorhey brought their goods out of the city, into the 
wildernefſe, where they incamped themſelues, and after ſoman- 
fully oppoſed 4ntiochw, that he deliuered all the cities & towns 
thereabouts our of his bondage, and from idolatry. Butbeeing 
now grown old, (after he had admonithed his ſons to conſtancy 
inthe ſeruice of God,and courage in defence of the countrey) he 
diedin the yeare before Chriſt 164, and was buried at Modin,. 
where afterward his ſons were buried. Simon his third ſon, high- 
ieſt of Ieruſalem,did maruellouſly beautifie this ſepulchrez for 
made avault of white marble,compaſſed about with faire pil- 
lars which ſupported an admirable curious arch, to ſee toas if it 
had been one ſtone. Ouer this vault in conuenient places he built 
ſenen pyramides,in memory of his father, mother, his foure bre- 
thren;and bimſelfe. In the circumference of this monument hee 
fetvp faire marble pillars, vpon which he cauſed tobe ingrauen 
ſhips,ſoartificially,thatthey which ſailed ypon the ſea might ſee 
themzand vpon theſe he placed the armes of his father and of his.

(whom Demetrim King of Syria had ſent againſt leruialem)weng 
about by fraudulent courſes, and vnder pretence of friend(hip, 
totake away his life, 2 Macc.14. he went priuily from Terufalem 
and came to Caphar- Salama, ſcituated 12 miles from leruſalew 
towards the North.

Preſents , and amongſi thereſt , a Lion of gold moſt cunningly 
wrought,weighing 100 Talents,cuery Talent weighing 450011, 
which in the whole amounted to 450000 li. Moreouer , two 

cups, whereof one was fine gold cunningly wrought , weighing | 
8 Talents and a halfe, which at 4500 li. the Talent, commeth to 
36000 li. the other-cup was made by thatnoble workman They. 1 
dorns Sanius of pure filuer, very curiouſly 8& artificially wrought / 
containing fortie gallons ; but of what valuation it was,is not ſet 
downe. For this great andrich preſent, King Creſ#s receined of 
the Diuell a doubleand deceirfullanſwer,wherby he was not on. 7! 
ly prouoked to makewarre againſt Cyrws,but by that meanes loſi 
his kingdome;and being taken priſoner, he was ſet vpon a pile of 
wood to be burnt : but crying with a loud voice , 0 Solon,Solen, 
(thereby ſhewing,that wiſe So/oz had foretold him, That no mans 
to be acounted happy before his end.) King Cyrus granted him his life, 
This recompence did the Diuell returne to Creſ#s for ſo great a 
Preſent, Suchand many other the like hiſtories by this booke 
may be vnderſtood.

Quire there ſtandeth another Altar, where they ſay the wiſe men 
left their Dromedaries, and gon theirgifts topreſent vnto 
our Sauiour, when they worſhi him; Vpon'the South fide 
of this quire towards the Eaſt, they deſcendby ren ſtone eps 
mo the Chappell of the Natiurtie of Chrift, richly beautified and 
curiouſly wrought, paued with poliſhed Narble.

' He Magi were certathe wifc men of: Perſia, ſocalled from 
Meditation, being deriued of Hagah,that is, He hath medi. 
rated ; and taken in the third conjugation, it ſignifies, To 

finde or ſearchout a thing : they being ſuch as gaue themſelues 
to the knowledge of hard ones Fg to finde out the ſecrets and 
miſteries of nature. Bat according to'# arins3, they were fot oply 
Philoſophers, but Prieſts alſo. Aud P/atovpon Alcibiades, ſaith, 
eMagiaeſt deorum bbſernantia ſive cnltus dininns ; that is, Magiche 
preſcrabeth the due obſernance and dinine worſhip of the gods. Strabs 
ſaith;Gtoera,{cb. 6. That the Magi were ſuchamong the Perſians, 
as thofewhom the Indians cal] Gimnoſophiſts and Acadetni- 
ans; the Babylonians, Chaldzans; and the Hebrewes, Prophets, 
or Prieſts, which taughe the people divine knowledge. And 
when the ten Tribes were carried intocaptiuitie by Salwan 
Emperourof the Affirians (into Affiria, Media, and Perſia) there 
is no queſtion but they tooke with them into the Eaſt, the holy 
beokes and volumes of the Law and of the Prophets, whereby 
without doubt many of the people and Philoſophers of the Eaſt 
came to haue a taſte of rhe true knowledge and worſhip of God. 
Alſo the Prophet Daziel was brought vp in all the arts of the 
Chaldzans ; whoſe writings and prophecies were not only writ- 
ten and--publiſhed amiongft the Babylonians, bur alfo had in 
greataccountand eſtimationamongſt the-Magi: ſo that they di- 
ligently peruſing thoſe books, came nor only to'the knowledge 
of God, but alſo withour doubt to the knowledge of our Saui- 
our leſns Chrift, whom. rhey called The Starre of 14cob ; from 
whence may be concluded, That the Wiſe-men that came toſee 
our Sauiour Chriſt, were rather of Suſain Perfia,than of Zaba in

Wherefore theſe wiſe-mencame from the Academ; of Sula 
& Q ut 
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is Perſia to Teruſalem, which was 920 mites ; ſaying, Where is he 
that is borne King of the Tewes, for we hane ſeen his Starrein the Eaſt, 
and are come 0 worſhip him, This hapned inthe moneth of ITanua- 
rie,in the ſecond yeare a'ter the birth of our Saniour, for Herod 
inthe ſcuentieth yeare of his age cauſed all the male children of 
the Bethlemites of two yeares old and vnder (according to the 
time that he was told of the Wiſe-men) to be pur to the {word.

Afterward,the Wiſe-men(as they had bin warned ina dream) 
jeturned another way to Suſa in Perſia, which was 920 miles, 
Sotheir trauels were 1846 miles.

ire this Starre appeared inthe lower region of the aire (as it 
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is apparant itdid) from thence it may be concluded, That it 

neirher was any of the fixed ſtarres, planet,or a Comer, be- 
cauſe they commonly are ſeene in the vpper region of the aire ; 
but rather,according tothe opinion of ſome, it was an Angellof 
God appearing inthe forme ofa bright ſhining Starre, to dire 
the Wife men in their way as they went tothe town of Bethlem, 
and ſoby little and little deſcending from the ſublimitie of the 
dire, pointed our vnto them the very houſe where they might 
find Mary the mother of our Lord, and the childe Icſus.

'Furthermore, it was a goodly market tow 
and hadas well relation to Tyrusand Sidon (two townesof the 
Gentiles within 44 miles of it) as to Ieruſalem : from whence 
may be verified that ſaying of Eſa.c.8.9. The land of Zebulon ant 
Nepthalim,neere the way of the ſea beyond Tordan,and Galile of the Gey. 
tiles , a people which ſit in darkneſſe and in the ſhadow of death, faw's 
great Light. This town is therfore inſtly called thecity of Com- 
fort and Conſolation, ſince our Sauior Chriſt dweltthere, who 
with his doctrine and preaching refreſhed & comforted all ſuch 
as wereaffited with the burthen of their fins. But the greatmen 
that were inhabirants of this City had'more reſpec to their pri. 
uat profit,than to the doQrine & miracles that Chriſt wrought. 
among them , from whence it came to paſſe that they did as it 
were neglect and contemne that good which God had offered yn. 
tothem : which made our Sauior fay, .4ndthouCapernaum, which 
ſeemnſt toberxalted: vp unto heauen, ſhalt be caſt down into hell : fixif 
the miracles had been done its Sodom and Gomorah,which hauc been done 
in thee they had continued untill this day, Y erily verily I ſay wntoges, 
It ſhotl bt eaſier for Sodom and Gomorah inthe day of Iudgment thanfit 
thee, Mat.1 1.: For there was ho ſuch benefit offered to any Citie, 
neither ſuch honours and dignities, as were to Capernaum, 'our 
Sauior himſelfe dwelling there. VV herefore for their ingratitude 
and impiety the city hath diners times bin waſted and deſtroied, 
as well by theRomanes as other natiens , ſo that at this daythis 
>joriouscity is become ſodefolate, that there is ſcarce 8 houſes 
ſtanding,and theyalſo like ſmall ſheds.

T Nantient time this towne was called Sichem, of which y 


Aﬀter it came to be called Sichar, according tothe opinion of 
Luther ypon-Genefis,becauſe the inhabitants of thatcountrywere 
giuento pleaſure and voluptuouſneſſe, the greateſt part of the 
delightbeipg indrinking and quaffiogefor'Sichar,being derived 
of Sebachar, tignificth, to bee drunke, or inordinately to 
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may reade more both in the trauels of Facob and Abimilech. ] 
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low ſweet and pleaſantwine, of which there was great plenty in 
that cowne,made of the juice of Apples, the fruit of Palmetrees, 
and honey, which may very well reſemble Hipocras or Metheg- 
lin,as ſome Authors haueit. And —_ by che incurſion of 
the Romanes it was vtterly waſted and left deſolate, yet in ſuc- 
ceeding times it was rebuilt,and called Nicapolis,that is,a New 
towne. It is ſcituated very pleaſantly, and abounderh with all 
manner of delights, bur it is vnfortiflied, neither can it by any 
meanes bee fortified ; neither haue the inhabitants anyhelpe, if 
they be oppreſſed by the Enemy,butto fly : forit is {cituared in 
the middle ofa valley, betweene two high mountaaines, fo that a 
' man may fling a ſtone from the top of one of them intothe city. 
About two bowes ſhoot without the South gate of this towne is 
tobe ſcene the Fountaine or Well of /acob, vponthebrimme of 
which our Sauiour Chriſt ſate when hee was weatrie, as wee may 
reade in the fourth of 79h», This Well ftanderh iuſt in the way 
as Pilgrimes trauell to Ieraſalem. Vpon the right hand aboue

fſged from the inſide ofthe bread, it foreſhewed that hee ſhould 
"forthwith conquer the towne hee had ſo long beſieged : And fo 
 ithapned; for when Alexander had beſieged the city for the ſpace 
.of feuen moneths, with great difficulty he woon it:but beforehe 

could win it he was conſtrained to vic a great multitude of ſhips 

and faſten them together with yron bands, ypon which-placing 

many engines of battery and other offenſiue inſtruments, what 

with che moouing of the ſhips and the extreame violence of the 

hatterie,'they ouercame the citie, This exploit 4/exandey per- 

formed when he was 25 yearcs of age, and about zoo yeares be- 

fore Chriſt, 

There was one thing that Alexander did during his fiege, thar 
was memoradle ; for before any of his ſouldiers would attempe 
taſcend the walls, hee went in perſon with his crowne vpon his 
bead, and in princely armor, and ſcaled a high tower of the citie, 
where he expreſt an extraordinary. reſolution, and by.rcaſon of 
his courage did great hurt-to theenemy, who perceiuing him to 
bethe King,reſorted ro that place ingreat heaps,and ſhot at him 
vith all their might , but hee manfully defended bimſelfe, and 
wmpeclled the enemy to fly. In this aſſault there were 6000 of 
the iohabirants flaine; and after he had entred the wals and ſacke 
the citie; he cauſed 2000 tobe tyed-to croſſes and throwne into 
the ſea. From whence may be gathered, that God by this youn 
Prince did accompliſh this great worke, that the prophecies © 
ge Prophets, Hſe 23.Jeremy 4.3. and Ezekiel 25.2 6,might be ful. 


+ Afterward Alexander (as Pliny and Strabo obſerueth) cauſed 
the ſea to be filled vp,that it might be no more an Ifland,and joi- 
ted it ro the continent ; vpon which place he cauſed Tyrus to be - 
{| *builded, and competed it about. witha wall five and twentie - 
foot thicke, ftrengthned with twelue towers,that it mighrbe ſuf- 
keiently fortified to oppoſe the incurſion of any enemy; ſothat- 
keontinued ſafe a long time after,and in therimeof our Saujour - 
| Chriſtwas a faire city,though ir-neuer attaind tothe xy

helpt a woman of Canaan, whoſe daughter had beene eftjetly | ft 
tormented with a Diuell, 1 at.r 5. Intherimeof Dyocleſionthe 
Emperour, there were many Martyrs put todeath in this Citie ol 
And at this time it is called by the name of Z7 porta de! Zuy,thar 
is,the hawen of Zay, as it was in the Old'Teſtament called by the 
name of Zor. In the yeare 1100, when the holy'land was inthe 
hands of the Chriftians,there was an Archbiſhop of Tyre; vad& 
whoſe gouerment were the Biſhops of Ptolomais, Sydon;and 
Beryti,&c. The holy man 9r5ze» lieth buried in this citie : inthe 
Church of the holy Sepulchre,which is compaſſed about 8for- 
tified with a mighty ſtrong wall. There alſolies buried the' Em. 
perour Fredericke Barbarsſſo, who died Anno 1160, after hee hi 
done many valiant a&s, and fought many great barrels forrhe 
Chriſtians againſt the Turkes and Saracens, being ouereomeby 
Saphadinzs the Sultans ſon, and put to flight, was drowned inthe 
river of Suro,tothe great griefe of his armie ; but he lefrbebiid 
him a famous report. Poge Alexander the third being a great ents 
mie tothis Emperour,in S, Adaries church inthecitic of Venich, 
whenthis Prince ſubmitted himſclfrohis Holinefle, ſer his f6R 
vpon his neck, repeating theſewords, Thou ſhalt treadwponthe 

and pon the Baſilicke, ec, Enſebius in his Ecclefiaſticall Hiſtor 

ſaith, that thereare yer ſtanding in Tyre certaine Marble pillars, 
and other precious ſtones of a wonderfull greatneſſ&, that it atns- 
ſerh fachas behold them , neere towhich there haue beene many 
Chriſtians and Pilgrims put todeath by the Saracens. Thereare 
al[ofoure wels of wholeſome and pleaſant water ſtanding nor far 
from it,of which wells you may reade before. Fora

His alſo wasa city of Phoenicia, ſcituated vponthe ſhoreof 
£- the Mediterranean ſea, thirtic ſix miles from Ieruſalento- 
ward the North, and fixteene from Tyras.

which in Engliſh is Satin. And asatthis day the fineſt glaſle is 
made at Venice, ſo the fineſt glafſe inthoſe times was made at 
Sarepta,a city that belonged to the Sidonians:about which there 
ood many mines, of which it is called Sarepta, as you may 
xcade before. | 
c This towne intimes paſt was one of the chiefe cities of Phce- 
vicia,but becauſe of the extraordinaric pride of the citiſens, God 
afflited them with diuers puniſhments, & brought in 0cho king 
of the Perfians,who beſieged ir,and by treaſon woonit and burnt 
Kto the groand, as Diodorus Siculm 11b, 16. (aith. The Citifens 
yhereof were driven to ſuch ſtreights by the enemy, that there 
petiſhied/inrther fireaboue fortie thouſand men. Withina while 
Datiwe laſt Emperour of the Perſians rebuilt it, but made 
tnothing ſo beautifull, neither fortified it in like manner as it

be your King. So they named vnto him one <Abaoloming, who 
had beene knowne to haue beene of rhe Kings ftocke, by many 
diſcents ; but becauſe of his pouertie he was conſtrained rodyeſt 
inthe ſuburbs of che Citie in a cottage, and bad little elſebur x 
Garden toline vpon. This man howſ{oeuer poore, and becauſe 
of that, of many contemned ; yet hee was knowne'tobe bone 
and of an vpright life,following with all dilligence his vocation, 
without any regard of other bulineſle, inſomuch as he was yr. 
terly ignorant of all theſe ſtirre and combuftions which had ſo 
lately vexed Afia. As he was now in his garden digging and' la. 
bouring, purging'ir of weeds, and planting herbes; Ton 
with the reſt of the Citizens went vato him, and brought him'the 
robes and habiliments of a King. The poore Gardner ſtood ama. 
zed to ſeeſuch a company of gallants come vato him: but Hephe. 
ſtiontold him, That the occaſion of their comming was tomake 
an exchange with him of thoſe royal! ornaments whickhe hadin 
his hands, for thoſe poore and foule garments which he wore; 
therefore goe and waſh thy ſelfe and returne. So he did, where 
immediately they put vpon him thoſe royall robes, and (aluwd 
him as their $ igne. Afrer theſe things were finiſhed, quath 
Hepheſtion, Now remember inwhat a ſtate thouart,no more Gy- 
dener buta King ; and therefore take vntothee the minde andre: 
ſalution of a King, that ſothou mayeſi rule and gouerne this'c| 
tieas a man worthy of that honour; and remember,that a yaby 


the liues and goods of thy ſubje&s are at thy command, yet! 
them thou waſt choſen, neither be forgetfull ofhim that 
author of thine honour, CY, oy 
No ſooner was he enthroniſed in his kingdom, but fame(whv 
is more ſpeedie than a thouſand Poſts) had diſperſed thisngwe 
through all the neighbouring cities : ſome _ thereby mouell 
to admiration,and quickned in their ſtudies z others ſtirred vp; tO 
$to 


indignation and enuie, Thoſe that were mighty and fri 
Alexander, contemned and deſpiſed his humilitie and

| andno ſooner were they come into his preſence, but they begal 


toaccule him for his ignorance : wherefore 4lexandey commabs | 


ded thathe ſhould come before him, where, after hee had well 
viewedehe lincaments and 'pragortion of his perſon, and 
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not perceiue it any whit repugnant tothe fame ofhis birth, hee 
demanded of him how it was poſſible that hee ſhould endure his 
pouertie with patience. To which he anfwered,I pray the gods T 
may.conitinue the government of this kingdome with the' like 
minde;fortheſe hands were ſufficient for me to liue by, and as T 
bad nothing,ſo I wanted nothing. At which afiſwer Alexander was 
ſowell pleaſed, that he not only gave him all the princely jewels 


and ornaments of rhe firſt king called S/rato,but alſo a great part * 


ofthe booty which he tooke from the Emperor of Perfia,and ad- 


ded to his command all che neighboring countries round abour. 


This hiſtory T haue inſerted, that thereby we mighe perceine the 
mighty power of God in all his works; that can exalt the poore, 
contenred with his cſtate, out of the very duſt , and can pull the 
mighty from their thrones. So the Euill carke and care in this 
world to gather riches for che Vertuous to inherit. Bur toreturn 
to Sidon: This city did ſo much increaſc,and grew fo famous in 
ſucceeding ages,that it was the chiefe town (Tyrus onely excep- 


ted) in all Phoenicia,ioyning vpon the Weſt to the Mediterrani- ' 


an ſea, extending it ſelfe rowardsthe North and South, lying ina 
plain vader Antilibanus,which mountain lay ſome twomiles off 
itvpon the Eaſt.

. Bur becauſe the Turkes and Saracens are inhibited by the firi&

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for P.agim ſignifies a Figge,Cart.2, Bethpage isa notable typeof 
the Church, for that ought likewiſe tobe truitfull, and to brin 
forth ſweet Figges,that 1s,g20d workes,;and many other comfor. 
table vertues, that {o men 1n their afflitions might be comfar. 
red. As it is thoughr,the Fig-tree that our Saujour Chriſt curſed 
becauſe it wanted fruit, ſtood not farre from Bethpage, Matth,z . 
Mnrke 11, Wherefore let vs take heed that wee be not like that 
fruitleſſe Fig-tree,couered onely (like our forefathers .4damand 
Exe) with leaues, and bearing no fruit, Gez. 3, leſt ſo Gods curſe 
fall ypon vs,and we be thruſt out of eternall happineſſe, Marth.z,

His Caſtle (as Adamus Riſuerws ſaith) was a certaine Hold i © 


compaſied about with ſtrong walls, and within beautified 
with a faire pallace, ſupported with goodly columnes : it ſtood 
not farre from the Mount of Oliues, juſt in the deuiding of the 
way as yougoe from Bethania to Ieruſalem , for there goes one 
way tc the fountaine gate,and another to the valley of Gehinnon, 
Inthe Hebrew text it 'is called 77r4h, as you may reade in OHi- 
thew, which ſignifies not onely a Cale, but is firme and ſare buil- 
ding, with good decornm and order + for Tor ſignifies a circular or- 
der, It is credible that this Hold is a reſting place, and that the 
Aſſe and the colt wereticd in the way, for this cauſe, that if by. 
chance any trauellers were wearie (by reaſon of the tediouſiteſſe 
of their journey)they might hire them for certain houres to'car- 
ric them ouer the Mount of Oliues,and fo returne them backe a- 
gaine. The Allegoricall meaning of this Aﬀſe and the Colt, ac- 
cording to the opinion of many learned men, fignifies the peo- 
ple of the Igwes, whowere burthened with Moſes lawes : and the 
Aſſes Colt fignifies the reſt of the Gentiles,which were not char- 
ged with the burthenot Moſes law, but tyed onely to the law of 
nature. Sowealfolike trauellers and ſtrangers in this miſcrable 
world,are tyed tothe affliions and calamities thereof, ſtanding 
in two waies, expeQing the death of the body, and libertie yp 
e 
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the ſoule, then our Sauior Chriſt commeth in peace and looſeth 
this bond of death, (as the Apoſtle ſaith, Row.7, )and bringeth vs 
to that heauenly Ieruſalem, eternall joy, according to-that of 
Saint Paul in the firſt of the Philippians, I deſore to be looſed and to be 
with our Lord Ieſw Chriſt. 


Of the Mount of Olines, 


our halfe a mile and a furlong from Teruſalem towards the 


Eaſt,ſtood the Mount of Olives, very fruitfull and plcaſahr, 
bringing forth Oliues, Palmes, Figs, Goſlumpine,8 many other 
notable fruits, but principally Palmes and Oliues, of which the 
mountaine taketh the name. It is faid in P/7ny,{ib,16.cap.19. that 
theſe Oliue and Palme trees doe neuer loſe their leaues, and are 
oreene both Winter and Summer, Saint Auſtine calleth it,7 he 
mountaine of vnition, becauſe of the fertilitie and pleaſantneſle of 
It : alſo, The monntaine of health, becauſe it bringerh forth Oyles 
and many other plants neceflarie for Phylicke:alſo, The mountain 
if light ; firft, becauſe it lieth vpon the Eaft, ſo that the Sun ſhi- 
teth in the morning very pleaſantly vpon ir, and in the euening 
when it ſetteth, the beames thereot refleting vpon the Temple 
of Ieruſalem,caſteth a beautifull lightto this Mount : ſecondly, 
cauſe it bringeth forth Oyle,which is the nouriſhment and life 
of light : thirdly,becauſe it was beautified with the gratious pre- 
ſence of our bleſſed Lotd and Sauiour Chrift, which is the Day- 
ſtare and light of the Church, riſing vp on high to enlighten all 
thoſe which ſhall be called vnto eternall happineſſe. For which 
cauſe it typically repreſenteth the Church, which is the lighrof 
the World, whereinare found many Chriſtians that bring forth 
pleaſant fruit, (good workes) relicuing the neceſſitie of ſuch as 
ne inwant,comforting the afflicted, 8 patiently ſupporting the 


Glamitie and miſery of this world, that ſo they might trium- 


phantly rejoyce with Chriſt in that heauenly citic of Ieruſalem. 

; What things Zacharias hath ſpoken of this Mount in his laſt 

Chapter,is to be vnderſtood of the preaching of the Goſpell, and 

Propagation of the Church _ - the world. Saint o_ 
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faith in his Epitaph vpon S. Pa»/, That vpon this hill the-Iewes 
commonly burnt the red Cow, with the aſhes whereof the peo. 
pleof God being ſprinckled, they were purified and ſanQified, 
of which you may reade,Num.19.Heb.s, 

Hellen the Empreſſe, mother to that godly Emperor Conſtantin: 
the Great, about the yeare of our Lord 3 32, cauſed a faire and 
beautifull church tobe built vpon this Mount, juſt in the place 
where our bleſſed Lord and Savior Chriſt aſcended vp into hea- 
ven. It was built round, all of white poliſhed marble : vpon the 
rop therof there is noroofe, bur a window euen as Chriſt ſhould 
aſcend through it, as Euſeb:;w faith in the life of the Emperour 
Conſtantine the Greatyi6, 3.cap.40.The ſame S.7crom affirmerh,in 
his booke de /ocs Hebraicis, He allo ſaith, That the inhabitants 
of the Holy land take vpon them to ſhew in this Churchythe im. 
preſſion of the feer of our Sauiour Chriſt, which hapned as they 
ſay,juſtat ſuch time as he aſcended vp into heauen:outof which, 
rrauellers and pilgrims take ſand to carry with them as an holy 
relicke, thou b indeed it is verily robe thought, that they were 
feet made in ſtone by antient Monkes, thereby toget mony from 
ſuch as reforted thither vpon deuotion ; for looke how oft pil- 
grims take thence the ſand, they are preſenly filled againe : fron 
whence may bee gathered, that there is no ſand naturally there, 
Euery man therefore ought toembrace a neerer way to ſaluation, 

than to follow thoſe monkiſh fables ; and to ſeeke Chriſt ia the 
holy Scripture,not vpon the Mount of Oliues, or among ſand : 
for ſince the graue could not containe him, the Mount of Olives 
cannot hold him, who now fitteth at the right hand of his father, 
in power and eternall glory : but rather if wee be defirous to ſee 
the footſteps of Chritt,ler vs ſeekethem in the Church,which is 
diſperſt through the world ; wherein wee are ſufficiently taught 
how we ſhould follow him. 
The Palme isa famous tree which bringeth forth Dates; and 
is fo called becauſe vpon the top the boughes are thicke and 


round,extending out like fingers;from whence it is called Pu#)- 
in, that is, a finger, 
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of Gethſamene; 


His waSavyillage'ſcituatedat the foot of thetnount of ©- 
lives,in a pleaſant and frujtfull place, Neere vatothis vil- 
lage, as Saint Angeſtzne obſerueth there were many pleaſant gar- 
dens which gaue forth very ſweet-and deleftable fauors, vnto 
which place Chriſt and his Diſciples did oftentimes reſort,as the 
Enangeliſt Zyke cp.22,0p{erneth;Itwas facalled from the pref- 
ſing forth ofoyle; for Gather Getb;fignifies,a Prefle,andiSrhemen, 
Oyle. In this place the heart of our Sautour Chriſt was ſo preft 
with affliction that he ſweat drops of bloud: By which bloud the. 
finnes of our ſoules are waſhed away, and wee thatare wounded 
are made whole,as witha maſt precious balſome;/a.53.. + 
Hellen the Empreſle, inan Orchard cloſebythisrowne, fer vp 
afaireand beavtifull Churcb;over the/ſepulchre:of the Virgin j 
Mazy ; which ſhecalled by(thename of rhe mother of: God, N#- a 
ceph lib.2.cap.z0. It is ſaid that thisſepulchre remaineth to this bil 
day in this Church;;jmade ofwhite poliſhed Marble; ftanding a- 
bout eightand fortie ſteps vader ground;being fomethingwider 
than the ſepulchreof Chriſt :initchere is ewo doots; Gherogoe q 
in, another to goe our. But whitherthis be the right ſepwſchre of 
the bleſſed Virgin, it concerneth vs not,-ſith it appertaineth nor 
to our ſaluation,neither is mentioned in the holy'Scriptures:bur 
if any manbe deſirous to be furtherſatisfied in ir, let him'reade 
Nzcephorus, who makes mention of thatand her aſcenſion, both 
in my opinion of like credit ; becauſe, I ſuppoſe, that Saint Luke 
(who wrote the Acts of the Apoſiles, and lived in thoſe times) 
would nothaue omitted ſomemorable anaG&tion. But toreturne 
tothe Garden of Gethſamene. About ſome fiftie paces towards 
the Eaſt ofthis ſepulchre of the bleſſed Virgin, cloſe by the foot 
of themountof Oliues, ſtands a certain chappell, juſt in the place 
where ſometimes the towne of Gethſemane ſtood, Not far from 
this chappell is:ſhowne a certaine hollow. place vnder a rocke, 
where the infiabitants ſay our :Sauiour ſwear drops of bloud. 
They alſo ſhewatertaine ſtone whereon the 'Angelsftood which 
, Comforted our Fi uionr. Diſcending thence abour a ſtones caſt, 
i a hey 
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they ſhew vnto Pilgrims a placecloſe by the caue in the Mount 
of Oliues,where Peter, Lawes,and 7ohn, fate when our Sauiour was 
in his agonie. They alſo ſhew the place where Perer cut off £242. 
chz5 'eare. There is tobe ſeenea memorable place' where 7d 
betraiedmur'Sauiour with a kifſe, when he delivered bim to the 
Iewes; 'Not farre off is tobe ſeene the place where the [ewes fel! 
backeward when our Sauioar askt them, Whom ſeeke yee ? Beſides 
many other things(if Borchardas may be credited) as the impreſ. 
fion of his bairc and head vpon a ſtone ; andof his finger, as if it 
had beene-in wax, yponarocke: and in rhe place where he pray. 
ed; of his hands and knees, which are fo firme in ſtone thar they 
cannot be defaced with any inſtrument. But there hanc beene 
many: in this place fincetheſe times, which haue ſeene none of 
theſe things: from whence may be gathered, that they haue been 
idle delufions vfed by ancient monkes to get money from Pil. 
Srimsand ſtrangers ;;and1haue here 'remembred them, thato. 
thers knowing theſe,may beware of the like fallacies and deceits 
purpoſely inuented fofrlucres ſake?! '- 
This garden of Gerhfamene is credibly thought ro haue been 
planted informer times;by the Kings, Dazid and Solomon, but in> 
creaſed-8& inlarged by other'fucceeding Princes, that there they 
might recreate themſelues, 8 receive ſome content by the'{ruits 
ofrheeatth. :Bur on thecontrary, that great King the annointed 
of the Lord, our blefſed Sauiour, in. this place of pleaſure, this 
paradiſe of the Iewes, was conſtrained tovndergoe that almoſt 


vnſupportablepaſſion, to make vs partakers of that heattenly pt- 


hn, ] 


radiſe and place of pleaſure. h 

| Not far from henceis to bee ſeenethe place where 7uds han- 
ved himſelte:and a little fromthat,the field of Akeldomawhich 
was boughtwith the thirtie Siluerlings for which 1442 betraicd 
Chriſt. This field (by the appointment of the Empreſſe Helen) 
was compaſled abont with foure walls, in the maner of a tower: 
vpon the top whereof there are ſeuen diſtin doores, like wit- 
dowes, by which the deadbodies of Chriftians are ler downe in- 
co 1t:it is fiftie foot wide; and ſeuentie twolong.:Irſtandeth not 
farre from the valley of Hinnon towards the Eaſt;and vpon the 
South fide of Mount Sion in Ieruſalem,8&c,  / + B'S 
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Of Kidron or Ctayon, 


His brooke was fo called becauſe of the blacknefſe of the 
water, being deriued of Kadar, To wax blacke. The Moun- 
taine whence it firſt riſeth, ſtands not farre from Teruſalem 
towards the South , from whence it runneth through the valley 
of 1ehoſaphat (which vally being very fat and fertile, changeth the 
colour of the water, and makes it looke blacke) and ſo through 


Jeruſalem , then paſſing towards the Eaſt over a cliffe of Mount. 


Oliver, it falleth into the Lake of Aſphaltites. When there falls 
any ſtore of taine the channell is very full,but in Summer it is of- 
tentimes dry with theextremitieof heat. Ouer this brooke Da- 
vidpaſſed when he was perſecuted by his ſonne Cdbſolor, 2 Sams. 
16. and our Sauiour Chriſt when he dranke of the Riuer in the 


way,that is,when he ſuffered vpon the crofle for the finne of man, 


according tothat ſaying of the Plalmiſt, Pſal. 69. Save me,O God, 
becauſe the waters are entred exen into my ſoule, 


| Of Mount Caluarie, 
T* His Mountaine, according to the common opinion, was ſo 
called of dead mens skuls, or the skuls of ſuch who were 
ut to death for ſome capitall offence. It ſtood vpon the 
Welt fide of Ieruſalem as you goe out of the ancient Gate, and 
is apart of Mount Gihon, Atthis day it ſtandeth within the city 
of leruſalem together with the ſepulchre of our Sauiour:and vp- 
on it is built a faire Church,which is joyned vnto the Church of 
the holy Sepulchre, being as it were a Quire vnto it : But it ſtan- 
deth ſomewhat lower. It 1s built all of Marble, and the inſide is 
all poliſhed and wrought very curiouſly. It is alſo paued with 
the ſame ſtone. Virhin it, is ſeen a piece of the pillar. of ſtone,to 
which they ſay Chriſt was tyed when he was whipped :in which 
fone are to be ſcenecertainered ſpecs,as if they had been drops 
of bloud;and theſe alſo(they ſay)were the bloud of Chriſt when 
be was ſcourged ; beſides many other things, of which you may 
Re at the beginning of this treatiſe in the deſcription of Jeru- 
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alemas it isat this day. 
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T he Deſcription of the holy Sepulchre. 


"TT" He Sepulchre of Chriſt ſtood vpon the Weſt {ide of Iery- 
ſalem; cloſe by Mount Golgatha, in the garden of Joſeph of 
Arimathea: for it was the cuſtome of the Iewes to build 

their rombs'or ſepulchres, in their Orchards and Gardens; and 

beautifieand adorne them with Lillies, Roſes and other floures, 
on purpoſe to put them in minde of their morrtalitie, according 
to that of Dauid,Pſal.toz, The daies of man arc like eraſſe, 4s a flonre 
of the field ſo flowriſheth he : for the wind: gocth oner it and is gone, and © 
the place thereaf ſhall know it no more, And for this caule the Iewes, 
bur eſpecially the kings, would be buried in their gardens : fo 7s 
{eph,a good and juſt man, following this cuſtome,bad hewed him 
out of arocke a new monument, in which there had been no man 
laid; that ſo when hewalked into the Garden to take the aire, he 
mighr be put in mind of his mortalitie. In this monument our 
Sauiour Chriſt was buried : And from this place vpon the third 
day early inthe morning, he roſe;to the terrour and aſtoniſhment 
of ſuch aswarched the ſepulchi®, From whence may be gathe- 
red, That as our firſt parents, 44am and Eve, treſpaſled againſt 
God;and loſt felicitie in a garden;fo Chriſt the Sonne of Godin 
a Garden made fſatisfaQion for that ſinne; reſtored vs againeto 
grace, and make vs capable of heavenly felicitie. This ſepulchre 
(as it is deſcribed by S.1ohn,when he went with S.Peter,ro ſee of 
thatnotablemiracleof the reſurrection were true)was like a little 
chappel,the doorethereof being vpon the outſide, & was bur one 
roome withoutany diviſion, ſo that a man might ſee all tharwas 
within it: for he ſaith,794,20, That hedid nor goe in, but lookt 
10, and ſaw the linnen clothes were they lay wrapped vp : from 
whence may be concluded, that the ſepulchre which is now ex- 
ranr(howloeuer perhaps it may ſtand in the ſame place) is not 
the ſame ſepulchre whereinour Sauiour Chriſt was buried:for it 
isdeſcribed to be four ſquare, to be open at the top, to hauewith- 
inittwovaults (at inward and an outward) and that you diſcend 
ro it by ſtaires,as you may reade at the beginning of this rreatiſe; 
which deſcription doth notagree with that of S. 7ohys. Again S- 


7o0hx ſaith,that they rolled a great ſtone tothe doore of the _

chre,didnotlay it vponthetop of it, Alſo Euſtbius and Nicepho- 
rw affirme, that the Pagans and other heathen people filled vp 
the Sepulchreof Chriſt with carth, and built vp in the place the 
Temple of Yenws, and in it put her image, where ſhee was wors 
ſhipped a long time after, vnrill ſuch time as that godly Empe. 
refle Hellen cauſed that Temple to be aboliſhed; and the fſepul- 
chre clenſed and purified, Afterwards at her inſtigation, Cox- 
ſtantinethe Great (whowas her ſonne) built vp in the very ſame 
placea faireand goodly Church in memory of our Sauiour, and 
beſtowed great coſt both in the workemanſhip, and in beauri- 
fying it with gold and filuer. This Temple (as it was before it 
was deſtroied by the Saracens)1s ſaid to be built all of white po. 
liſhed marble, and beautified with ſtones of divers colours, guilt 
with gold and filuer, conered on the outfide with lead to with- 
ſtand the tormes and ſhowers of raine that happened, bur the 
inſide was guilt all with ſplendant and refulgent gold,which caſt 
awondetfull lure vpon the beholders. On either fide of it were 
two walking galleries, one aboue, which was cloſe, and another 
below,which was open; extendeng themſclues the length of the 
ſfanQuarie; all the roofe and vault heing covered ouer with gold 
and artificiall worke : the one being ſupported with pillars of 
Marble,the other with poſts of wood plaited with filner. There 
were alſo three gates towards the Eaſt, very fitly and fairely dif. 
poſed, by which the multitude that reſorted thirher, go in & out: 
within theſe,there ſtood an arch,repreſenting after a (ort the He. 
miſphzre of the Heauens, extended to the top of the ſanQtuary 
like a circle, girded about with twelue pillars of equall bignefle, 
repreſenting the twelue Apoltles, and vpon the top of this arch 
wereplaced cups of finer, beautifully burniſhed, All which the 
faid Emperour dedicated to God for a monument. 

There were many other memorable things that did belong to: 
this Temple,which were admirable to looke onal! which as you: 
came vp the high fireer from the marker place, were preſented 
toyourview; a ſtately ſight, the like whereof thoſe parts did not 
affoord, This temple was builtby the Emperor Conftantine, Anno 
Dora.3 3.3. Venerable Bead;who was a Dr of Diviniry,and lined in 

England 700 yearcs after Ehriſt, deſcribeth the holy ſepulchre 


after:

after this manner : This Sepulchre ouer head was ſomethino 
round, & ſo high that a man could ſcarce touch it with his hand; 


ſtanding in that rocke which extendeth it ſelfe from mount Cal. 
aarie into the Garden of 7oſeph of Arimathea : repreſenting in 
forme, a little chappell ; the entrance thereinto was towards rhe 
Eaſt. And further hee addeth, that they which went into this 
vaile, found onthe right hand towards the North, a-ſtone tombe 


which reſembled a coffin, ſcituated in the pauement, joyning to 


the wall , which ſtone coffin was of a mixt colour, that is, white 

and red,being ſeuen foot long,and three handtfulls high. This de. 
ſcription venerable Bede receiued from certaine Monkes, that 

went vpon deuotion to Ieruſalem to viſit this Sepulchre : but 

ſince, it hath beene diuers times deſtroied and polluted by the 

Turkes and other heathen people. From whence may be gathe. 

red, that the Sepulchre which 1s now ſtanding and ſhewed vnto 

Pilgrims, is ſome new device of Monkes to get money of ſtran. 

gers, and procure a kind of blind deuotion in the hearts of igno- 

rant people ; whereforeas the Angell ſaid, 2Zarke 16. Letvs not 

ſeeke Chriſt any longer amon 
his holy Church, where the lively pourtraiture of his divine pre- 
fence is ſet forth vnto vs :that ſo we may be made partakers with 
him hereafter in that place of eternall glorie. Concerning the 
reſidue of this deſcription you may ſee 1t before. 


Of Emmata. 


His citieor caſtle of Emmaus.,is diſtant from Ieruſalem al- 

moſt ezght miles towards theNorthweſt.It ſignifies the mb- 
ther of fortitude;being derived of Emm,a mother ; and Y:z,which 
the Hebrewes call Fortitude, It ſtood where three ſeucrall waies 
were, that ſo it might ſerne fora direCion to paſſengers. From 
whence /c/andtos {aith that itwas anotabletypeof the Church, 
which is our true mother, ſhewing vs the way vnto eternal life. 
And although it be bur little, and the number in it few, yet it is 
ſtrong. As thecaſtle,though it were ſmall, yet it isalmoſt inuin- 
cible, and for that cauſecalled The mother of firength, as the 
Church is called The mother of the righteous,againſt which the 
gates of hell ſhall not beable topreuaile. 
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In the time of udas HMacchabews (though it was then a ſmall 
_ city)itwasnumbred amongſt the greateſt cities of Iuda,becauſe 
of the ſc1tuation and firength of it. To this place our Sauiour 
trauelled from Ieruſalem the ſame day that hee aroſe from the 
dead, Zuke 24. | 

In the time © the Rofnans warres in Indza,this city waswon- 
. derfully defaced and ruined by the ſfouldiers of 7iberizs Maxi- 
mu (who was chicfe Captaine in chis countrey,in the abſence of 
Titzs Yeſþpaſian,) but yet norvtterly aboliſhed; for abour a hun- 
dred and fiftie yeares after, Heliogabo!us Emperour of Rome cau- 
ſed it to be rebuilded, and called by the name of Nicopolis, that 
is,the citie of Vifforie, Not farre from Emmaus there was an Inne, 
ora place to which ſtrangers might reſort, and there three waies 
met;two went of cither {ide.the towne,and one through it:in this 
place the two Diſciples conſtrained our bleſſed Sautour to ſtay 
with them, becauſe it was then about Sunne-ſet, Neere vnto this 
Inne Nicephorus and ZoFemenr ſay (in their Eccleftaſticall Hi- 
ſtorie) there was a Spring or Well of that admirable vettue, that 
:ifeither man or beaſt that was ifffirme or ({icke did drinke of the 
water thereof, they were immediately reſtored to their former 
health. The reaſon that theſe Authors haue for it (becauſe they 
are impertinent) I willingly omir. 

But toreturnro the ciry of Emmaus, as it 1s now called Nico- 
polis, being ſcituated eight miles from leruſalem towards the 
Northeaſt, in the way as you goe thence to Ioppa: the countrey 
round about it being very fertile and pleaſant, by reaſon of the 
rivers and ſprings wherewith it is watered,as P/7zy faith,/.5.c.14. 
and much altered from that which it was in times paſt : bur be. 
cauſe you may reade more of this city in Pl;zy, as it 1s at this day, 
and in Nicephorus and Enſcbins,] leaueto ſpeake further of ir. 
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of Simon of Cyrene, 


| His S/m0n which carried the Crofle of our Sauiour Chriſt, 
L was born in Kir,acity in Africa,ſcituated 16 miles from Ie- 
' Tuſalem towards the Weſt, fatrh,27,Luke 23,1nwhich city Tig- 


lath | 
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lath Phulaſſer Emperour of the Affirians planted many of the in. 


habirants of Damaſcus, after he had conquered that city, 2 Rep, . 


16. This citie and the countty ronnd about it, by reaſonof theſe 
new inhabitants, by little and little changed the name:and wher. 
as in former times it was called Kir, in the time of our Sattionr it 
was commonly called Cyrene, and this man (of that countrey) 
Simon of Cyrene. At this day it is a ſtrong and beautitull city,ſci. 
taated betweene Marcotides and Zeugitania:at firft builtby Bar. 
tus, whom Callimachw the Pott claimeth tobe his progenitor, 
This Batt was a mighty king in Africa, butwas one that had a 
great impedimentin his ſpeech,inſomuch that many thinkethis 
word 87 to have beene originally vſed by him, and by none 
other, Afterward(as is ſaid) Tie/ah Phulaſſer having obtainedthe 
juriſdi&ion of this citie, planted the-people of Damaſcus init: 
and they obtaining ſome power there, continued trill a long time 
after Chrift,and imbraced the religion of the Tewes, built vp Sy- 
nagogues, and diſperſed that law in many parts of thoſe quar- 
ters. There were ſome of this countrey that oppoſed that holy 
Marter Szephes, and were conſenting to his death. There were 
many learned men in it, as Eratoſthenes the Mathematician, Cu 
limachws the Poet (both which were Fad in great eſtimation a- 
mong the Zgyptians) Carncades alſo the Academian , Crouue 
Apollonius,and Hegeſias the Philoſopher(of whom Cicero ſpeaketh 
in the fifth book of his Tuſculans) and Eratoſthenes the Hiſtori- 
an, who was ſonne of CAgacli.Saluſt ſaith, that this citie in his 
time was ſo mightie, that it maintained war againſt the Cartha- 
g1nians {or their bounds and limits of their fields and grounds, a 
long time;and 7yſtine 11,5, 9, That they maintained warre againſt 


two nations, the Phcenes, and the Zgyprians: inwhich wartes | 


they gaue pris, the King of the Agyptians, ſuch a mighty 
overthrow, that there were very few of his army that returned 
into bis countrey with him,as Horodet affirmeth,/i4.4. there were 
alſo many great Princes that ruled in this city, of which becauſe 
you may reade in diners other Authors more at large, I omitto 
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Of Ioſeph of Arimathea, 


of Ioſeph of Arimathea who buried Chriſt. 


His Zoeph which cauſed our Sauior Chriſt to be buried in his 
garden,was arich man,vprighr & juſt in all his a&tions,a Se- 
nator of Teruſalem,and one that expeQed the Kingdome of God, 
borne at Arimathea a citie of the Iewes, Euc.23, This citiewas 
ſometime called Ramarthaim Sophim,and ſometime Ramah, be- 
cauſe it was ſcituated ina high place, and in times paſt was a fair 
citie tanding 16 miles from Ieruſalem toward the Northweſt, 
the deſcription whereof you may reade before, Ar this day it is 
called Ramalea; being nothing fo faire as is was,but like a coun- 
trey towne, the houſes being careleſſely diſperſed here and there, 
lying without walls or bulwarkes to defend ir;notwithſtanding, 
the ancient ruins of the former city is to be ſeencuen at this day, 
* There is alſo agreat Inne or reſting place for ſtrangers, hauing 
within it many roomes for the receit of paſſengers, and a well of 
very ſweet water. This houſe was firſt purchaſed at the charge of 
Philip Duke of Burgondie, and by him committed to the pro- 
tetion.of the Monkes of Mount Sion, by whom it is at this day 
made an-hoſpitall, wherein pilgrims, trauellers,and ſtrangers are 
entertained and find much reliefe. In an. inward Orchard belon- 
ing to this hoſpital, there is a faire plot of ground that bringeth, 
forth greataboundance of Aloes,of which there is often mention 
tn the holy Scriptures, but more eſpecially in Pſalme 48, Thy gar- 
ments ſmell of * x7 polopes Cafita, when thou commeſb out of thy Iworie 
palaces, where tNey haxe made thee glad. 

Nichodemwus a Prince of the ewes, together with /oſeph of Ari. 
mathea, brought with them an hundred pound of Aloes mixed 
with Mysrhe,to embalme the body of our Sauiour Chriſt, when 
they had begged it of Pilat, before they buried it, oh.19..Myrrh 
isa kind of gum that iſſueth out of atree that growes in the Eaſt 

, | countries, but principally in Arabia: the tree out of which it if- 
ſueth is commonly two yardsand a -balfe high,with ſome pricks 
vpon it,the barke whereof being cut, there ifſueth out of ir drops 
like teares,which congealeth into agum,and is called Mirrh:the' 
principallvertue that it hath, is to keepe the bodies of the Dead. 
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incorruptable,ſee Pli./i.12,c4,15, & 16. In Arabia Foelix there ig 
ſuch abundance of ſweet Myrrhe, Frankincenfe, and other odori. 
farous gums, that ſuch as ſaile in theRed ſea may eaſily ſmell the 
ſauour of them. There is alſo found in the holy Land Myrrhe and 
Aloes. Aloes is tif juyce of a certaine bitter herbe, which by 
ſome is called Exerliaing - it killeth the wormes, and preſerueth 
from putrifaQion, it is allogood for the fight, There 1s to bega. 
thered in India, Arabia, and the Holy land,a certaine herbe of an 
extraordinary ſweet ſmel],with leaues broad, fat and juicie,which 
being preſt yeeldeth more Aloes than honey , from whence this 
metaphoricall prouerde is vied, 2nodplus moleſtie quam voluptati 
gtenit,that is, more troubleſome than profitable. You may reade 
alſo in Plautws,that the life of man taſteth more of Aloes than ho- 
ney. And Iuvenal ſpeaking ofan euill wife, ſaith,fhe hath moreof 
Aloes than honey.So Euripides, Enery ſweet hath his ſowre.” So 
alſo the holy Croſſe ſeemeth to have more of Aloes than hony, 
notwithſtanding it preſerueth vs from eternall corruption, and 
killeth the venomous worms of conſcience, clenſeth vs fromout 
ſinnes,and freeth vs from the feare of the Dinel & eternall death; 
that ſo we might be recreated,and by the faith of our Sauioarbe 
raiſed vþ at the laſt day, and pertake with/him in his everla 
kingdome:according tothat of /obannes Taulerus Where the croſſe, 
there the lizht ; where temptation,there prayer and regeneration,e7c, 
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The Travels of Perer, 


N the 35 yeare after the natiuitieof Chriſt, about the moneth 
of Ianuary, and a little before the connerſion of the Apoſtle, 
Paul, Peter and 7ohn were ſent from Teruſalem to Samaria,which 
was 32 miles, that the Samaritans might receiue that admirable 
gift of the Holy-Ghoſt, and there they diſputed with Simr 4- 

gi, Adis Bk -j 
From Samaria they returned backe again to Teruſalem,which 
was 32 Miles, Inthis journey they went to diuers townes <> the 
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' Samaritans, reaching and preaching vnto them the do@rine of 
the Goſpell, 4s 8. 


In the ſixt yere after the reſurrection of Chriſt, Petey went to 
Lidda, which was diſtant from Ieruſalem twentie miles towards 


the Northeaft ; where be cured /#zeas, who had lien ficke eight 


yeares of the Palſie vpon his bed, ds 9. 

From thence hee went to Ioppa, which was three miles: here 
he raiſed Tabitha from death, As 9. | j 

Inthe ſeuenth yeare after the reſurre&ion of Chriſt, Peter went 
from Ioppa and came-to Czſarea Strato, which was fix and thir- 
tie miles : where hee preached the Goſpell to Cornelius the Cen- 
turion, and baptiſed him and his whole familie, 4s ro.Clemens 
Recoenlib.g. 

From C zſarea he returned to Ieruſatem,which was 32 miles ; 
where being accuſed for going to the Geatiles, hee excuſed him- 
ſelfe, Ads rt. 

In the elenenth yeare after the reſurrefion of Chriſt, hee was 
caſt into priſon,and ſetarlibertie by an Angell of God, 4&s 12. 
So he went ſecretly from Ieruſalem (as it was thought) into the 


deſart, or to ſome other vnknowne place : vpon the ſecond day 


of Auguſt in the ſame yeare, Herod Agrippa King of the Iewes was 
ſtrucke by an Angell of God at Czſarea,and he was deuoured of 
no: mes, 4s 12.Toſeph, Antiq.lib.19.cap.4. 

After, Herod 47rippabeing dead and buried, Peter returned to 
leruſalem, where hee was in Councellwith the reſt of the Apo- 


Rles, about ſixteene yeares after the reſurre&ion of Chriſt, and 


fourteene after the conuerſion of Pas!,Gal.2.Afs 15.Seeallo Bede 
vpon the As ofthe Apoſtles. 

In the ſenenteenth yeare after the reſurrefion of Chriſt, Peter 
went from Ieruſalem and came to Antiochia in Syria, which 
journey was 280 miles: there Pas! reſiſted him, Gal.2. 

From Antiochis hee went to Babylon in Agypr, where hee 


wrote his firſt Epiſtle:chis journey was 520 miles.Soall his Tra» | 


wels which are mentioned inthe Scripture were 955 miles.

The Trauels of Peter. 


Allegations of the Author to proue that Peter 
Was neuer at Rome. 


Vt that Peter was twenty fiue yeares ſeuen moneths and fiye 
daies Biſhop and chiefe Prieft at Rome, cannot be proued 
by the teſtimony of the Scripture, and is vtterly repugnant 
tothe ſupputation and true accompt of the times. Firſt, becauſe / 
it is manifeſt by thatwhich hath beene ſaid, that he continued at 
leruſalem and in Iudza duting the time that Tiberim, Calignla, | 
and Claudius were Emperours of Rome. And ſhortly after the 
martyrdome of Stezen, hee and 19hn were ſent into Samaria, that 
the Samaritans might alſo recciue the gift of the holy Ghoſt, 
At#.8.Paulalſo in the third yere after his converſion, came to Ie. 
ruſalem, and there ſpoke with Peter, and remained with him fif. 
teene daies, 4.9.Gal.1.Fourteene daies after the conuerſionof 
Paul, Peter was at the Apoſtolicall councell held in TIeruſalemyand 
there, with 12mes and John gaue the right hand of fellowſhip to 
Paul and Barnabas, that they ſhould goe and preach the Goſpel 
vnto the Gentiles; and thathee and the reſt would goe vntothe 
Iewes & thoſe that were circumciſed, Gal.2. In the time of Clay 
dius Ceſar, Peter was committed to priſon by Herod CAHgrippe in 
leruſalem, and miraculouſly delivered by the Angell of Gol, 
At.1o.1n the ninth yeare of Claudius Ceſar, Peter was at Antio- 
chia in Syria,where Pau! reſiſted him to his face, Gal.2.All theſe || -ni 
things maniteſtly proue that the Apoſtle Peter was nor at Rome | Ie 
at ſuch time as any of theſe three,vi7. Tiberims,Caligula and Claw | B 
_ were Emperors;but either in Ieruſalem,orelſe at Antiochia | le 
in Syria. 
Secondly, it may axacly bee madecuident out of the holy, 
Scriptures, that Peter was not at Rome in thetimeof Ners, For 
inthe ſecond yeare of Nero, Panl/wrote his Epiſtleto the Romans, 
and ſent it from Corinth by the hand of Phebe : in which Epiſtle I. 
he ſaluted all his friends which he had in that citie, by name, as 
by the concluſion of the Epiſtle more plainely appeareth ; but 
there is ao mention of the Apoſtle Peter,who (if that at tim Bt- 
op 
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The Trauels of Peter, 


ſhop of that place) ſurely ſhould nothaue bin omitted, Alſo in 
the fift yeare of Ners,Pani being then in priſon at Rome, wrot his 
Epiſtles to the Galatians, Epheſians, Philippians, Coloflians,and 
to. Philemon;and in the concluſion of theſe Epiſtles he expreſſely 


nameth all his friends that he had in Rome, yet makes no menti- 


on of Feter, And when he was the ſecond time in priſon vnder Ne- 
70, inthe laſt yeare of the reigne of this Emperour,hee wrot from 
Rome his ſecond Epiſtle to Timothy, beeing a little before his 
death, at the end of which Epiſtle he plainly ſhewes that he had 
no companion there but Luke, 2 7im..4, From whence it 1s mani- 


'feſt, that Peter during all the pilgrimage and life of Paul, was ne- 
\uerat Rome: how then can it pofhible be,that Peter ſhould be bi- 


ſhop of Rome for the ſpace ot almoſt 26 yeares ? Truly there are 
many learned men,and they alſo of great iudgement, which hold 
this opinion falſe, and vtterly repugnant to holy Scripture, nei- 
ther can be proued by any good Authors or hiſtories. But if Peter 
were euer at Rome, heecame thicher after the laſt impriſonment 
of Paul, and a few daies before his martyrdom. Becauſe(as Onu- 


Phrins faith,in Comment .faſt .lib.2.alſo Euſeb.lib.2.cap.22.and Ter- 


tul.cont . Marcion,) Peter and Paul inthe 35 yeareafter the reſurre. 
tion of Chriſt,and vpon the third day of the Calends of Iuly(C. 
Fonteius Capitonins & C.Iulivs Rufus being then Conſuls of Rome) 
werecrowned with the Wreath of martyrdome , and with their 
bloud ſealed the truth of the Goſpel. But there are others of opi- 


-bion that Peter neuer came at Rome, but that he was crucified at 


leruſalem by. King 4grippa's command ; others. ſay at Babylon. 
But becauſe it is a thing doubtfull, and not greatly materiall, I 


-leaue it to the Readers conſideration.

Of Samaria, 


REcauſc I haue before briefly-intreated of thebeginning and 


foundation of this city,I ſhal not need here againe torepeat 

it. I will now therefore ſhew.the end of it, which was principally 
cauſed by the obſinacie of the AA Fade refuſing = do- 
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The Trattels of Peter. 


Arine and prophecy of Elias and FliFews,imbraced and followed 
ſtrange gods,and offered incenſe vnto idols; whereby the wrath 
of God was kindled againſt them , inſomuch that hee teft this 
ooodly city as a prey to the Gentiles and forreine nations, that 
carried the people thereof into captiuitic, where for a long time. 
they remained 1n great miſerie. 

After the firſt deſolation, becauſe the countrey round about 
this citie was very fertile and pleaſant, abounding wtrh ſprings, 
- riners, vines, olive gardens, mountaines, fruitfull valleyes, faire 
Citics,and flrong caſtles and townes;Herod Aſcalonites (that great 
Kinz of the Iewes, who put ro death the innocent children) ree. 
dified it, fet vp many goodly buildings beautified with marble 
wo and pleaſant walkes : and alſo inthe circuit of the Kings 

ouſe, and vnder the buildings of the nobilitie inthe common 
Marketplace, the houſes and vaults were fupported with marble 
pillars,according to the maner of the Tewes. The pallace(callled 
the K. houſe, ſtood in the midſt of rhe citie, vpon the top of the 
mountain : and ronnd about it there were divers other buildings 
fertvp,but much lower, euen about the deſcent of the mountaine, 
yet ſo ſcituared, that the inhabitants might ſee ont of theirhou. 
fes the country round about, Then cloſe to the pallace in thevp- 
per part of the citic,he cauſed a temple to be built in honorof 41 


2eſizzs Thus having fniſhed the infide, he compaſt it abourlFicf 


a mighty wall,and vpon that placed many tutrers:& then to flat- 
ter Augufius,called it by the name of Sebaſten,which among the 
Grecians ſignifies Auzuſtum & vexerabildprincipem:now although 
this citie was very glorious and ſpatious 1n thoſe times(for itwas 
three miles abomt)yerat this day it is vtterly ruined 8 deſtroied, 
inſomuch,that there is not a houſe ſtanding,two Churches only 
excepted,which were built in honour of S, 7hn Bapriſt : and the 
chiefof theſe, which was the Carhedrall Church, the Saracens 
baue conuerted to their vſe, ſo that at this day MHahomet is wor- 
ſhipr in it, In this ſtood the Sepulchre of S.7 4» Baptiſt, cut out 
in marble, like the ſepulchre of Chriſt, where(as H:erom ſaith)he 
lieth buried berween Eliſha & Obediah the Prophets. This church 
ſtands vponthe fide of the mountaine,in the deſcent. 
The Saracens doprincipally reuerence $. 1ohn Baprtiſi next af- 
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cer Chriſt,and they affirm the virgin ary to haue conceiued b 


\ the holy Spirit,and not by the ſeed of man: That S.1ohnwas the 


oreatelt prophet(except Chriſt)that cuer was. Theyalſobelecue 
Chriſt to be the ſon of God, but not to be equallwith God. Yet 
they prefer Mahomet before both, becauſe they hold hima meſ- 
ſenger ſent of God,not vnro all men, but onely vnto the Saracens 


and Turks,and their ſubie&s. 


The other Church which ſtood in Samaria, was vpon the to 
ofthe mountainwhich ſomtimes the Kings palace ſtood, In this 
Church in times paſt there dwelt certain Grecian Monks,which 
were Chriſtians, and entertained Chriſtian Pilgtimswith great 
bumanitie,and furniſhed them with many neceſlaries. 

But the city of Samaria it ſelfe hath bin ſo often overthrown, 
and brought to ſuch extreme miſerie, that almoſt all the ground 
where it ſtood is at this time connerted intoan Olive garden. So 
that as thatwicked King CA+ab turned the Vineyard of Naboth 
which ſtood cloſe by his houſe, into an olive garden;ſo God in his 
ſingular juſtice hath turned the palace of that King, & the whole 
city wherein he dwelt, which was the ſtrength of his kingdome, 
into anolive garden. Thereare not {o many ruins found through 
all the land of Indza (though there haue bin many worthy cities 
deſtroyed)asare in this place at this day, The ſcituationof this 
city was very beautifull,for a man might haue ſeen from itto the 
ſea of Ioppa and Antipatris;alſoto Gzſarea Paleſtina,8& thorow 
al the mountain of Ephraim,to Ramatha Sophim,8: ſo tro mount 
Carmel and the city of Prolomais. 


Of Lidass 


T His city was ſcituated not far from Ioppa,vpon the ſhore of 
' 1 the Mediterranianſea,2o miles from leruſalem Northweſt- 
ward, Inthis city Peter healed «&neas,who bad bin fick 8 years of 
the palſie. Atthis day there is nothing to be ſeen but the Church 
of S. Gearge, who was beheaded by the Emperour Dzoclefiaw, for 
profeſling the Chriftian faith. The Grecians call this town Dio- 
ſpolis,j.an boly Town. And the Turksaccount S,George for a va- 
liaft Knight and holy man, | 
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Of CaſareaStrato. 


'T His city was ſcittated yponthe ſhore of the Mediterranian 
ſea, ſome 32 miles from Ieruſalem Northward : in antiene 
rime it was called Strato, being firſt builtby S:rato King of Sy. 
don. But time hauing decayed a great part of it, Herod” Afcalonits 
repaired it, and'made it a goodly thing, calling it Czfarea, after 
the name of 4wguſtus Ceſar, And that ſhips might lie at anchoy 
there without danger, he cauſed robe butlded a fair haven too 

pole the violence of the ſea, This hauen was ſo-wonderfully con. 


trived and ſervpatſucha greatcharge, that it was admirable to - 


looke vpon:; for he laid the foundation of 'it twenty yards vnder 
water, burying in'the Deepe ſtones of an extraordinarie great- 
eſſe, ſome fifry foot long, eight foot thicke, and.ten foot broad, 
and mady of ther more. The Hauenit felfe was beautified with 
faire buildings and'goodly Walkes, ſupported with marblePil- 
lars,and mounted vp aloft, ſothat you might ſee the ſhips as they 
were vpon the ſea,and made way to this harbor. Theentrancein- 
to itwas vpon the:Norrh, at the mouth thereof there:ſtood three. 


mighty 'Coloſſes vpon matble pillars. Hee alſoplacedivponthe - 


wall of the Ciry towards the Hauen mighty Towers, the chie- 
feſt and faireſtofwhich hededicated to Druſus,” Auznſtra hisfon 
in law,and called-it by the name of the Druſian tower, The buik 
dingsthat ioynedtothis Hauenwereall of white poliſhed: mar- 
ble, and the ftreets of the City were direaly towards ir. Alſo 
the Market-place where they bought and fold was not farre from 
it, Vpon alittle hill cloſe by this Port he cauſed a Church tobe 
built in honour of Augu/ius Ceſar. This Temple was a very mag- 


nificent and ſtarely building}, and in it hee cauſed the Statue of 


Huguſizs (curiouſly wrought and caft juſt in the figutedf 72pi- 
zer Olympius ) tobeerected, andworſhipped itas his god.' There 
are many other ſtately and ſumptuous buildings thatwere ſet vp 
by this King, Butamongk the reſt, he beſtowed:great coſt vp- 


onthe market place, the Theatre, and the Amphitheatrewhich 


hee wonderfully beautified', and inſtituted certaine Games to 
be there vſed once cuery fifth yeare in honour of eAtrguſtne', as 
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Toſep.ce Bell 1u4.4i.1,witneſſeth, After the death of this king, 7e- 
red Agrippa was made King of the Iewes, This Prince ſome ten 
yeares after the reſurreRion of Chriſt cauſed Iames the ſon of Ze- 
bedews vyon the 2 5 day of Iuly to be put todeath in Ierufalem, 
and when he perceiued it was acceptable vntothe Iews,ia the fol- 
lowing yeare about the feaſt of the Paſſcouer hee cauſed Peter to 
be caſt into priſon;who by the prayers of the Church was mira- 
culouſly delivered, as you may reade As 1 2. A little after, that 
is, about the moneth of Auguſt,this King was ſtrook by the Aqn- 
gel of the Lord,and died miſerably : for when he came toCzſa- 
rea Strato he cauſed the publique ſhewes to be ſolemnly praQi- 


- ſed,and in honor of C/audims Ceſar ſet forth very ſumptuous inter- 


ludes and playes ; towhich feaſt and ſhewes all the Nobility and 
Gentry of that countrey round about reſorted. Wherethe next 
day very early in the morning, hauing put onarich and goodly 
garment madeall of cloath of gold, he went into the theatre,and 
there according to his vſuall cuſtome fate ina princely ſeat, and 
made an oration to the inhabitants of Tyre. Now when the ſunne 
was vp and ſhone vpon his garments, the raies thereof caſt ſuch a 
refletion vpon the beholders,that ir dazled their cies, infomuch 


'# thatthey could ſcarce ſee. Wherefore thoſe that were his flatte- 
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rers,hearing his gratious ſpeech,cried with a loud voice,0 Agrip- 
pa be propitious wnto vs,for although heretofore we feared thee as aman, 
get now we well perceiue thow art of a more noble and Dinine nature,But 
when the King (taking delight in theſe ſpecches) would nor re- 
ſtrain the impious clamour of theſe flatterers, a little after he lif- 
ted vp his head,and vpon the top of a _ he ſaw an Qwle fitting 
oner him, Preſently he was troubled in his minde, and withina 
while after hee was ſtrooke with an extreme paine in his bowels, 
infomuch that witha loud voice he cried out vnto his friends, Z 
whom but now was called your god,am but a man, and him that you ima- 
gined to be immortal, ouſt preſently $e. Theſe words being ended, 
they caricd him fick into his palace, and it was giuenout that he 

was dead. 
No ſooner came this newes to theeares of the vulgar, but they 
With their wiucs and children puton -; rm: , and fell _ 
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che oroand wich earneſt ſupplications to Godro bee metcifut] 


vito him, But the King looking out of his window and feet 


them lie'thus proſtrate vpon the carth, wailing andweeping , he 
conld not abſtain from reares. At the length after he had beene 
cruelly tormented by the ſpace of fouredayes,vpon the fift dyed! 


beeing the ſecond of Auguſt, the wormes hauing conſumed his 


guts,and eaten throughhts body. Thus God grieuoully puniſhed 
him , who had-ſo much afflicted the members of the Church of 
Chrift : but towards other men,as well ſtrangers as Gentiles, hee 
was milde and courteous. He raigned inthe whole almoſt feuen 
yeares ; for he held the Tetrarchy of Philip three yeares vnder Ca- 
/izula, and other foure yeares he held the whole kingdome of the 


| ewes, He died intheelenenth yeare after the reſurreRtion,andin 


the third of C/aud:ws Ceſar,being then about 5 4 yeres of age, 44, 
22.JToſeph, Antiq.lib.19. 
Plizie ſaith that this towne of Cſaria Strato, was ſometime 


called Apollonia, butaſter obtained rhe nanie of.

(This Corrnelrns is thought by ſome to haue been of the 
family of the Lentuli in Rome, fox they-were alſo caKed Corne:

be thar this Cornelius was thar Lentulus which wrot to Tiberins Cer 
far that excellent Epiſtle, concerning the figure, proportion, and 


perſon of our Lord and Sauior Tefus Chriſt.) Alſothe houſeof 
Philip the deacon, and the chambers of his foure daughters who . 
were Propheteſſes. When Paul cam? vntothis towne, Agabus the 


Prophet came vnto him, who bound his hands and feet with the 


girdle of Paul ſaying,T hemas that oweth thus girdle ſhal be thus bound 
by the Tewes at !eruſalem,and.they ſhall deliuer him ints the hands ofthe || 


Gentiles, Here he madeanorable ſermon before Feſtrs; Agrippd In- 
#/0r,and his {iſter Bernice, 4&7.16. 

This towne flouriſhed for a long time after the deſtrucqion 
of Teruſali:m, and itwas ſcituared in a faire and profitable place, 
fortified towards the Weft- with the' Mediterranean (ca, and 
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towards the Eaſt itwas compalſlied aboutwirh a lake , in which 
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were great aboundance of Crocodiles,though the water was very 
ſveet,and of a great depth. Many godly and religious men were 
here crowned with the wreatlrof martyrdome, {or profeſling the 
Goſpel of Chriſt,as Euſebius Biſhop of this town and of Pamphi- 
lius well obſerueth in his Zecleſ. iſt, But the Lord did fo ſharply 
revenge the death of theſ&men, that at this day it is vtterly de- 


ſtroied, and there is not a houſe lefr, though in times paſt it had 


/ been a Biſhops See. There was alſo another town built by Philip 


the Tetrarch, called Czſarca Philippi , whereof you may reade 


of Toppa. 


(0pcmng this towne I haue already ſhewed many things in 
4 the Trauels of 7onas,but omitted ſome, ſpecified by Brgtien- 
bxchand D* Rawwolfe, who hauedeſcribed.the holy land as it was 
inthe yeare of our Lord 1575, which Authors affirme that there 
is ſeen a great chain of iron faſtned roa certain rock,tothewhich 
ſhips that lay inthat harbor were ſomtimes ried. Alſo the chain 


' Wherewith Andromeda was faſt bound to a ſtone,when ſhe ſhould 


haue bin deuoured of the ſea monſter. Alſo they ſay that thersis 
a Chappell at this day built vp in the place where ſometime" rhe 
houſe of Simon the Tanner ſtood, who gaue entertainment to Pe- 
ter,ſtanding by a rock cloſe by the ſea {ide,and dedicated to faint 
Peter, But for the reſt of the town (although formerly it hath bin 
2 goodly city) itis vtterly defiygied.nothing ſtanding but a part 
of the wall, & twa caſtles vponthe hauen todefend ſuch as come 
thitherwith ſhips,from the injuries & incurſions of Pagans and

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{ignifieth Confuſion, Concerning both which cities you may 
reade moxe at large in their former deſcription.From this towne 
it is credibly thought (and not from that towne which ſtood in 
Chaldza) Peter wrot his firſt Epiſtle,as the circumſtances of the 
hiſtorie doe euidently declare : for that Babylon which ſtood in 
Chaldea was in the time of Petey vtterly deſtroyed ; but then this 


Babylon was had in greateſtimation, Abour this time alſo Mark 


whowas the diſcipleof Peter, was the firſt Biſhop of Alexandria, 
as you may reade in the end of his firſt Epiſtle. Wherefore that 
opinion which ſome would haue to paſſe for truth, that Perer wroe 
his firk Epiſtle from Rome, calling it allegorically Babylon, is 
vtterly to be condemned , ſince there is none who can certainely 
proue that conjeRure,neither is it grounded vpon any firm foun. 
dation; for although Babylon inthe Revelation of S.rohn(becaule 
it was a ſecret hc) was allegorically v{ed, yet inaplaine 
and manifeſt hiſtorie ſuch kinde of Allegories are not allowed, 
From whence may be concluded, that S. Peter weot his firſt Epi 
file from this Babylon,nort from Rome. 
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The Tranels of Saint lohn, with the Annotation of 
the Times wherein he lined. 


T7: the Evangeliſt and Apoſtle of our Lord Teſus Chriſt,was 
borne in the tenth yeare afterthe natiuitie of our Sauiorand 
was made his Diſciple when he was 21 yearsof age. He ſaw the 
miracle of Chriſt when hee changed the Water into Wine, lov 
cap.2., Inthe yeare following,v7z. inthe 22 yeare of his age,hee 
was taken into the number of the twelue Apoſtles, Luke 6.M47.3. 


After that, in the three and twentieth yeare of his age he ſaw the 


transfigurationof Chriſt in mount Thabor : and when hee was 
foure and twenty yeares of age he ſtood vnder the Crofſe of our 
Saniour Chrift;and the ſame yere a littleafter Chrifts Aſcentt- 
on, hewith the reſt of the Apoſtles receiued the gift oftheboly- 
Ghoſt, beingthen the feaſt of Penticoſt,, which fell abour the 
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foure and owenticth day of May inthe ſame yere hewas caſt into 


priſon with Peter, for healing the lame man, 4&s 3.4. Thus much 


of his yourh. 
About the middle of the firſt yeare after our Sauiour Chriſts 


aſcention (404» being then 25 years old) was ſentwith Peter from 


the city of Ieruſalem to Samaria,z2 miles, 

From Samaria he returned back again to Teruſalem, 32 miles, 
and as he returned preachedthe goſpel of Chriſt in divers towns 
of the Samaritans, 4s 8. 
 Marythemotherofour Lord being now 59 yeares of age, died 
inthe twelfth yere after the reſurre&ion of Chriſt,and was buri- 
ed by /ohnthe Evangeliſt inthe garden of Gethſemene, 104» bee- 
ing then 35 yeares old, Foure yeares after her death hee was pre- 
ſeatat the Apoſtolical Councel in Ieruſaem. Now 1ames his bro- 
ther,ywho was called the Elder, was beheaded two yeares before ; 
for this Councel was celebrated in the preſenceof ſames the yon- 
ger, Peter, 1ohn, Paul and Barnabas, rc, about fixteene yeares after 
= reſurreQtion of Chriſt, and 1 4after the conuerſfion of Pav!, 
64,2. 


Before the deſtruQ&ion of Ieruſalem, which hapned abour the 
61 yeare of his age, and 38 after Chriſts aſcention, 74» went 


from Ieruſalem,and came to Epheſus, 544 miles, where after the 
death of the Apoſtle Paul hee gouerned the Churches of Aſia 
minor, 

In the 86 yeareof his age,beeing caſt intoa Veſlell of boiling, 
_ vile,and comming out vahurt, by the command of Domitian the 
Emperor he was baniſhed into the Iſle of Pathmos,diftant from: 
Epheſus 4o miles. There he wrot his Revelation tothe 7 churches. 
in Afia minor,whereof you may&ecade 4poc.1, 

From Pathmos hee'returned to Ierufalem , which was fortie 
miles, being then 88 yeares of age, and there he raiſed Dr»ſana 
from death to life. After this, he gouerned the Churches in Afia- 
foure years, thart is, from the gouernment of Nero the Emperour, 
vato the fourth yeare of the gouernment of Traja» the Emperor, 
andcalled the yong man to repentance which was of the Socie- 

tie 
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tie of theeues:at length he died at Epheſus when he ma —_— 
old, 4n.Dom.100,4s Sleromand Nicephorus (5. 2.04.32.0bſerue, 
So all his trauels were 688 miles.

Ss of Epheſas. 


His was the metropolitan city of Ionia, ſcituated in Afia 


minor, 544 miles from Ieruſalem Northweſtward. Itywas 
builr(ſaith S:74bo) by 4Andrecls the ſon of Codrus king of Athens; 
inthe timeof David King of Lrael, and becauſe of the beaurifull 
{cituationand fertilitie of the ſoile called Epheſus : in future A- 
ges growing into ſuch credit and eſtimation,that it was mightily 
encreaſed,and became one of the moſt famous mart rownes in all 
Aſia ; but it Good ſomewhat low, fo that the ſea brake in vpon it 
and drowned it,and many of the inhabitants periſhed;Neuerthe- 
lefle Lyſmachus K.of Thracebuilt it vp again in the place where 
now it ſtands, and called it Arſigoes, after bis wines name; But 
he veing dead,itwas againecalled by the antient name Epheſus. 


There were many, worthy menthat liuedin it, as Heraclitus, Scott- 


2u5,and Hermadoras,who for his excellent vnderſtanding 8 ſingu- 


lar honeſtie was baniſhed, Yippenachus alſo the Poet, Perrhaſius 8 
£pelles the Painters, Alexander the orator,and Theodotio a lew;who 
[Nterpreted the Bible. It was in antient times inhabited 'by the 


Amazons, 


i 
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Amazons,whoſe queen kept her court there, and wonderfully in- 
creaſed and adorned it with faireand beautifull buildings. Here 
alſo that notable Temple dedicated to Diana,which as Stra.ſaith 
li.14. Plin li,z36:4.14. was 220 yearesa building. It ſtood vpon 
mooriſh ground toauoid the danger of earthquakes. There were 
in it 127 pillars,ereced by ſo many Kings ; among which there 
were 36 thatwere curiouſly ficted, and artificially carued and in- 
grauen : it was 425 foot fong,'& 120broad. There were ſo many 
gifrs & gratuities ſent from all the cities and kings round abour, 
toward the building of this-Temple, that the riches and treaſure 
thereof was wonderfull, infomuch that when it was finiſhed, it 
was accounted one of the ſtarelieſt buildings the world could af- 
ford,and numbered among the wonders of the world. This tem- 
ple thus built at ſuch an extraordinarie charge that it was almoſt 
vavaluable,was ſet on fire by one Heroſtratus a wicked & peruerſe 
tellow (in the ſame Olympiad and day that 4/exander the Great 
was borne) who having nothing in him that mighr make him fa- 
mousin afrer-ages, burnt this goodly building, thatſo (though 
not for his good, but for his euill) he mg get a name. Bur the 
Epheſians were ſo inſenced becauſe of this miſchiefe, that they 
procured proclamation to bee made throughall'the kingdomes 
round abour,that his name ſhould not be once mentioned:which 
perbaps for a time was obſerued, but in future ages they could 
not prevent it, but that he was both ſpoken of & written of. Not. 
withſtanding afterward the inhabitants of this City became ſo- 
exceeding wealthy, thatrhey ſoonafrerrebuiltthisremple of D/- 
ave, and made it much fairer thanit was before all the Citifens 
contributing with willing hands to the charge of the building : 
Infomuch that the women brought all their ſiluer,gold,and other 
pretious ornaments,and communicated them towardsthis great 
Worke. : pBrIO bx ' P23 22'L 
Alf inafter-rimes thoſe faire'pillars beforefpokenof, were: 
Paine eretedgtowards the rebuilding whereof they receiued ſo X 
. hanyand wonderfull gifts, from all the neighbouring Kings, Ct- 


ties,and Countries, that this Temple might (as it was thought) -

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compare with all the world beſide for riches and trea{ure. Itwas 
ſtanding in S.Pauls time,who came thither abour 12 yeares after 
the reſurre&ion of our Sautor,and continued there three yeares, 
in which time he fo faithfully and diligently preached the Goſs || 7 
pell, that he conuerted moſt of the Ciriſens, from their idolatry 
and worſhip of Diana, to the reuerend knowledge andconfeffion || 7/ 
of our bleſſed Sayior.For which cauſe Demetrius the filuer ſmirh }} *1 
(who made a great gain by idolatry) ſtirred vp a great tumulr;ſo | #*: 
that the Gentiles running vp and down the City for two houres |} "! 
ſpace, cried out with a loud voice,Great s Diana of the Epheſions, || © 
Ats 19. Herealfſo Paul fought with beaſts,x Cor.15. And tothis I} 7: 
City Paul weot his Epiſtle,and ſent it from Rome,996 miles, He M 
made Timothy allo a Biſhop of this city,towhom he wrot twoE. 
piſtles , the firſt was ſent him from Laodicea to Phrygia, beeing 
280 miles : the ſecond from Rome, as I ſaid, By theſe Epiſtles 
Timothy was greatly comforted, and taught them to his diſci 
and auditors, that ſo they might conſtantly continue & perſeuer 
in the Chriſtian faith and religion totheend. Toconclude, 1ob» 
the Evangeliſt came alſo to Epheſus, & wrot his Goſpel againſt 
the heretick Cerinthwwhodenicd Chriſt to be the true God, for 
which cauſe God gricuouſly puniſhed him, ſo that he died as hee 
was bathing himſelfe ina bath, [renzw,/ib.5.ca.z.Euſeb.li,z.c.22. 
This was the firſt Church to which 704» wrot his Rexelation, and 
there when he returned out of Pathmos he raiſed his hoſt D7uſc- 
nz from death to life. Sowhen he had gouerned the churches in 
Aſia 3oyeares, after the death of Paul hee died,when hee was 91 
yeares old, and was honorably buried at Epheſus nor far from the 
_ City, There was alſo another 7» that lined in Epheſus,to whom 
(as many think) the Epiſtles of 7b» the Evangeliſt were dedica- 
ted,as 1erom (heweth inhis catalogue of Eccleſiaſtical Writers. 
The ſepulchre of this man is ſhewed not far from the Sepulchre 
of $.7ohn the Evangeliſt,as Z»ſebwitneſſeth,/ib.3.cap. 31 At this 
day this city is named Figlo ho Epheſo. See Geſver.

| T His is an Iſle of the Zpgean ſea, ſcituated betwixt Aſia mi. 

nor & Grecia, 2089 miles from leraſalem Northweſtward. 
Pl;.4.4.c.12.ſaith,that itwas 30 miles in compaſſe. Into this Iſle 
the Evangeliſt was baniſhed by Domitiaz Nero,where he wrot his 
Reuelation, It was one of the Cyclad Iſlands, which were 5 3 in 
number that lay round abour the land Delus,as $:r4.//.1 o.Geor , 
obſerues, It Rood 40 miles from Epheſus Southweſtward,and as

7 His is the ſecond city towhich hn dedicated his Rexelati- 
0z, It was ſcituated inTonia in Aftaminor,'g4o miles fron 
 Teruſalem Northweſtward. This was a'very fairecity,beautified 
with many goodly buildings,and of good account in Grecia. It 
was at firſt buta Colony, tranſplanted from another city. in. that 
country, But Theſes that great prince beeing then King thereof, 
that he might adde ſome grace to that which hee had begun, hee 
called ir after his wiues name Smyrna, ſignifying Myrrh. Herod. 
ſaith that Homer was born here (butnot blind) and called by the 
name of Mel;ſigines : butatter-the Cumznianscalled him:(of his 
dlindneſſc)Homer.. Strabi4j; 1. Geogr Aaith, Fhatthe inhabitants: 
take ypon thera.to ſhew his picture ſtanding there, & alſo atem- 
plebuilr inhis honour, During his life he was a manof ſmall or 
no reputation,or-rather contemned than honored, as Herod:ſaith. 
But after his death his works beginning to grow famous, the Ci- 
tiesof Greece contended who ſhould /patroniſe him. The: Colo- 
phonians claim a part in him, becauſe hewas in that towne, and 
there made ſome of his Oay/ſes. They of Chios ſay he belonged to: 
them, becauſe he liued there a-long time,and taught ſchoole,Bur 
for ought that can bee found, by'Authours, the Smyrnians haue 
moſt intereſt in him. Neuerthelefſe: I leave him to them' that: 
pleaſe to patroniſe him, ſince it is aotcertainly found where hee 
 iued, He lined about goo yeaxes before Chriſt, 
OW no” ern MT nr et Euſebius 
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Euſebius ſaith, Hiſt. Eccleſc/i6, 4.cap.1 4.that in after-times this 
city grew very famous, and was ſo much inlarged that it became 
a-Biſhops See,whereot Polycarpus a very godly and religious man 
was Biſhop. He gouerned the Church in that place at ſuch time 
as 1ohn the Evangeliſt wrot his Rexelationand by him,cap.2.is cal. 
led the Angell ofthe Church of Smyrna, This man afterhehad 
faithfully preached the Goſpell for the ſpace of 86 yeares,was by 
the inhabitants thereof condemned todeath for the profeſſionof 
Chriſt, 4zn0 170. Butthe towne of Smyrna becauſe of the yn. 
thankfulneſſe andcruelrie of the inhabitants was grieuoully py. 
niſhed,for within ten yeares it was caſt downe by an earthquake, 
ſince which time itwas hardly rebuilt again, The riuer PaRolus 
which beginneth in Lydia, runneth by this town of Smyrna. But 
the inhabitants, becauſe of the golden veins that are found there- 
in, call it Cryſorrhoas, Plin.1:b.5 .cap.29. A little after that, there 
was ſuch an extreme plague hapned in Rome, that they were con- 
ſtrained to carry out the dead bodies in carts, Thus God turneth 


theaire and the earth to the confuſion of thoſe that perſecutehis 
Church. 


Of Pergamns, 


His was another of the townes whereto ob» wrot his Rexela: 


tion. It was a famous City, and metropolitan of M yfia, ſci- 


tuated in Aſia minor, 228 miles from Ieraſalem Northweſtward. 
It tood vpona high rock cloſe by the river Caicus,from whence 
ir was called Pergamus. For in antient times all famous and no- 
table places were called amongſt the Grzcians Pergama, as $u1- 
azs and Servins obſerueth. Strabo,lib.rz. ſaith, That in thetime 
of Lyfimachusthe ſonne of Agathocles (who was one of the ſucceſ- 


ſours of Alexander the Great) it was but acaſtle ; ih which place 


becauſe of the ſtrength of it, he vſually kept all his treaſurcs,aad 


thoſe things that were of account, and committed the cuſtody of 


1t vato one named Phijlererns,anEunuch of Tyanus.Bur this man 
being accuſed ro Lyſimachns, That he would haue forced hiswife 
C4rſinoes , for feare of ſome futare puniſhment becauſe of that 
offence, moued the inhabitants of that Hold to rebellion. -”

the ſame time alſo there happened many commotions in Afia, 
whereby Lyſimachas was conſtrained to Jeaue this,and make op- 
poſition againſt Seleucus Nicanor, who had inuaded his domini- 
ons, But in this war Lyfimachns was (laine. And Phileteraus bauin 

in his poſſeſhon great riches, that hee might enioy what hee had, 
was alwayes obleruant to him that gat the vicorie,, by which 
meanes he kept himſelte and his riches for the ſpace of 2 o yeares 
in that caſtle; and then dyed , and'leftall his wealth to Eumeres 
his brothers ſonne, who inlarged his gouernment,and ouercatne 
Antioch\y the ſonne of Seleucws. This man after hee had raigned 
32 yeares dyed, and 4ttalus his ſonne ſucceeded him in the Go- 
verment, who hauing conquered Galatia made a league with the 


'Romans,and by them was firſt called by the name of a King. Af- 


ter him ſucceeded his ſon Eumenes the ſecond of that name, who- 
aided the Romanes againſt Artiochus magnns King of Syria, for 
which ſeruice the Romans gaue himall the dominions that LX- 
tiochus had on this fide the Alps. This man was the firſt that en- 
larged thecaſtle of Pergamus,and made it a goody city,planting 
round about it a thick wood or grove, and called it Nicephorus. 
And after he had reigned 49 yeares he died,and left his kingdom 
to his ſon 4ttalus, called Philometor. This Attalus after hee had 
dohe many notable exploits, died withour iſſue , when hee had 
reigned 5 yeares,and left his kingdome to the Romans, who tnr- 
fed It into A prouince, 

There lined in this town many learned men, as Ga/enthe Phy- 
fitian,who was famous in the time of Trajan the Emperor,and (as 
the fame went) liucd 140 yeares. Of that town alſowas Apolodo. 
29s the Rhetoritian,whowas ſchoole: maſter to Auguſtus Ceſar,of 
Which man the A pollodorean ſe@ tooke name,and D ionyſins At- 
ticas his fcholer. Here Antipas was crowned with the VVreath of 
martyrdome, | 
- Tothe Biſhopof this Towne 70h» wrot his Revelation, and: 
the ſecond Chapterthereof ſharpely reprehenderhhim,. be- 
cauſe he bore with the ſe& of the Nicholaitans,which although 
It laſted nor Tong, vet it was very dangerous. Euſebias faith, That 
Nicholaus one of the ſeuen Deacons for the pooreat Antiochia,of 
whom you may reade, 477,0ap,6.was the firſtauthor of this ſet:

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yet Clem, Alexand, cleares him of it,laying thatoffence rather on + 


certaine idle perſons, that miſconſtruing his words, being giuen 
ouer to vile affeions,couered their euils vnder his name,calli 
themſelues Nicolaits,though indeed he had nohand in it,bur li- 
ued and died honeſtly, | & 1 
The opinion that this Sect held (as Eyſeb.ſaith#7.3.ca.23.and 
Trenens, libr,1,Chap.27.)was, That women were to be common, 
That it was lawful to eat meat offcred to Idols; That fornication 
and Adultery was no fin :befide many other wicked and peruerſe 
opinions concerning the Deity, which would be too tedious to

Of Thyatira, 


His was the fourth church towhich 7b» wrot his Rentlation: 
| it was {cituated cloſe by the river Caicus,vpon the borders 
of Myfia and Lydia, 600 miles from Ieruſalem Northealtward, 
It was avery-fatrecity in Aſia minor, yet ſubie& to the Lydians. 
In this country Lixda was born, that dwelt at Philippa, and gan | 
entertainment to Paul and Sylas, As 16, Philippa was diſtan 
from this town 400 miles, It was at firſt called(according tothe 
teſtimony of S:ephen) Pelapeaand Semiramis. But after Seleucus 
Nicanor K.ot Syria(making war vpon Zyſimachus king of Thrace) 
comming to this towne, had newes that his wife had bore him a 
daughter,in honor whereof he would needs haue the town called 
Thugateira, which ig Greeke ſignifiesa daughter;but Thyatira,

| Of Sardis, 

EC this Cityalſo S. -bnwrot his Revelation, It was a famous 
and princely ſeat,ſcituated in Aſia not farre from the moun- 
talne Tmolus, where Craſus King of the Lydians kept bis court, 
being 5 26 miles from Ieruſalem towards the Northweſt. It was 
ſocalled (without doubt) of Sardus the ſonne of Hercules, which 
makerh Sardis inthe plural number. Of. this Towne were thoſe 
two Dioderies which were Oratours, The younger of them did 
write Hiſtories and Poems, and was one of Strabo's great vis 
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Cloſe by this Towne 1s found a precious ſtone, which after the 
cownes name 18 called Sardis: it is of a fleſhly colour, and there. 
fore is commonly called Carnaliazof which you may reade more

His was the ſcuenth and laſt Citie that 9b» direed his 

Reuelation to. It flood cloſe by the river Lycus in Caria, a 
country in Aſia the leſſe, fiue hundred and twentie miles from 
lecuſalem towards the Northweſt ; and is likewiſe oftentimes 
troubled with Earthquakes, as Sardis Magneſia and Philadel- 
ia are. The reaſon of theſe often Earthquakes is thought to be, 
ſe there are vaults and hollow caues vnder the earth, into 
which the aire(inthe timeofheat)hauing free entrance, then clo- 
ſethvp againe fothar it can find no paſſage out , it iriverh with 
whtinuall motion to make way cavagh the carth, by which 
meanes the eatth trembleth and ſhaketh : and looke how much 
the deeper theſe vaults are vnder the earth, ſo much the more vi- 
olent are the Earthquakes; by which means, cities are oftentimes 
Nterly onerthrowne and ruined, ſomerimes the carth finketh and

Axl was borne at Tarſus in Cicilia,aboutthe tenth yeare of 
F the natiuitie of our Sauiour ; and was neereabout the age of 
 S.lohnthe Euangeliſt,as the circumſtances of Hiſtories doe 
declare, After be grew toſome bigneſſe, hewas ſent by his pa- 
rents from thence to Ieruſalem, being 304 miles; where he had 
not beene long brought vp with Gamaliel (which ſignifies, The 
compence of God) 47s 22, but he became the Diſciple of S/- 
mon the juſt, Lake 2.

From that time forward this citic grew ro be very famous, and: 
daily increaſed in ſtatelinefſe and faire buildings. And to adde 
more dignitie to it,there was a famous Academie, inwhichwete 
many learned and rare Philoſophers , in ſo much that they of 
Tharſus exceeded the Philoſophers of Athens and Ale mr 
for learning and knowleged, though indeed for number of ſcho- 
lers and common reſort they exceeded Tharſus, | 
Saint Paz! was borne and brought vp in this Towne, and here 
learned the knowledge of the tongues, Philoſophie, and other 
good arts. Hcealſo peruſed the writings of Aratus, Epimenides, 
CHenander,and other learned men, whofe ſayings are here and 
there diſperſed through his Epiſtles. From thence he was ſentto 
ITeruſalem, where hee lined and was brought vp at the feet of G«- 
mabel,yho was Prouoft of that Academy : and after,was conuer- 
ted to bean Apoſtle of Chriſt Teſus, as appeareth 4s 22, This 
towne at this. day is ſubje& to the Empire of the Turkes, and 
called by the name of Terafſa; becing neither ſo famous-aar 
faircacitic,as in the time when the Roman Empire flouriſhed z 
for then, becauſe of the:extraordinary vertue of the citizens, it

Of Damaſcus. 


His was a metropolitan towne in Syria, diſtant from Ieru- 
4 falem 160 miles towards the Northeaſt z being an ancicar 
and faire citie, and, before ſuch time. as Antiochiawas built, the 
head of all that kingdome. It was ſcituated in a faire and fruit- 
full place,cloſe by the mountaine Libanus,which bringeth forth 
Frankincenfe, Ceders, Cyprefſc,and many odoriferous and fweer 
ſmelling floures. There were many Kings that kept their courr 
in it,as Hadad,Benhadad the firſt, Bewhadadthe ſecond, Hafacl, and 
others, who gricuouſly oppoſed the Kings of Iſrael in many 
ſharpe and: cruell warres, as you may reade before. The land 
round aboutirt abounderth with white and red Roſes, Pomegra-. 
nats, Almonds, Figges, and other ſweet and pleaſant fruits. In 
that place the Alablaſter ſtone is found, very faireand cleere. The 


aire, pleaſanr and healrbfull. The river called Chryſorms,1un- 


neth cloſe by ir, in which there is found: golden veines which 
perfe&gold. The houſes withourare not very curious;

which he ereed a ſtrong and beaurifull caſtle, which ſtood-for 


the defence of it. No mancan ſufficiently expreſſe the beautie 
and glory of this citie:there is great traffique, and much reſort of 
peopleto it,buteſpecially of Turkes, Saracens, Mamalucks, and 
other kinds of Pagan people, who are preferred before the Chri- 
ſtians in that gouernment : and although there are many Chriſti- 
ans in that place, yet they are conſtrained to indure great injurie 
by thoſe Barbarians, becauſe they are hated euen to the death : 
and ifany of them chance to die, they are buried in that place 
where Pzwlwas congerted. The inhabitants ſhew the placewhere 
Sainr Paul was let downe ouer the wall in abasket;alfothe houſe 
of 4xaries, who cured the blindneſſe of Paw, beſides many other 
: that are memorable in that citie, of which you may reade 
1 Schetian Munſter, Sehaſtian Fr ankus, Plin.lib.s and many other:

Italy,and came to Rome,which they wooneand ſackt, all but the 
Capitoll,and that alſowas in great danger,vntill ſuch time as Ce. 
millus (a valiant Roman Captaine) taking aduantage of the ene. 
mies fecuritie (who now tooke more care how to ſatisfie rheir 
couetouſneſſe,than to defend what they had gor) of a ſudden ſet 
vpon them ; by which vnexpeQed inuafion they were put to a 
maruel[ous ſtraight, and the beſieged greatly incouraged; ſo that 
they alſo iſſuing out of the Capitoll, made ſuch a flaughter,that 
they forged Brevzns and'his armie toretire, and toreſtore all the 
pillage het hee had got, and alſo forſake the countrey.

much pillage and robbing vpon the Seas /, and through many

| nall name tothar of the countrey wherein they liued: and after, 
for beauties ſake, they werecalled Galatians, See Linl:b.5.D10- 
dorws S'culus,lib,6.laith, That the inhabitants of Galatia were ſo 
called of thi+ people,in the time that Gi&on iudged Ifracl, & that 
Cyrus was Emperour of Perſia, both may be true, conſidering 
the murabilitie and change of States in thoſe times. 

Some rthinke they were firſt called Galatians by Atralus King 
of Pergainus, (wbo gaue them a greatouerthrow cloſe by the r1- 
ver Halym)becauſe they originally were of Gallia,and continu- 
ed ſometime in Grecia, and after came into Aſia; ſo he joyning 
theſe two names into one, called rhem Gallo. Grecians, or Gal- 
latians, This hiſtory is diuerſly reported by diuers authors ; but 
all concludethat they reſted and inhabited in Aſia, where their 
poſteritie continued tothis day. 

In times paſt it was avery warlike and generous nation,and in 
\ their expedition performed many noble exploits, attaining to 
eminence onely by their {word , for which cauſe many Princes 
neere them were beholding veto them for their aide:bur withall, 
cruell and barbarous, infomuchas they oftentimes eat their cap- 
tiues or offered them to rheir gods ; and thus they continued for 
the ſpace of 300 yeares, till Pau! comming into that countrey 
preached the Goſpell amongſt them, and conuerted them from 
this Barbariſme to the Chriſtian faith. He ſent an Epiſtle to this 
people from Rome,being 1200 miles. They in thoſe times held 
all Paphligonia, a part of Phrigia, Cappadocia, and of all the 
neighbouring countries thereabouts, which after their n. mes 
was called Gallo Grrcia or Galatia: ſucha mightie nation was 
this growne ina ſhort time, at firſt being a people thru our of 
theit owne countrey for want of a place ts inbabir in, as you 

may reade more at iare in the fifth booke oi Zine, whoſe autho- 
rltie L haue principally followed herein.

Hrygia is as much to ſay as a dry and ſandy country, ſcituated 
in Aſia the leſſe between Galatiaand Myſia, 600 miles from 
Ieruſalem Northweſtward. It is diuided into two parts, the grea- 
terand the leſſe: in the greater Phrygia ſtood Smyrna in the 
leſſe Dardania, ſocalled of Dardanw who firſt built it : 10 which 
town there reigned many wealthy & mighty Princes, as Eridhg. 
nius,Tresof whom it was called Troy, 1/us of whom it was called 
Hlion, Laomedon who was the father of Priamuz the laſt king thet- 
of, for in his time it was deſtroyed by the Grecians. Of which de. 
ſolation I will not ſpeak becauſe ir is commonly known. 

| Itlaywaſte ſolong(although ithad bina faire and goodly ci- 
ty,the like not in the world)that the place where it ſtood was be- 
come like a plain field,only here and there ſome heaps of old ru- 
ins, to ſhew that there hadbeen a city in that place. And as 7ir-

00d. 

A long time after there were a certain people that called them- 
ſelaes Trojans,who rebuilt it, bur not in the ſame place, and init 
erected a goodly Temple in honour of the goddefle Pallas to the 
which Temple Alexander the Great (after he had conquered Da- 
7145 King of Perfiacloſe by the riuer Granicus, which tooke be- 
ginning in a mountain not far from Troy) went, and with fingu- 
largladnefle and great ſolemnitie offered many rich and goodly 
Preſents, enlarged the towne, and-greatly adorned. But after he 
hadended the Perfian war, and conquered almoſt all the knowne 
world, he ſentvery kindeand loving letters to theſe new Trojans, 
promiſing not only to inlarge the towne, and endow it with ma- 
priailedges and revenues, but alfo to build vp a faire and ſumptu- 
ous Temple there, as Strabo :b.15. faith: all which was done for 
the loue he bore to Homers 11;ads, 

Wherefore looke what Mlexander had promiſed , Lyſemachu 
(one of his chiefe Princes, and King of Thrace) after his death 
performed; for he returned to Troy, enlarged the city, beautified 
tt with goodly bnildings, ſet v p a ſtately Temple,and then com- 


paſt 
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. Paft itabout with ſtrong wals. After this ſort it continued a long 
time,vntill F:imbria a Queſtor of the Romans (when he had ſlaine 
Palerizs Flacems the Conſull with whom hee was ſcne,againſk 21/- 
thridates King of Pontus) beſieged it,and within ten dayes ſpace 
 woonlit, making his vaunts, that hee conquered that citie in ten 
dayes, which 4gamcn0u could {carcedo in ten yeares;to which 
one of the inbabitants of the citie anſwered, That then Troy had 
a Hedtor,but now it had none. But for this hee crueily waſted the 
citie. T his deſtruRion hapned in the 84 yeare before Chriſt;thus 
it lay deſfolace till Angnftus Ceſars timewhocauſed itagain to be 
re-edified and decried with many faire and goodly buildings, 
becauſe the Romanes, and eſpecially thoſe noble families of the 
Tuly and Ceſars,doe deriue their progenie from the Trojans : for 
which caule A4ugnſtzs vicd ſuch diligence in the rebuilding of 
this citic,and beſtowed ſuch infinirt coſt, that he much exceeded 
Alexander, and made it a faire and goodly citie, At this day it is 
called Ilium. Burt inthe place of old Troy there is little to bee 
ſcene,only a ſmall rowne,as S:rabo ſaith. It is diſtant trom Ieruſa- 
lem,760 miles, Northweſtward. | 


of Bythinta. 

His countrey is oppoſiteto Conſtantigople,{cituated in A- 

ſia minor, diſtant from Iruſalem Northweſtward,and fo cal- 

led of Bythinus the ſonne of Inpiter and Thrax. It was ſometime 
called Pontus,Bebrycia,and Mygdonia,as Stephan faith. In this 
countrey the Apoſtle Pau/could not preach theGoſpel of Chrift 
when he went into Macedonia and Grxcia,becauſe hee was hin- 
dred by the Spirit, 4, 16. The principall cities thereof were 
Calcidon, Heraclea, Nicea, Nicomedia, Apamea, Flautopolis, Li- 
biſſa (where Hanniba! lieth buried) and Pruſa, now called Byrla, 
where in times paſt the Emperours of Turkie kept their Courts, 
and were buried. The mother and metropolis of all theſe cities 
was Nicea, or rather Nicza, beeing diſtant from Ieruſalem 720 
miles towards the Northweſt; at the firſt called Anrigonia, of 
Anticonus the ſonne of Philip King of Aſia, who built ir after the 
death of Alexander the Great. But Lyſimachs called it Nicaa,at- 
ter his wifes name;and art this day is called Nifſa, The compaſle 
Di L1 4 thereof 
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thereof is two miles, being foure {quare,ſcituated(as Srrabo ſaith 
l;b.12.) ina faire and pleaſant place, lying cloſe by the poole of 
Aſcania,and hath in it 4 gates,ftanding in adirec line ; al which 
gates might eaſily haue beene ſeene from a certaine ſtone which 
tood in the middle of the Market place. 

[n this citie the moſt Chriſtian Emperor Conſtantine the Great 
celebrated a Councell, ayno Dom. 325.at which time there were 
preſent 320 Biſhops, whocondemned the Arrian herifie, and in. 
ſtituted the Nicen Creed. Butafter that,v/z.anno Dom. 26, the 
Arrians endeauouring to hold a ſecond Councell in this citie,to 
confirme-their opinions, and todiflolue that which wear before, 
the Lord hindred them with an Earthquake,by which almoſt half 
the citie was throwne down. Not long after,there hapned another 
earthquake which vtterly deſtroied it:notwithſtanding it was re- 
built again,and in it a ſecond Councell held,wherein the Niczn 
Creed was condemned. 

There were many cities of this name, that before ſpoken of, - 
another in Thrace,a third in France,not far from the riuer Varus, 
a fourth(as Stephanus ſaith)is amongſt the Lorrenſes in Grecia,a 
fift in Illeria,a (ixt in India, a ſeuenth in Corſica, and the eighth 
in Leuctris of Bcetia. 

Of Myfia. 

"T" His is a country of Aſia the leſſe,bordring vpon Helle ſpont 
and Troada; being diuided into two parts, that is,the grea- 
ter and the lefle, Thar parc that bordreth vpon Troada, .is diſtant 
from Ieruſalem 800 miles Northweſtward:but that which is cal- 
led Mylia the lefſe,and bordring vpon Lydia,zis 028 miles from 
Icruſalem Northweſtward. In this countrey ſtood Pergamus, to: 
which 79h» wrote his Reuelation, Scepſis where one Velew kept 
the bookes ot .4riftotle til Apollonius time,alſo Antandrus, Adra- 
mitium, Tranoiapolis, and Apollinia, which ſtood cloſe by the 

r1ver Thyndxus. 

The inhabitants were men of a baſe condition,and contemned 
of rhe world, inſomuch as they became a prouerbe, as often as 
2man would denote a thing of no eſtimation, they would ſay 
Y ltimum cſſe Myſiorum, that 1s, It is worſe than the Myſians, as 1t 

Y appearet 
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appcareth in Czcero's oration tor Flaccws, Yet notwithſtandin 
Pauiand T8hn the Evangeliſt preached the doarine and light of 
the Goſpell to this poore and deſpiſed people,fo that the Myfi- 
answhich werea contemptible and abhominable nation before 
all the world, were not ſobefore God, for they were connerted ar 
, the preaching of 79h» and Pay/ : From whence he faith, Not many 
wiſe according to doh not many mtg hiie, not many noble , but God 
hath choſen the fooliſh things of this world, that they might confute aud 
overthrow thewiſe,&yc.1.Cor.l. 
In times palt they were a great people,though of ſmal eſtima- 
tion, for they had vnder their turiſdiion, Lydia, Caria, Perga- 
mus, Thyatira, Sardis, Philidelphia, and Laodicea, to many of 
which 7ohn wrote his Revelation. Alſo (as Herodotus ſaith, Lib. 7.) 
the Myfians and Teucrians, before the Trojan war, paſt into Eu- 
rope, and there weon and held Thracia, Macedonia, and all the 
land tothe Adriatick ſea, 8c, 


Of Troas, 


| ſ His citie Troas, where Paul raiſed Eutichus (which fignt- 
| fies happie or fortunate) from death to life, 4&s.10. ſtood 


vpon the ſea of Helleſpont in Aſia the lefſe 720 miles from lern- 
ſalem Northweſtward, 4#tizonws king of Afia called it Troas,be- 
cauſe it was in the conntrey where Troy was. But afrer the death 
of Alexander he called it after his owne name Antigonia: And the 
better to honour it, kept his court there. But Lyſimachwus King of 
Thrace having got this city into his iuriſdition,beſtowed great 
coſt vpon it,and ſet vp many fair and goodly buildings, thencal- 
led itafter 4/exanders name, Alexandria,and fo it began to be cal- 
led Alexandria Troas,P1in.1ib.5. Strabo,l.1 3. Ter de locks Hebraicis, 
Now it was called Alexandria Troas to put a difference between 
it and divers other cities of that name : for there was an Alexan- 
dria in Zgypt,another in India, and many others elſewhere g but 
only this in the countrey where Troy ſftond, [t was ſcituated ina 
high and ſpacious mountaine, about a mile and a balfe from the 
ſhore of Propontus towards the Eaſt, berweenwhich 8 Troads 


istwentie and eight miles, Te 
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It isa thing worthy obſeruation, to conſider by what divers 


- names the ſea that lies between Europe and Afia the lefle is cal. 


led, for betweene Conſtantinople and Calcidonia, cloſe by the 
Euxine ſea itis called Thracius Boſphorw, in which place ir is not 
aboue halfe a mile broad : here Xerxes when he inuaded Grecia, 
built vp a bridge for his army to paſſe ouer. There is alſo another 
ſtrait and narrow place in this ſea,which is called by the name of 
Cirmerius Boſphorius. Theſe two Boſphoriare ſo called (as ſome 
authors hold) becauſe a Bull when he loweth may be heard from 
the one ſide to the other: but Pliny ſeemeth to derive thenam 

from 7o, that faire maid which 7epiter turned into a Cow, who 
ſwam'ouer this ſea,and of her vas called Boſphorws,lib.,6.cap.1, It 
isalſocalled Propontwe,becaule itlieth juſt before the Euxine ſea; 
and Helleſpont from Hellethe daughter of Athamantis K.of Thebes 
who was drowned therein : then running thence it falleth intoa 
gulph of the Mediterranean Ocean, 8& there it is called the Age 
an (ca, of «&zems King of Athens, whodrowned himtielfe therein 
for the ſuppoſed loſle of his ſonne Theſews.Inthis ſea were ſcitu- 


ate the Iſles of Pathmos, Mytelene, Samorhrace, Chius, Lesbuy, -

CG Ammoencts isan I{leof the Zgean ſea,ſcituate between Tro- 
ades and Thracia, eight hundred and eightie miles from leru- 
ſalem towards the Northweſt , cloſe to that part of Thracia, 
where Hebrus falleth intothe ſea; ſometimes called Dardania,of 
Dardanws King of Troy, whowhen hee had ſlaine his brother 74- 
cu, and taken from him the Palladiam,he came firſt into Samo- 


thracia, and rhen into Aſia, where he firſt laid the foundation of . 


the citic called Troy,and of that Kingdome, And alchough this 
Iſle at that time was called Dardania,yer becauſe of the neerenes 
that-ithad to Thrace, and the altitude of the rocke whereon it 


ſtood, itſoone changed the name: and then eſpecially, when the - 


people called Samos came thither to inhabit,who aftei their own 
name called it Samothracia. It ftood vpon ſuch a loftie place, 
that from thence all the countries round about might caſily bee

| Of Neapols. 

His Neapolis to which Paul went, was a City of Thrace not 

far from Macedoni, 880 miles from Ieruſalem Northweſt. 
ward, called alſo of ſome Caurus. There are many other Cities 
of this name ; one in Indea, where Sichemand Sichar 
ſtood , another in Caria, a third in Africa, a fourth in Pannonia , 
but aboue all, that which ſtands in Campania is moſt remarkable 
being the chiefe city of the Neapolitan kingdome. 


of Philippa. 

T His City in times paſt was called Crenides, becauſe of the 

veins of gold that were found cloſe by it. Burt after, Philip 
King of Macedon, father of 4/exander the Great, cauſed it in the 
yeare before Chriſt 354, to beere-edified and inlarged, and then 
after his own namecalled it Philippos, Itwas ſcituated in Gre- 
ciacloſe by the river Stridon, 936 miles from Teruſalem toward 
the NorthweR) and endowed with many priuiledges. In thoſe 
times the gold was ſo much increaſed in this place, that thereue- 
nf thereof was worth vato this King more than a thouſand Ta- 


lents,which at 4500 li. the talent,amounteth to forty five Millt- 


ons of pounds yearely, By the which means King Philip grew ſo. 


rich,that he cauſedhis gold to be coined,and called it after his 


owne name, Philippiangold, Tothis place Pax came, and did

many miracles,taught the Goſpell, and converted many, From 
hence hewrote his ſecond Epiſtle to the Corinthians,and ſent ir 
to Corinth ; cuen 292 miles.

T His wasacitie of Mygdonia,ſcituated not farre from Thel. ' 

ſalonica towards the Weſt, cloſe by the river Echedorus, 
948 miles from Ieruſalem towards the Northweſt : being ſo cal. 
led from Cdpolines, which ſignifies the Sunne : it ſtood rwentie 
miles from Theflalonica. There are- many other Cities of this 
name ; one {cituate in Grzcia, cloſe by the Adriatick ſea , ano- + 
ther, among the Iſlands of Thrace a third, in Creert,on this ſide 
the river Iſter, a fourth, in Syria ; and a fift, in Africa amongſt 
the Cyrenes. 
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Of Theſſalonia or Theſſalonica, 

þ mn was a Citie of Macedon, in ancient times called Halis, 

becauſe it ſtood vpon the ſeazafter,called Therma,of the hot 
bathes that were in ir;and laſtly, Theſſalonica,of Philip the ſonne 
of 4myntas King of the Macedonians,who gaue it that name ei- 
ther of the great victory thar he had againſt che Theſſalonians,or 
elſe after the name of his daughter called Theſſalonica, who was 
the mother of Caſſandr: it ſtood cloſe by the Thermaick gulph, 
not farre from the mouth of the river Echedorus,g 32 miles from 
lJernſalem towards the Northweſt. The Apoſtle Paul raught 
puabliquely in this citv,and there conuerted a great multitude of 
peo.Ie Adity, Hee alſo wrote two Epiſtles to the inhabitants

Wherefore the Emperor(hauing intelligence of 
what had hapned)ſent anarmy againſi the city,with authority to

that as well the inbabitants as rangers that reſorted thither did 
partake of this miſerie,and ſuffered ik puniſhment as did they

His wasthe moſt famous C ity of all Grecia, the motherof 

Arts,and a bountifull nouriſher of large and mighty Colo. 
nies,in that parrof Achaiacalled Ace or Attica, It was ſcitug- 
ted vypon theſhoreofthe Mediterranian fea,720 miles fromTeru- 
ſalem Weſtward; It tooke name from a Diuine knowledge ; for 
the word is deriued of «and »#*, i. the minde of God. It was firſt 
built by Cecreps; fiue yeares before 2oſes fled out of Egypt into 


the land of the Midianites,and of him called Cecropia, This Ce |

7H hath beene three times deſtroyed ; fiſt by Xexes and cM ar- 
dius,which bappened in the yeare before Chriſt 479. Then by 
Lyſander,whobroke downe an hundred paces of the wall, and al- 
moſt vtterly deſtroyed their ſhips, and broke downe the hauen of 
Perza. Itwas alſo ſore oppreſſed by the Romans, and theyalſo 
brake downe their hauen and burnt their ſhippes, but ſpared the 
towne, and held it in great eſtimation. -But it wasthethird time 
oucerthrowne and vtterly deſtroyed by the Turks,who both chan- 
ged the place and name of the city, after it had-flouriſhed 3113 
yeares. Atthis day it is diuided into three parts , and called by 
the name of Sethina , becauſe ot rhe varietic of the inhabitants 
that live in it, being very well peopled, anda faire and ſpatious 
City, butmuchaltered from that it was in times paſt. For al- 
though before it was the very mother of eloquence,and glory of 
Arrica, yer-at this day it is ſo much altered, that their 1aDguage 
is baſe, and theirglory is eclipſed.. The vppermoſt part of the 
city,where formerly thetemple ſtood dedicated tothe vaknown 
God,-is now wholly and abſolutely in the hands of the Turkes,jn 
which they haue built a firong; and almoſt invincible Caſtle, 
which hath the command of the reſt of che towne. - The ſecond 
atd middle part of the towne is all mhabited by Chriſtians, In 
' the third there ſtandeth a-fairand goodly Palace,ſupported with 


marble pillars,and adorned with goodly workes.. Inthis part of 


 theCiry there iohabiterh people ofdiuers ſecs and conditions. 
Atdheerealſo is the feat of.a Metropolitane ,-who bath vader 
kim many Biſhops.

Paul was the firſt man that preached the Goſpell of Chriſt in 
this city, and converted many citiſens, but eſpecia!ly Dionyſius 
the Areopazite,who dwelt vpon a promontory without the city, 
and as it ſeems was one of the principal ludges and gouecrnors of 
the town; for after he had taught publiquely inthe rowne, & had 
diſputed againſt the Tewes and Philoſophers concerning Chriſt, 
they ſuppoſing him tobe a buſje fellow,and one worthy of death | 


as a diſturber ofthe common peace, brought him before this Dis. 
nyfius,that ſoby his iudgement he might receiue condign puniſhe | 
ment for hisoffence. But S. Pau! ſowell behaued himſelfe, and 


preached with ſuch admirable eloquence and learning , that hee 


not-only confuted his enemies, but among others conuerted this 


Diony ſins CAreopagitus, who was afterwards the firſt Biſhop of A» 
thens (as Exſeb.ſaith,/i6.4,cap.23.) and went captiue with Paul to 
Rome,and from thence to Paris in France,where he ſuffered mar- 
tyrdome vnder Dionyſius the Emperor. 


Of Corinthia, 


Orinthus is a famous city in Grecia, ſcituated in Pelopone(- 
| ſus a pleaſant countrey of Achaia, ioyning tothe continent 
of Grecia like an Iſthmus or Peninſula, diſtant from Ieruſalem 
769 mile$ towards the Weſt, commonly called Corantha,builr 
(as Enſebius ſaith) by Siſipbus ſonne of «&olas, at ſuch time as 10- 
ſhazhgouemed Iſrael; who was a mighty Pirat. At firſt itwas but 
xcaſtle, and calledafterhis name Sifiphyus bur after, becauſe 
of theſttength ofthe place, and pleaſanc ſciruation, it became 4 


% 


faire towne, and called by the name of Corcyra, : as Srr«bo ſaith 


then Epbym, of Zphyra, who was a faire andigoodly Nymply,and 
Queen of that place. Now although euen in thoſe times Tt-was 
held in prexreftimation, yerit became muck waſtedandidecay! 
ed throuph thecontitiuance of time; warill it was repaired by 


King Corinthss (who as ſome thinkewas the fonneo! aſc ahm 
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Suides ſaith, the ſonne of Pelops,others would haue him the ſonne 
of Oreftis : and after his name was called Corinth, that is, The 
floure of Maides. 

Itwas a fairc and goodly citic, very commodiouſly built, for 
it ſtood berweene the two ſeas of Ionium and Zgeum, fo that 
there reſorted thither great multitude of Merchants from all 
places, Cloſeby the citie there ſtood a ſteepe mountaine,which 
was a it were a bulwarke for the defence thereof, being 560 feet 
bigh,and called Acrocorinthus,that is,the glory and ſtrength of the 
Corinthians, It was alſocompaſled about with ftrong walls, and 


| beautified with many goodly buildings and temples, but abone 


the reſt, the Temple of Yeavs was had in great reputation, which 
(as $:r4bo ſaith) ſtood vpon the top of the mountaine Acrocorin. 
thus, wherein there were aboue a thouſand Maides proſtituted 
eucry-yeare. This Temple was had in ſuch great honour, and 
was ſo gloriouſly built, thataboue all the places of the world 
there was reſort vnto it, Cloſe byit ſtood the ancient caſtle cal- 
led Syſyphius,builtall ofwhire Marble; anda little below that, 
the fountaine of Pyrenededicared to the Muſes. 

There were many mightie Princes that ruled in this citie, as 
Alethes who was King thereof ar ſuch time as Samuel judged If- 
rael, which was 1103 yeares before Chriſt ; hee beſtowed grear 
coſt vpon it, ſet vp many faire and goodly buildings, and ruled 
ouer it thirtie and fine yeares, as Enſcbins ſaith. After him there 
ſucceeded many Kings, by whoſe worthinefſe and prowefle ic 
was ſo much inſarged,and made fo famous, that itwas little infe- 
riour tothe citie of Rome: for at ſuch time as Embaſſadors were 
ſent thence to intreateof ſome buſinefſe concerning the ſtate, the 
Corinthians did not let togiue them many reprochfull tearmes, 
as S;rabo ſaith, 116.8, becaufe of which infolencie the Romans 
ſent Lucius Mumma; the Conful, into Gretja, who beſieged Co- 
rinth,and within a ſhort'time'tooke it; and burnt it downe to rhe 


' ground, inthe yeare before Chriſt, 1 4.5, of which you may reade 


more in Flerys, and in the ſecond Decad of Lyvie. It was a mar- 
uellous rich Towne, and abounded with gold, filuer, and coſtly 
brafſe, alſo with plate, and curious pictures: ſo that although 


SMommins conquered Corinth, yet Coxinth conquered Rome ; 
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for the citizens thereof were ſo bewitched with the riches and 
glory of this towne, that they forgot their ancient ſeuczirie, and 
with violence fallowed their vices,as Saluft ſaith,/;b.1, So thatas 
before Corinth abounded with luxurie and diyers other :abho. 
minable euils,as whoredome,adulterie,fornication, couctouſnes, 
idolatty, rapine, and murther : ſo Rome in future ages becameas 
bad or worſe than 1t, 
Thus ir continued waſte from that time till /ulizs Ceſar was 
Emperour of Rome,who hauing travelled intothoſe parts of the 
world, and ſecne the ruines of this citie, and the profitale ſcitua- 
tion tor trafique, cauſed it to be rebuilded : after which time ir 
began. to. grow great & ſpacious, little inferiour to the former in 
plory,and no.lefſe corrupted with vices, hauing forgot the forme; 
miſeriewhich.it ſuſtained by the hands of the Romans ; and'ſo 
continued from the yeare before Chriſt 44,vntill the-yeare after 
Chriſt 41, atwhich time Paw came thither & preached the Gol- 
pell, by whole diuine docrine and;godly liteand connerſation; 
they were converted from theireuillcoufſes,and lived more ho. 
lily and honeſtly, as appeareth-by the two Epiſtles of Saint Paul 
wrote from-Philippos tothe inhabitants of this trowne. 

Bur after, they falling from their faith and forſaking their at- 
cicnt.integritic, the Lord/puniſhed them with a ſecond deſolari- 
@n ; forat ſuch time as :Amzurath Eqmperor of the Turkes grew to 
eminencie,and had conquered Theflalonica, Boztia,and Attica, 
be came into this Iſthums, and made all Peloponeſſus tributary 
tohim;, Then after him 34ahomet the ſecond (although the inha- 
bicansg Fepringh kad fortified their citie with three walls, and 
made it-ſo Rrong that it was thought robe almoſt inuincible)be- 

fieged.it.and woon it, A1.D ew. 1458.about fix yeares after Con-

Antiochia in Syria,and came to Galatia,and Laodicia inPhry- 


g1a,and thence wrote his Epiſtle to Tm hy,as itappearethby 
the ſubſcription ofthar Epiſtle,wbich was-z80 miles. 
From Laodicea hee went to Epheſus, which was'280'miles ; 
and there appointed Timothy to be a Biſhop, and daily diſputed 
in the {choole of acertaine Tyrant, andidtamany»miracles, as it 
appeareth, A&s 19, p 1 Doigst YSU 616080 mot 
From Epheſus he came to Troada,which was 200 miles,where 
when he could not find Ti#ws he was tronbled in-fpirit,2 Cor.2. 
From Troada hee failed. into Macedonia, and came to Philip- 


pos, which was 232 miles: from hence hee wrote his Epiſtles ro- 


the Corinthians , and ſent them to Corinth, which was'29 
miles, | 

In the ſame yearealfo, Pan! paſſing through Grzcia, (in every 
place where he came, preaching and viſiting the churches, 4. 
19;) at length came to Corinthus,which was 480 miles.* 

In theg7 yeare after the Natiuitie of Chriſt, when au had 

wintred among the Corinthians ; inthe Spring (thathee mighr 
auoyd the deceits of the lewes who went about to take away his 
life, hee went thenceand returned to Philippos, which was 292 
miles where hecelebrared the feaſt of Penticoft, 4s 2. 

From thence he ſailed to Troada, which was 232 miles, where 
he raiſed Extichns from death to life, 4s 20. 


From Troada he went to Aſſa,which was thirtie and fix miles,

From Aſſabe ſailed to Mileten,which was 760 miles, As 20, 


{| - From Mileten he went to Chius,which was 64 miles, 4s 20. 


From Chius he ſailed ro Samus, which was 60 miles,and con-

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From Trogylius hee ſailed by Epheſus, and came to Miletug, 
which was 160 miles. From thence hee ſent Meſſengers to the 
Miniſters of Epheſus, commanding them to baue a ſpeciall care 
tothe flockeof Chriſt,which he had purchaſed with his pretious 
bloud ; and added that he was ſo much the more 1mportunarte in 
that behalfe becauſe they ſhould neuer ſee him againe: Whete. 
fore they embraced Pas! with great lamentations and ſorrow,

Ard firſt of Aſus. 


(CO OncemingLaod icea towhich Pay! trauclled you may reade 

before. 1 will therefore proceed to Afſus,which was a towne 
within the juriſdi&ion of Troada, ſcituated clofe by the Zgean 
ſea, 700 miles from leruſalemcowards the North-Eaſt, as Str- 
bo ſaith, (L16.13.) wonderfully fortified both by narure and art, 
{otharir is athing almoſt impoſſible ro be conquered, There 
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is found cloſe by it the ſtone called Sarchophagus, in which if 


any mans corps be buried,within the ſpace of 40 daics it is vtrer- 
ly confumed all but the teeth,as Pliny ſaith,/.36.cap.1 7. In this 
Citic Cleantes the Stoicke was borne, as Chryſippus faith, 


of Mitylene, 


ES IfGeand towne of Mitylene is ſcituated in the Agean ſea, 
624 miles from Icruſalem toward the Northweſt. In times 
paſt called Lesbus,which obtained the whole juriſdition & go. 
vernment of Troada. It is in compaſle 136 miles, and containeth 
in length from the North tothe South 5 6 miles. In ir is found 
much matter for the making and calking of ſhips : there was ma. 
ny goodly cities in it,as Mitylene and Pyrrha, which ſtood vpon 
the Welt part of it; alſo the Metropolitan called Lesbos, Ereſ- 
ſus, the hauen of Anrtifſa, and Mirhymna. Of Lesbos in times 
£9 this whole Ifle was called Lesbus, vntill the citic of Mity- 
ene grew famous; being ſo called of 2tylere the daughter of 
Macharm,as Diodorus ſaith /i5.4. and after that cities name itwas 
called Mitylene, There were many other goodly cities which 
ood in this Ifle,but they were either conſumed by earthquakes 
or drowned by the ſea. The land thereof was very pleaſant and 
fruitfull, bringing forth rapes, whereof there wasavery excel- 
lent and cleere wine made,which they of Conſtantinople princi- 
pally liked: there is alſo found great ſtore of Cypreſſe,Pines,and 
plenty of figs comethence, Their horſes are very ſtrong, but of 
alow ſtature: itis very mountainy, and peſtred with wild beaſts. 
There were many famous men that lined and were borne in 
this country ; as Pittachws one of the ſeuen Wiſe-men of Grece, 
Aliews the Poet, and Alcimeniats his brother, Diophanes the Ora- 
tor,and Theophanes who wrote the aQts of Pompey the Great, (as it 
appeareth in T»llies Oration for CArchia) Theophraftws allo that 
notable Philoſopher, (who at firſt was called od Mane +. then 
Euphraſtas,that it,a 0004 Orator) and laſtly, Theophraſtus, that is, 4 
disine Orator: this man was an excellent Perapateticke,and ſchol- 
fer to Ariſtotle, whom he ſucceeded in his ſchoole, and had two 
thouſand ſchollers. ;

Of Chiws, | 

His is an Iſle ſcituated in the Zgean ſea,diftant from Ieruſa- 

lem 600 miles towards the Northweſt, being 112 miles in 
compaſſe;the priacipall citie thereof is called Chios,taking the 
name,as ſome ſay from the Maſticke tree, which ſweateth out a 
certaine gum,of the Syrians called Chian,and by vs Maſtick:this 
Maſtick is the beſt in thoſe parts of the world. Zphorws calleth it 
by theantient name Ztalia but Clcobulxs, Chia; either becauſe 
of the Nymph called Chion, or elſe becauſe of the whiteneſſe of 
the ſoile:there are others that call it Patyuſia;and there are ſome 
who deriue the name of Chius from the temple of polo that 
ſtandeth in it,called Chion, There ſtands in it a faire and goodly 
mountaine called Pellenzum, from whence the inhabitants dig 
very excellent marble. Alſo intimes paſt the beſt Malmſey came 
thence,bur in theſe daies it is brought from. Creet. | 


Of Samus, 

FT His 1san Ifle and Citie (cituated in the ZEgean Sea,vpona 

high or lottie piece of ground, ſo that from thence the inha- 
birants may ſee into all the Countries neere adjoyning, lying, 
vpon the coaſt of Epheſus and Ionia, 560 miles from Ieruſalem 
toward the Northweſt ; itwas in compaſle 88 miles, very fertile 
and pleaſant, much exceeding Chius, although it brought forth 
no Wine. Intimes paſt itwas called Artemiſia, Parthenea, and 
Stephane; taking thoſe names. from a crowne or wreath of ſweet 
ſmelling floures,of which there were great plenty in this Ifle:the - 
Poets teigne that 7» was both borne and broughe vp in itz and 


F arr0 ſaith, That therewas a faire and ately Temple dedicated 
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viits her, where ſolemne ſeruiceand the rites of Marriage were 
yearely celebrated. Pythagoras the Philoſopher was borne here , 


and one of the Sybels (which prophecied of the comming of 


Chriſt)lined here. S.Pasl alſo came to this Ile, and conuerted 
many,as appeareth, 4s 20. 
 Thereis another Iſlecalled Samus, ſcituated vpon the coaſt of 


Epirus,not far from the gulph of Ambracius,called alſo Cepha-._ 


lenia,not far fromthe promontorie of Atium, where C1n7nſtus 
ouercame Amtonins , in honour ot which viaory he buile vpa ci- 
tie and called it Nicapolis,&c, | 


Of Trogyliium, 

T: His is a promontorie and town not far from Epheſus, ſcita- 

ared in Aſta minor, at the foot of the Mountaine Mycales, 
foure miles and ſomewhat more from Samus, where Pas/ ſtaied, 
A.20.1tis diſtant from Ieruſalem 4.60 miles toward the North. 
weſt. There are which ſay,that $. Paul ſtaied at a certaine Iſle joi. 
ning cloſe to this promontory, called after that, by the nameof 
Trogylium, See $r7aboy/ib,14. | 


Of HMyletns. 
His was a famcus city, ſcituated vpon the borders of Tonia 
and Czſaria,cloſe by the ſhore of the Agean ſea, 104 miles 
from Icruſalem towards the Northweſt. The Poets fein,that 277- 
letus who was the firſt builder of this citie, was the ſon of _4pots, 
and called it after his owne name Myletus: but $:74b0,{1b.12, 
thinketh that it was rather built by Sarpedon the ſonne of 1apiter, 
and brother to Radamanthus and Mines, and by him was called 
Myletus, from another Citie of the ſame name, which ſtood in 
Crete, The wooll that commeth from this towne is wonderfull 
ſofr,and ſingular good for many purpoſes; bur it was principally 
vſed to make cloth of, which they died into an excellent purple

and tranſported into many places. Therewere many famous men -- 


thateither lined or were borne inthis towne ; as Thates Mileſins 
ohe of the ſeuen Wiſe-men of Grece, 41naximander,who was his 
ſeholler, Avaximenes and Hecatens the Hiſtorian ; alſo Eſchenes 
the Orator, (not he that A with Demoſthenes who taking 
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'King of the Medes, and Halhattes father of Craſws K.of the 


coo much liberticagainſt Pompey was baniſhed) Time: him the 
muſician,and Pittacws the Philoſopher, beſides many others, 
Bur of all theſe, Thales Milefime was held ingreateſt eſtimation, 
becauſe he was thought to be the firſt that taught natural Philo. 
ſophie and the Mathematicks amongſt the Grecians. He was the 
firſtalſothat foretold of the Eclipſe of the Sun, about ſuch time 
as the battell was fought betweene Cyaxares father of Ae 
idi- 
ans, which was about the 44 Olimpiad. There came vnto him a 
certaine man, who asked him what was the hardeſt thing in the 
world, he anſwered, ſeipſum noſce, to know himſelife, Another came 
to him,and askt him how he might do to live juſtly;he anſwered, 
Sique in alys reprehendimus, ipſe non faciamus, That we doe wot thoſe 
things which we reprehend in others, He died about the 58 Olympi- 
ad. Meletus at this day is called Melaſa. 


Of Cons. 


His is one of the Cyclad Iſlands, lying in the Zgean fea,boy- 
dring vpon Caria;being ſo called from the Vaults and caues 
that are 11 it,and diſtant from Ieruſalem 5 24 miles.Ithath acity 
called afterthe ſame name, wherein there was a ftately Temple 
built in honour of vxo, & another ſtanding in the ſuburbs therof 
dedicated to «£ſcnl/apirs:this was a very aloha temple, and 
wade very rich, becauſe of the many preſefts and gifts that were 
ſent and dedicated to.it. VVhen the Romanes had obtained the 
command of this Hle,0avime the father of Auguſtus Ceſartooke 
out of this temple a naked Yen, which was agoodly image, and 
carried it with him to Rome in honour of his progenitors, who 
derived their progenie from her. 
_ Iris incompaſle 56 miles, being ſo pleaſantly ſcituated that 
te was a ſea marke to Mariners, very fruitfull, and bringing forth 
abundance ofwine & filke,by reaſon ofa certain fiſh that is foupd 
there, from which they got great plenty. Sec Plin.lib.1 1.cap.22+ 
' Therewere many that liuedonely by weauing of fitke, and a- 
boue the reſt there was one Parphila the daughter of Plates, that 
was. moſt excellent in that Art. 7 | 
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in that country,as Hipocrates that excellent Phyſfitian, 4peles that 
notable painter,Simw the Phy ſician, Phrletas the poet and orator, 
Niciathe princeand tyrantof Cous, 4r:ffon the Peripatetick,and 
Theomneſia« that notable potitician, At this day this Iſle is with. 
inthe Turkiſh Empire, and by them called Stacu: alſo the prin- 
cipall citie thereof is called by the ſame name, and wholly inha. 


bired by the Turks, two towns only being inhabited by the Gre. 


cans : but there are many that dwell in ftrong caſtles compaſlſed 
with round and ſtately towers. This countrey is very fertile, 
abounding with cattel}, and the mountaines thereof are little in- 
terior tothoſe of Creet. 


Of Rhodes. 


Pi city and Ifle of Rhodes (which is ſo called from the ſweer 
ſmell or roſes) is ſcituated in the Mediterranean fea, a little 
from Aſia the lefſe,vpon the South;being diſtant from Ieruſalem 
140 miles toward the Northweſt,as S:y4b, ſaith, /.14.Itis in com- 
paſſe r r2 miles. It was at firſt called Ophy,then Startilia,8 after 


Telchin,of the inhabitants thereof,who were called Telchines, a. 


people which,as ſome ſay,were witches;others ſay,curious Arti. 
ficers, and were the firſt that found out the making of braſſe and 
yron. At laſt it tooke the name of Rhodes from the principal city 
that fteod in it : for there werethreeciries in it,v/7., Lyndus, Ca- 
mirus,and Ialyſſus. In Lyndus, Cleobulus one of the ſeuen Wiſe. 
men of Grzce, and Chares that famous Statuarie, who made the 
Coloſſus which food in this Iſle, were borne, Ialyſlus of a Roſe 
nd in it, was called Rhodes, being ſcituated vpon an 

_ exceeding high promontorie, lying toward the Eaſt part of thar- 

Ifle. This exceeded the other two cities both for ports, waies, 

walls, and other ornaments, and the inhabitants were gouerned' 
with ſuch excellent lawes, and fo skilfull in navigation, that it 
might compare with the ſtrongeſt citicof theworld, and for a- 
long time had the command of the ſea round about, and vtterly 


wet 


ſhed all Pirats and robbers from thoſe parts. | 
Do0as- 
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Diodoras Sicul.li,6 ſaith, that it was called Rhodes of Rhodia a 
faire and beautifull maid,who was dearely belouedof polo, and 
therefore this Iſland was dedicated:to the Sunne , for as Seling; 
fairh,though the heauens be neuer ſocloudy;yerthe Sun ſhineth 
in Rhodes.Pindarss the Poet(becauſeof the fertility of the ſoile, 
and theexcceding opulencie of the inhabitants) ſaith, that it rai. 
ned gold in that country. In fortner times ir flouriſhed with lear. 
ning and good arts, infomuch that the Romans for the moſt part 
ſent their childfen to be broughtvp at Rhodes. This Iſle is very 
fruitfull,and bringeth forth many things neceſlarie for the main. 
renance of life, but aboue all, a certaine red winewhich the Ro. 
mans did greatly delight in,and valued at a high price.In this ci. 
ty lived that notable Painter called Prozogines, which A4peles cons 
quered inthat ſcience,as Pliny ſaith,/ib.35.ca.10. 

Demetrius King of Afia erected anotable Colloſſus or Statue 
of the Sunin this Iſle,which that notable caruer Chares matitzbe= 
ing outwardly all of purebraſle, but within nothing but ſtones, 
itwas ſeuentic cubits high, and ſo artificially made, that ixgwas 
accounted for one of the wonders of the world. Afterward it was 
carried into Egypt by the Egyptians who woon the towne. This 
Iſle is famous to this day-:-in times paſt it was accounted one of 
the keys of Chriſtendomeybur at this day ſubje&vnto the Turk: 
of which you may reade morein the Turkiſh Hiſtory. 


| Of Patara. 
PArara was a Citie of Licia, ſo-called of Patarus the builder 
thereof ; who was the ſonne of T{pollones, or L acones, as'Strabo 
and Servius ſaith : it was ſcituated vpon the South fide of Aſia 


_ the leſſe, cloſe by the ſhore of the Mediterranean ſea, 408 miles 


from Ieruſalem towards the Northweſt. Prolomeus, P hiladelphins 
K.of Egypt inlarged this city,and called it after his ſiſters name, 
Ar {inves Lyſtaca, to put a difference betweene it and other Cities 
called after that name for there was an Arſinoe in Zgypt;and 
another neere Cyrene, where Apollo in certaine Moneths of the 
winter ſeaſon(by the help of the Divel)gaueanſiver to them that

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ſought afrer him. S.Paul was in-this towne, dts 1, There Was 
—_— towne of this namegypAchaia, where S, Andrew was 
crucified. 
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The Trantls of S,Paul when he was taken captiue and 
carried Priſoner t0 Rome, 


* IN the 57 yeare after the natjuitie of Chriſt, Paw/ being then 
47:yeares off; Dy.ahe command of Claudius Lyſowe was tgken 
and ſcontged by the Lewes; and-brought thence to, Antipatris 
by night. (becauſe there were forty Iewes which had ſwore his 
death) which was-12 miles; 4#s 22,23,24. 

.'From Antipatris hee was. brought to-Czſarea, Strato, which 
was 28 miles, where he was brought before Fel;x (who was Pre- 
ſident forthe Romans in thoſerpatts) and was captiae there for 
the ſpace of two dajes, 44 24,3526, 1 

lathe 59 yere after thevativitic of Chriſt, Pau! being then 49 
yeares of age or thereabouts, was ſent by Zortims Feſtms Preſident 
of the Iewes,to Rome: ſo Pau! {giled/from Czſarca Strato, to Si- 
don,which was 84 miles, 4#5 27. A 

From thence Pan! ſailed cloſe by Cyprus, becauſe the winde 
wasScontrarie, and came to the ſea ouer againſt Cilicia (which 
was very troubleſome)and fo paſſing by Pawphilia they came to 
Myra,which was 480 miles. 1 

Loofſing from Myra they failed to Gnidum, which was 248 
miles, As 27. | 

From Gnidum they ſailed towards the South, and came to 
Crete,and ſo paſſed by the townes of Salmo, Laſza, and Aſus, 
and fo came to Phcenicia,which was 180 miles. 

From Phcenicia they came to the Iſland of Claudia, which. 
was xo8 miles. | ; : 

_ .. From the Iflandof Claudia they came to Melite, which now 

ts called Malts.; in which place they ſuffered ſhipwracke, and 

\Faxl ſhooke off the Viper off his hand into. the fire, and did ma- 
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nic other miracles,which was 720 miles. 

From Malta they ſailed in @hip of Alexandria,to Syracuſi 
in Sicilia, which was 180 miles : Pal at this time was 50 yeares 
of age, As 28. 

From Syracuſa they ſailed to Regium,which was 52 miles. 

From thence *hey went to Puteola;which was 164 miles, 

From Puteola they went to Apiforum, which was 12 miles: 
there certaine Chriſtians of Rome came to meet them, aboue 22 
miles,and reccined Paul with great friendſhip. 

From Apiforum they led him to Tribatera,which is fix miles, 
and there he met more Chriſtians, þ 

Feom Tribatera he went to Rome, being 16 miles, whereheg 
remained two yeares priſoner ,andthere wrote his Epiſtles to the 
Galathians, Epheſians, Philippians,Coloſſians,Ph;Jemon,and the 
4 Hebrews: {o all theſe Trauels were 2 300 miles; 

And in the whole, from his firſt beginning, vatill his being 
priſoner in Romewere, ro270 miles, | 

But being deliuertd our of priſon, the laſt ten yeres of his 
. hedidnot only preagh the Goſpell in Aſia and Creta, where 
w_ appointed his diſciple Timothy tobe a Biſhop,and in Macedonia, 
(where being in Neapolis he wrote ati Epiſtlero T#s#,and ſent it 
to him aboue 300 milesto the Iſle of Creta) but alſo he preacht 
the Goſpell,and ſpred the word of God abroad inthe countrie of 
Spaine, Rom,15 which 1s diſtant from Teruſalem 2800 miles:and 
being the {econd time impriſoned in Rome, he wrote his ſecond

His towne lieth in Aſia mzier,vpon the Mediterranean ſea,in 

the Pennifida called Doris, which by anarrow point joinerh 
vato the Prouince of Caria, and is diſtant from Ieruſalem 492 
miles.In this town the goddeſſe Yen had a great temple,wherin 
her image was placed, made by that cunning workman Praxite/es, 
of Marble ſtone and for that cauſe Horace calleth Yenw Queene 
of Gnido, £36. 1.carm,04.30, OVenus Regine Gnyat Paphiq,, that 
15,0 Venus Ducene of Gnidus and Paphos,t7 c. 

There came many learned men our of this rowne, as Exdoxase, 
Agatarchides, Paripateticus T heopompus,and others. 

This towne is yet ſtanding, and (as it is thought) it tooke the 
name of the fiſh Gnidus, which is raken there in the ſea; which 
fiſh isof ſo ftirange a nature; that if you take it in your hand it 
ſingeth like a nertle. Ar this day this towne hath another name, 
and is called Cabo Chrio, as Conradus Geſnerus in his Onomaſtico

ſland of Creta tooke the name(as 5:rabo ſaith)from the 

people called Curetes that dwelt in this Ifland:thoſe people 

vied rocur all the haire off from the O__ of their heads.and 
therefore they would not endure to ſuffer any man toweare his. 
haire being in the warres; for which cauſe in the Grecian tongue 
they were called Cowretes, and intime this name l- rp =p b 
was changed, and they called Cretans. This Iſland -ſftan- 
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miles from Icruſalem toward the Welt. It 1s a great Ifland,bei 
200 miles long, 48 miles broad, and in compaſle 588 miles : itis 
very fruitfull of Cypreſſe rrees, Malmlſey, Sugar, and other ſpi- 
ces: the Malmſey taketh the name from the towne of Malneſia, 
in Peloponeſſus,ſtanding vpon the point of Malta, right ouera. . 
ainſt Cretaor Candia; and at this day the like wine 1s made iq 
Creta,and called by the ſame name, from whence it 1s commoti. 
ly brought vato vs,though in times paſt it came out of this Lflahd 
of Chius. ' 
Among all the hills that are found in the Ifland of Creta,the 
hill Ida is moſt ſpoken of, becauſe of the height:about it ſtandeth 
digers townes and villages: it hath many hills and woods , for 
the Ifland is very full of ſweet Cypreſle trees, inſomuch that. 
there are woods full of them. 2/:my writes,that vpon a time there 
was ſuch an Earthquake in this I{land,that one ofthe hills remo- 
ued, out of which there came a man being forty cubits high. .In 
this Ifland there are no venomous Leaks Pos in times paſt it was 
inhabited by cruel! people, of whom S.?au/complaineth in his 
firſt Epiſtle to Titz4,cap.1,where he rehearſ(eth the ſaying of Epi 
menides,vvhich was afrerthis manner,The people of Creta are alwates 
liers, enill beaſts, and ſlow-bellies, And to conclude, they reſemble 
ſome of the Friers among the Papiſts, foras they arc idle people 
and ſhaue their heads, fowerethe men of Creta. Tits ( Pauls dif- 
ciple)wasa Biſhopin this Ifland, and S.,Pawl wrote an Epiſtleto' 


them,and to Nicapolis,and ſent-it them aboue 320 miles. This 
Iſland in times paſt was very rich & populous, for in it there was:

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That Paul counſailed the Saylers that were in the ſhip toanchox 
there,and ſtay the Winter ſeaſon in that I(land; but the Captain 
of the ſhip gaue more credit to the Maſter of the (hip, than to 
Pauls words, wherby in the end they were in danger of their lives. 
The townes of Salmona and Laſſica, with the hauen of Gutfurr, 
laySouthward in this Iſland,vpon the coaſt ofthe Mediterranean 
ſea; ſomewhat diſtant from them ſtood the towne of Aﬀſon, by 
Pliny called 'Afum, where they hoiſed out their boate and ſayled 
Northward'; and becauſe they had a faire South-winde, they 
thought to ſaile to Phoenicia, a haven in Creta, but the winde 
comming about to the Eaſt, draue them backe againe into the 4 
ſea,by which meanes they were in danger of thcir lives. i 
This Hland'was brought 'vnder the ſubjetion of the Romans 
66 yeares before the birth of Chriſt,and ſo for a long time conti- 
nued, vntill rhe Saracens centred therein, and tooke it from the 
Romans, 800 yeares afterthe birth of Chriſt. After that,in the 
yeare of our Lord 979, the'Emperour-of Conſtantinople draue 
the Saracens ont of the Ifland,and kept it;but in the end the Ve- 
netians brought it vnder their ſubje&tion and {eigniorie, in the

the Weſt. Ir isvery pleaſant and fruitfull, bringing forth-great 
plenty of Wheat,Rye, Flax, Comin, Cotton, Figs, Wine, Roſes, 
Violets, Tyme, Lauender, and many other ſweet and delightful! 
hetbes from whence Bees did gather great plentie of honey. The 
Sunne is very hot in this Iſland, infomuch that by the extreame 
feruor thereof, the inhabitants loſe their natural! complexion, 
and looke of a tawnie colour. In Summer euecnings there falleth 
great plenty of dewes, whereby the carth is refreſhed, and the 
herbes increaſed. There is neither ſnow nor froſt ſeene in it, for 
the Northerne windes(which with vs are the authors of cold and 
froſts) with them procure raine, which greatly refreſheth and iin- 
creaſeth the fruirs ofthe carth ; ſo that the paſtures and medowes 
become very pleaſant and full of grafſe : and although it be bin 
28 miles long,and 60 miles about,notwithſtanding it is very p0+ 
pulous; for in the eight pariſhes thar ſtand in this Iſle, there is 
numbred aboue twentie thoufand men. The inhabitants are ves 
ry honeſt, religious and godly , and the women faire, chaſte, and 
modeft, for they neuercome abroad but with their faces couered:

the Romans ; and then one Titys Sempronixe (about ſuch time as 
Hannibal brought his army before Trebia)woon it,2 17 yeares be- 
fore Chriſt. And after it continued vnder the juriſdiction of the 
Romans 130 yeares,and then it was conquered by the Saracens, 
but they held ir not long, for Reger Norman King of Sicilia gotit 
ourof their power, 47.2, 1090. And ſoit continued inthe hands 
of the Sicil:ans til 4».Dom.1520. And then Charles the fiftbe- 
ing Emperor,gaue it to the Knights of ſaint Tob»,vpon condition 
that they ſhonld ppole the Turkes gallies,and defend that part. 
of Chriſtendome, So the Knights of $.70hn together with thei 
gouergor ſailed ro Malta, & [o fortifiedit, that itis impoſſibleto 


be taken valeſſe by famine or treaſon. There were many famous. 


Biſhops that lived in this place,and very deuour Chriſtians,. In 
the time of the Emperor Theodoſoge there was a Gouncel held, ax 
which were preſent 240 Biſhops, At this da Wye tſhopricke1s 
ſubie& tothe Archbiſhopof Palermo ; and the_chiefe goberne-.

For although the Pope 
beaurified and adorned the Weſt part of it with mai 


extraordinary coſt tobeau- | 
tifie them, . So many were the gifts and gratuires of this Em- 
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beaten to the ground z onely ſome ruins,to ſhew that ſuch things 
there bath beene. And what now reſteth, that are worthic norte, 
are in the commaund and power of the Pope : which are not ma- 
ny ; the moſt that can be named,are the Vattican,the tower of S. 
Angelo,the Popes Pallace,bis banquetting houſe,and the gardens 
and walkes about it ; which are ſo well ſciruated, that they are a 
roall Rome, the reſt are but ordinarie and common buil- 
ivgs. Thus may you ſce that there is nothing in this world but 
hath a period, to which if with much labour it attaineth, then it 
commonly declineth, ſeldome continueth : for who knowes not 
with what labour, what perills by ſea, what cngene by land, 
through how many forreine war res and Domeſticke feditions, 
Rome was raiſed to her greatneſle > And how ſuddenly was all 
this loſt > VVhat the vertue and wiſedome of graue and reſolute 
Conſuls, Captaines, and Commaunders had with great hazard 
heaped vp;thruſting their Capitol and other Treaſuries ful,with 

the triumphant ſpoiles of forreine nations , was left to be conſur 
med either by ſeditious ſouldiers or prodigall Emperours, and 
the State leftasa prey to thoſe that were mightieſt: ſo that they 
were accounted moſt honourable, that with moſt injurie could 
get to themſclues either countenance to ouerſway authoritic, or 
opulency,to purchaſe eminency ; inſomuch that there hath been 
no action ſoeuill, nor any attempt ſo pernicious in former times, 
but may be matcht in the declining ofthe Romane ſtate. Where 
more murthers 2 where more corruption 2 where more oppreſli- 
on than is mentioned in Hiſtories to bee practiſed amongſt the 
Romans?the liues of men, the ſtate of Prouinces, and the crowns 
of Kings ſold for money. But now her time is finiſhed, and her 
ruins are left for ſucceeding ages toadmire;that ſo in beholding, 
they might learne to know the difference betweene vertue and 
vice ; and from thence conclude, That there is nothing perma- 
nent; and thatthoſe things wherein men moſt glorie, doc often- 
"times ſooneſt decay, For if this citiewhich commanded the na- 
tions & Princes of the earth (whoſe Colonies, Armies, Legions, 
confederacies, and treaſures, were ſomightie, and extended ſo 


farre, that there was almoſt no countrey vaconquered, or _

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that did not feare toheare the inhabiranrs therof named) is made 
defolate and laid leuell with the ground: what then may be faid 
of pettie Cities, Townes, Lordſhips, Manors, and Houſes > ſhall 
not they likewiſe be ſubie@ to the like calamiries, & waſted and 
deſtroyed through the continuance of time 2 Verily yea : Where. 
fore let not the king glorie in hu power nor the ſtrong man in his 
ſtrength nor the rich man in hs riches: but let him.
